WHen this Volume was almoft finiflit at the Preis, it 
(eomed good to the fuorpam Govcrnoar of tfie World 
('in whofe hands is our Life and Breath, and all things) to dil^ 
charge this painful , faichfiil Servant of Chrift , from any 
further work in his Vineyard, and to give him Reii from bis La^ 
hours. Hereupon the Book-feller deiired, that his Life might be 
added to the reft. The motion (ecmed veiy rcafonable, and fui* 
table, That he who had boon a means of perpetuating the me- 
mory of fo many of Gods Worthies, fliould have his own Life 
recorded among the reft. The only difficulty was, concerning 
drawing of it up in (iich ftraitsbf time, as we were limited to 
by thecircumftancesof thcPrcis: but this was foon removed 
by t Narrative I found in his Study, ready drawn up by himfelf : 
which, though it was done without any defign to have it cxpofed 
to publick view \ but, partly for the private information and 
edification of his Children , and partly as a thankful acknow- 
ledgment of Gods goodnefs to him, and to (hew his good Pro- 
vidence over him, thro'out the whole courfe of his Life, (as 
himfelf exprcflcs it before thefe Memoire) yet, not meeting «vith 
any prohibition to the contrary, I have adventur'd to communi- 
cate it to the publick, thereby to fupply that defcft, which other- 
wife the Reader muft have laboured under. And I hope none 
will look upon it as a piece of Vanity in him, to commit fucli 
things to Writing concerning himfelf, fince it's a bare relation of 
matters of Fa£^ \ which cannot be fb fully done by any othcr,as by 
a man's felt (And therefore I wifli that others, whom God has 
made eminently inftrumcntal for the Service of his Churcli,wouId 
write after his Copy , and follow his Example herein : ) Ilisown 
account now follows. 
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eyf ^rief ^^(arrative of ny^ LIFE, and of tie 
mofi remar liable tjtSs of (^ods Trovidence in gMtd^ 
ing and governing of the fame. 

I Samuel CtarkeVfM^Tn'mlFcolJI^fft in the County of tFdrmiek^ 
upon the loth of O^^^rr 1599. my Mother, who was a eood Wo- 
man, died when I w:as young : my Father was a Godly, Able, Faith- 
ful, and Painful Minider, and exercifcd his MinifVry for above forty years 
in that Pari(h, with much profit and comfort : under whole wing I was 
trained up Rcligioufly till I was about thirteen years old) and then I 
w as fct to School to Mr. jftf. Cf4«r/>r^, an eminent School-maQer in Co" 
vtNtry \ which City at that time, flourifhed exceedingly with Religious 
Miniitcrs and People, though for my own part, falling into the Com- 
pany of didblute Lads, I began to degenerate from the Principles of my 
fir(l Education, thoufrh not without much rcludtancy, and frequent 
checks of Conlcience for the fame. ' ' 

Having fpent about four years in that School, f was by my Father 
czxiic^ 10 Cambridge^ which Univerdty was more eminent^ for Religion 
at that time, and placed by him .uhder Mr. Tbo. H§o^fr in EmMutl CoU 
ledge, which was the' Turitan Cblledgc s and Mr. H0ok$r one of the 
choiccfl Tutors inthelinivernty t yjLt, neither there did I anfwer my 
Fathers care, nor the nicans which I did enjoy : for though my carriage 
Was Civil, and in the fight of the world blamelcfs, yet did I not walk 
with God in my general,, nor particular Calling as I ought to have done ; 
neither do I know that the work of Grace was at that time wrought in 
my heart; When I *waj Batchcldr of Arts, my Father f having (mall 
means) took me from the Univcrfitv Again ; and immediately after my 
return home, I fell fick of the Small Pox, and was fo full of them, not 
only outwardly, but in my Throat al(b, that my Father dcCpaircd of 
my Recovery: yet i t'plcalcd my heavenly Father to reflore me, beyond 
his expcdlation : (hortly after I was fcnt for to a Gcnilemans in the Wood- 
land part of the Country, to teach his Children, and to be alTiflaat to 
Mr. sUdcr, Miniftcr of Knoxple^ a godly and eminent Man : yet the Fa- 
mily whrrein I lived was very prophane 5 which not agreeing with my 
former Education, though it di(^rcli(hcd at the firft, yet by degrees I di- 
gcfced it better , but after I had continued in that Family (bmewhat more, 
than a year, I was unexpcdedly fcnt for ("in the midft of WintcrJ into 
Chefljirf^ to be an affiftant to Mr. Btrom^ Parlbn of Thornton^ with whom 
1 continued almoft two years 5 and oy rcalbn of fome Suits in Law where- 
in he was intanglcd, I was put u|)on Preaching twice a Sabbath a great 
part of th;it time. 

In tlint Family I was ca(l upon (bmc great temptations : but it pleafed 
the Lord in mercy to hcdgft up my way with Thorns, and by Qriking me 
with extraordinary fear and terrour fas he did Btlfljazer by the hand- 
Writing) he made ae IQ rcfl eft upon my fclf, humbled me tor my fins, 
and by degrees gave me fome comfort in believing, and applying the 
Promifci of free Grace in Chrift Jcfus : yet ftill I was dogg'd by Sathan, 
who often interrupted me in my fctrec Duties: and one of bis Indru- 
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inents was alfo railed up to jprofecute roe in the Chancellours Court at 
C^tftcr^ for the omiffion ot fome Ceremonict : fo that receiving divera 
difcouragementf, I refblved to leave that place ^ and being importuned 
by fome Friends at London lo come thither, I went to Cbthtr at Mtchd- 
tlmas Fair» with a purpofe of (ending my Trunk, to Loftdoh', ah^ (hortly 
after to have followed my felf: But U)me godly Chriftians, Inhabitants 
oT IVirrnO^ aPemnfuIa beyond fFeJl-Chefiery which had been my fre- 
quent Hearers at Thornton^ meeting me at the Fair, importuned my 
coming to ^i&«/)r/ri(.among(V them ^ and would receive no repulfe till I 
u had granted their defirei. That Country i$ about fourteen Miles long, 
and nve broad : there were divers godly, and underdandin^ Chridians 
(battered up and down in it : fcarce a con(lant Preacher bcfides my (elf : 
^^(bthat, as my means of maintenance came by a voluntary contributioa 
' out of all thofe Chri(\ians Purfes, fo all of them within (ix, or feven miles 
^ compafs, repaired to my Minidry, both Young and Old, Men and Wo- 
«. men, Wet and Dry, Summer and Winter, to their vciy great pains and 
labour : fpending the time between the Sermons in Repetition, Hnging 
of Pfalms, and eodly conference : and as they took extraordinary pains 
for the Word, & they highly prized it, and much profited by it. I alfo 
(et up monthly Sacraments, and we enjoyed much (weet liberty, and 
Communion in the f^me.^ And befides thcfe publick Ordinances, we 
*-«' had once in three Weeks ordinarily a day of Conference, unto which 
^^ repaired all the ProfcHon, both Men and Women, out of all the Country) 
«^ and this Meeting was held, by turns at sjl the rich'er mens Hou(es : in the 
^^ Moraing when they firftmet, the Mafter of the Family began with Prayer, 
*^ then was the queftion to be conferred of read, and the younger Chridi* 
.^^ ansfirft gave in their anfwers, together with their ppoofs of Scripture 
•^ for them 5 and then the more experienced Chriflians gathered up the 
other anfwen which were omitted by the former ^ and thus they conti« 
nued till Dinner time, when having good providon made for them by the 
Mafter of the Family, they dined together with muoli chearfulnc(s 5 after 
Dinner, havin^fungapfalm, they icturnedto their Conference upon 
the other qutdions ("which were three in all J till towards the Evening 5 
at which time, as the Ma(lcr of the Family began, (b he concluded with 
Prayer, and I gave them three new qucftions againd their next Meeting ; 
which being appointed for time and place, every one repaired to his own 
home ;^ the benefits whid^ came by thefc days of Conference, were many 
and great : 
Firft, Hereby knowledge was wonderfully increafed, (b that I was ne- 
ver acquainted with more underflanding Chriftians in all my Life,though 
_ the belt of them went but in Ruffct Coats, and followed Husbandry. 
_ Secondly, Holy afTcftions by this mutual whetting of them each in other, 
were exceedingly kiadlcd, and kept alive in them.^ Thixdly, Love, by 
frequent Society, was nourillicd and increafed 5 fo that all the Profedbrs, 
though living ten or twelve miles afunder, were as iiuimate and familiar, 
as if they had been all of one houfliold. ^ FourMy, The neccfTities of 
the poorer fort being made known, tb'^re was plentiful provilion made 
for them./ Fifthly, The weak were ftrcngthned, the mourning comfor- 
ted, the erring reclaimed, the dejcfted raifcd uf, and all of them mu- 
tually edified in their moQ holy Faiih.^Sixthly, Under the pretence of 
thcfe Meetings, >ve enjoyed the opporiuniiics, as occafion was offered. 
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of private Fads, and days of Thanksgiving, which otherwiie wodd 
quickly bav« been taken notice of, and ropprtflcd. 
^r^ln tbi) place I found the firfl Sea! of my Mini(lry» by being ah Inftni* 
tncntof the Converfion of many Souls to God: Amongft thcfe perlbos -- 
I hod abundance of comfort by their hearty Pray en for me, intire affe- 
{t'lons to me, and care for to provide for me^ that I might fubfifl comfor- 
tably amongd them. ^Whil(V I was in this place, God difpoied of me -* 
in Marriage to an holy, humble, prudent, and fwcet natured Yoke-fel- 
low, unto which fof all the outward mercies I ever enjoyed from God} 
none is to be compared 5 (he came of Religious Parents^ her Father wa^ - 
a godly and faithful Minifler at Bedworth in SV4rwick:{bire, But after I -' 
had continued about the fpacc of five years in this place, where we en- 
joyed fo much comfort and happineis, the Devil envying the fame, raifed 
upfbmcof hi^'inl^rumcnts to complain o( and toprouicutc me in the 
Chancellors Court, who was malicioufly bent againlt God and Goodnef^ 
and who fo much maligned me for the omiffion of Ceremonies j and was 
fo violently bent againll me, that he would not fuficr me to Preach a fare- 
well Sermon to my Pcople>But behold the (weet Providence of Cod I ^ 
. jud at the fame time when I was thus molefled, there came a Letter to me 
from the Mayor, Aldermen, oldMf.Frs/r, and fome other godly Peo- 
ple \T\Covtntry^ importuning. me to come to Preach a Lcdure in that 
great City 5 divers of them having heard me not long before at a pub- 
jjckFaA, which I kept zx iVoelflo^j' Aftdr I had fought to God and 
Friends for advice, I refolvcd to embrace that Call, the Door bsing (hut 
againfl me where I was,, and another, as I apprehended, opened there : 
But when I was to leave that People, it caufed much grief to them and 
me, and with abundance of Tears on both fldes^ we were (fas it were) 
torn afunder. JS^ 

— At my coming to Coventry^ I Was entertained with much love and re- ^tj 

fpedt 5 there for a while, I cxercifed my Miniftry : But neither there would 
the Devil fuflcr me to be quiet long 5 for at that time there was Dr. Bng^/^ — 
who had cnp^roflcd both the Livings ( there being but two Parlfhcs in — 
that great City J he (asitfecmed) feeingJhis Hearers go from hira,fooa *- 
profcllcd himfclf my Enemy 5 and having power of both the Pulpits, de- 
nied me entrance into either:, whereupon the Mayor and Aldermen, ha- /^ , /, . . ,1 .. 
vinganoihcr Church at an cbd of the Town in their difpofal, they ap- [^f ,. » 
pointed my Le^re there :. But Dr. f(y^/ having his fpics to watch me, '■^^ ' ' / 
DOth in my Prayers and Sermons, conceived that he had gotten fome ad- 
vantages a^aintl me, for fomeexprefTions ufcd by m: in the fame. . 
^. Hereupon he became aa eager profccutor of mc before ihe Bifhop of / *^'' v^ v"* • 
.the DioclTs ("who was Dr. Morton ). who inhibited mc from Preaching ./ 
in his D'loccls : but having a Licence from the Archbifhop of Cantcrhnrp • 
\^Ahb9t^'\ I rcfufcd to obey hii Inhibition : fome of the Aldermen alfo 
of the City (licking to me, pretending to fpend much money before I 
fhould be put down : fhortly after the Bifhop going to London^ caufed 
me to be cited up to the Court of Arches, whither 1 went, but he put in 
nothing againft mc : and when I went to him at his Lodgings, he firfl by 
perfwaiions, and after by menaces, laboured to have me relioquifh : the 
plttee^ profefTing, that he would kneel before the King,but he wonld have 
my Licence called in : yet I refolvcd to keep it as long as I could, and 
. returned to Covcntrj again 5 where a new Mayor being chofen,' who was

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t great Friend to Dr. JTirjj/, the zeal of the AldermeQ ia (landiag 
me, and by me, was much cooled ^ whereupon my LeAure fell to 
Ground, and I alCfled my Father every Sabbath, who lived within : 
Miles of the City : the Door being thus (hut againft me at C^vctitrj^ I 
by a good Providence of God unexpectedly fent for by Robert L 
Brook,^ (who was then a young Man, and unmarried) tobeftow a 
mon upon him at his Houfe in IVtdgnock Park, not far from H^arw. 
Whither ( though with much rcludlancy, he being a flranger to mc 
went, and preached before him, and found fuch approbation, thai 
defircd me to be his houQioId Chaplain s but fuch a Life not (liiting i 
my edate Cbeing married J nor with my Affc^ions, with humble th: 
I refused ir, yet found him a kX^^ and a faithfiil Friend to roe all his 
after. 

— Much about the fame time al(b I was (ought for by the Magidrate 
iy4rmck\ to Preach a Le^ure there on the Sabbaths in the Aftcrn< 
and on Jnejddj Mornings s but Mr. Hall the then Vicar of that place, 
po(ed it : whereupon the Bailiff and Burge(res made their Addrcfs to 
heri Earl of H^'arwick^^ who was their Recorder, who (ent for me u 
L0ftd09f, heard me Preach, gave me his Qualification to be his Chap] 
and wrote (b to Mr. Jidff^ that being over-awed by his Letter, he ad 
tcdof meforhisafliQant: In that place I cxercifed my Minidry a] 
the (pace of five years, and the Lord was pleafcd (b to b1e(s my Lab< 
that 1 0Ot much robm' in the hearts of all the godly in the Town, and 
the initrument of the convcr(ion of (bme Souls : as al(b of much { 
iDthcLord5r0tfi(iFamily» who being then married, lived for the i 
part in IVamicJ^ Caftle : but thefc thingy^roved the objcdl: of Mr. J 
envy, who (ought to pick qu&rrels with me, caufcd me often to be 
(cntcd for the omiffionof Ceremonies, yet the EiQiop [ Di. Thornhi 
being an old Man, and peaceable,' dealt fo fairly, that Hill Igotod 
length Mr. !UU^ being impatient of my continuance, came to pull 
out of the Pulpit,, and by his'clamours and noifc, Co interrupted me,

Parliamcnr, 10 debate and determine the diticrencc between him and the 
St'ti ! The next day after we came to Tcrk, we were prefont at ihe Man- 
norhoufc, wiiilft the King waiac Supper; and immediately .after Sup- 
per, I kntelinc down, prefi-ntcd the Petition 10 the King, inihenameof 
the NUnilicrt of the 6ioccfi of Harcrflcr ; the King received it without 
fpiaUing a word, and went into liis withdrawing Room j iheipwatprc- 
fcnt Or Cnrli Bilbop pf lymchiStr, who frowned ottrcamly upon me for 
the f ttilion : yet I encouMged Mr, Sjlmej, and we followed the Kingt(» 
cxpeAanaiirwcr. At the Door of tht Chamber, the Porter told unhat 
WccuiiUI not be admitted^ but I told him, that we had ptcftntcd a Pe- 
tiiiDi) to the King, and miift attend an aufwer ^ wiicrtTiponheletutpafi, 
When Wc came into the Koom, the King I13J laid our Pctiijon on the 
Tabic, without Keading it, and was .Handing by the Fire, dilcuurllng 
abi'Uthii Atmy: weptcflc4jt'ftbctorehim, andfofloodcoolidLailyin 
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^ his Gght* till he bb(crving that we would have no na j, vitvx to th^ Ta-' 
^ ble, cook up our Petition, and read it diQind^ly over: after which he 
^ called Mr. fr. A/tfivtf/ of the Bed* chamber, and gavd hitn the Petition, 
^ bidding him to give it to theMaOer of Rcquefh to rettirh ui our anrwer: 
^ then did we retire to our Lodgings s and atterwards repairing to theNIa- 
^ fter ofRequefts, he told us^ that the Kings antwer was, That we (hould 
^ not be molefled about the refufal of the Oath, till the Parliament be# 
gaa \ at which ttrtie our Petition (hould be confidcrcd : After this we 
retired home, though through fome dangers by reafon of fbme flragling 
Soldiers,^ The Parliament beginning (hortly aft«r, the Miniftcrs o\ our 
Dioccfi met again, drew up a Petition to the Parliament for the freeing 
of us from the fnare of the Oathj and fome other burthens that lay upon 
us 3 and my fclf and Mr. Saltpej^ were again requeued to prefcnt, and 
profccute the Petition s which we undertook and cffcdVcd. At London

and having been a while there fyct witha purpofe of returning) I was 
one day talking ^ith my Sifter iTftf/ffff, whom I met about the Aincers* 
Chdpptl in Cheaf/tJt : and whilft we were talkine together, came by Mr, 
Tboaas cUtidaH^ whom I had formerly known, but had now forgotten ; 
my Sifter telling me who it was, I dcfired her to call him back, that I

Aflembly, and Mr, f . BcUars^ Sec. and the chicftft in the Pari(h were for 
Mr. Carter j and whereas fome of the Pnrilh urged to proceed to a choice j

TrofeJIifrt in ihofc Univerfiiiej, both of them read publickly againll it. The Author ol it **" 
did ulually call it ', His Utile Doit »f frtMt fn'mu And fo it was indeed ; ^or it coll him ma- 
ny years lludy, and when he Publiihc<l it, his Pains was nor at an end, but to begin anew. 
For the Ledlures of tho(e two Learned Men agalnft it, put him to writing again in juiliti* 
cation of what he had publKhed, and wliatthey excepted againd. 

. It was fume honour to Mr. Brotirhton to have two Oppntntt of fb great Name, worth; 

and Learning : But the {greater their repute (& that molt defervedly)the greater was hisdif- 
advantage iluthad to dial with rhcm : And to this wasaddcJ/hat what he held, was Pub- 
iJLk, and in every Mans hand : But what they read to the contrary, was only among their 
own jiutiitcrt, and nothing was piibliHtcd by th«m, whereby others might judge of the 
G)niroveify betwixt them, of a long time. Dr RiyncUi indeed fail Ukuc Notes of his 
Readings,private!y to Mr.Brctij^kcn; but printed nothing of them all his time, what was pub* 
lilhcd Kit I hem, was done attcr Mr. Bron^tcnt Death, by Dr. Jctn Bitriret of SMtun* -^^ 
CajUlJy in H^arwickptire. Mr. Uveij was aniwered privately by Mr. Iborntm a Country 
Gentleman, and a Friendi and Follower of Mr. Br»iigbtm^ as he could come to the know* 
ledge of his exceptions. And (u Mr. ^r«i^^r0» undertook them both himlelf, as he could 
come to undcrftand what it was that they oppofcd, and fpent much pains in confirming hit 
own Tenets, and confuting theirs. 
..^.^This oppofition of his Concent^ as alfb the intreaties of divers of his Friends, prevailed He cxplatni 
with him to Read in private to them, his Explication of it, and he had AmJiturt to the it.

At firfl indeed he Read in the Eaft end ef St. Pauls Churub^ where 
r-' afterwards the Lord Mavor and his Brahren ultrd to meet \ and this he did with thcu!low« 
ince of the Qyeen and her Council, undfume of the bed Learned of the BiOiops were his -^ 
Friendi. And the G>uncil had the Names of thofe which were his Schollars, of what Cal- 
ling they were^ how Qiialiiied, and where they dwelt. But others of the Bi{hop» would Opfvtfedhy 
^ not endure this^ calling them Dungereus Cctrveniscles^^nd complaining of thenifCaulcd them the Diflicp. 
- Tome trouble : fo that at lad they could read in Paul* no longer. 

,- — Afterwards he Read in a large Chamber in Cbe.ipfiJe, biu tarried not long there, but re- 
moved to Msrk'ltwet and into fomc other places. And this was hiscourfc when he taught 
in private. H's j^uMtcrs had every one of them The Cmcent before him, and he went on 
dill in the e.xpofition of it all along with iltcBib.'c, and bad his Auditors diligvntly tu rrad 
the Scriptures, and keep ihcmfclvcs to ihc Cbrcnclt^ of it : and^ flicwed what and how 
much they (hould Readagaind their next inectingjio be prepared for hisdikourlc then And 
withnl handled the Co»r<f//fg/f/, as the matters of thofc Scriptures called for Explication tor 
ihar time of the Cbrcfsolcgy j that they might undcrdand what Scriptures were contained 
within fuch a fpace of time. And dill he diewcd the DoOrine of Faith, and love of Cbnji 
Jefus in every Age ; how believed and praf^ifed by the Faithlul, and who difpifcd them. 
And in his Application he would dim up all in a quarter of an hour, or more, :>$ the matter 
required. 

^. Of thefchis Le^lures there are dill extant the Notes of four and thirty, and the Notes of 

nine of his Sermons, in which he CdUted, the Seasons of M^ffesand the Propbets, with the 
New 7(/?<ii»off; all which were taken from his Mouth as he delivered them. An Extra\5t 
out of which ( of what is not in his other Writings) had been Printed and Publiflied with 
his other Works, had not hetl.athad the perudngof them in hand for that purpoft*, been 
prevetuiu by a very long, and dangerous Sickneb, with which he was (ciwd at the very 
fird felting of the Prcft on vvorlc.

lor,and Govanors of Oxford, faying j ji AUfler of Art of pwr bretdmf^ being at London^ — 
and ufom the Ibames, Anno 1 5^90. In a Boar with Mr. A. Cot: and others, C'e. 
^ Mr. Roger Cctton, 1 Draper ia Cawim^treett was a true Schollar of this Mafter, and (b 
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confbnt'ijr plyed thefacred Scriptures, according to the Admoniciom and diroS^iom that be 
had rcteivcd from Mr. Brtuf^htony that he Read over the Bible twelve times in one year, 
and what proficiency he made therein, hegavea SM^fmoi of it in that little Book which 
lie PublilheJ, called, Dinltintt to tkt fVMttrt «/* Lift, 

In Mr. Phtlitm Cottont Houle he made his mod confbnt rcddence, who alio wasa Dra- 
per, anJ where his Lodging and Library were. In this Family he undertook tlie Education 
»^-L^ ot' Mr. Of/^w eldeil Son \^Rnvlm»J^ who was afterward Knighted] in the Hebrew 
^ "^ Tongue ; which he pro&cuted with (uch good fuccefs, tliat there were few places in the 
Bible, which he was not able readily toRnd, and to render into EMj^iifh when he was buc 
(even or eight yean old, and could very well and readily (peak the JItirew LanguMge, 
^The way which he ufcd to bring him on (b forwardly was this. FirfV, Himfelt (pake in 
Hcl/rew to him confbntly, and taught him by heart the plfagcs and fpeechcs, which were 
moil ufiial in his ordinary converlc : As to call for his Food, Cloths, and other neceflarics : 
Al(b Phrafls of Qlutations, anJ cntertainroeiits : Kxprrnions of his Duty, and Afle^lions to 
hli Parents atid Relations. Yea,the very paflages which were mofl ufual with Children at 
tiicir Play. The(c he taught him to utter readily in that Linguagc, and had a young Man, 
skilful in that Tongue, who was ever with him to interpret ^'ur him. This Noble Knight 
would oft rcbte that his Mother would fometimcs be ready to weep, when he CJme to do his 
Duty to licr, or to ask any thing of her, and might not (peak it in Er/g/iji to her, that lb Ibe 
nught have conferred with him, and talked to him a^^iin. 

To this Mr. BrovgLten drew up a VocMbmlsry in Ihlfrevf and Kngjifi for him, out of 

which he was day ly learning words. And he framed it, not in an Alpbdbetieal way,as Ditli" 
•nsr'tu and LexuoHi ufiially are \ But he firft pitched upon a place or thing more gentral,and 
then named all the particulars in it, or belonging to it : At Heaven An(;cN,Sun,Moon,Stars, 
Clouds, &c. So a Houfc, Door, Window, a Parlor, a Cdler, &c. A I'icid, Gntjs, a Flower, 
a Tree, Hedf^,a Furrow, Cc. This Book i^ yet to be had^ and might cafily be obtained to 
be Printed, it it fhould be judged meet to be done. 
^^^ And to compleat all, hehad nim conlhntly with him in his Study, where he inflillcd in- 
to him, firft the CrMmmer^nd then Read the Bible to him. And this learned Knight would 
ottenfpcakof one Book that he had in his Study, with which his ChildiHi alleclion was 
ihcn much taken, and that only for the Covers-lake.

..^.^ His Companion in his Travels was one Mr. Ahxantler Topf2 young Country Gentleman, 
who put himfcU under his TatorMge, and travelled with him that he might be conllantly 
under his Inftru<^ions.

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Thus he was fcnt a fcconJ time to his uneaiy privacy, where he lived a kind of* 
banifhcor itnprifbn'J UKc ; though by the diligent endeavours of hii Friends he was almoll 
recalM again to O'lafcow. At length tlie charge of (he Church at Pfpet was conunitted to 
him : but here new Horms arofc : for the Widow of the Earl ot jihtrofm, Ikfon of 
r^/Iet^ who wjs neat a kin to Mr. //j;W, being lately turned Pspif, (lined up her Children 
and Servants to give this Servant of God all the diihirbar.ce they could, and (b to tire him 
out, and force him to leave the place; the Baron of Strehsn^ a ralh young man, complying 
too much wifli hit Mothers advice, took the opportunity of Mr. BoiJ[*% abdnce, his Kin^ 
man, and brake open the doors of his Houfc, and in atumuhuouf and reproachlul manner^ 
threw out all his Houfhold (lutl'into the Streets : whereupon it was observed that that Fa- 
roily never did thrive afterwards, but were in a decaying condition, till ilicy were reduced 
almoft to nothing.

CUffbiet ^we fiek fir a bette' in the world tc ecnte. By thcfe and fuch like admonitions, he ar- 
med this rare Princefs her mind to encounter with the flrongefl gufls cf adverfity with an 
undaunted mind. And ttuly (he was put upon great trials, when, after fljc was Crov/ned 
Qpeenof BcbemiaShc was4brced not long after to fly out of that Country, being great with 
Child, and excluded out of the Palatinate alfb ( her Husbands Paternal Inheritance ; and 
driven to live in exile all the remainder of her days, which fad dlfpenfjtion of God to- 
wards her, (he bore with a mafculine, and undaunted Spirit, being forewarned, and furc* 
armed by Dr. Twtfs^ whirft he waited upon her, againfl fuch changes, Pntl occurrences: 
— * For he had taught \icr ,7 bat Cods Divine Prtvidinee dotb order all tbeE/l.iteStOful emditicnt 
efallMen^wbitberfrifferoaimradverJe^ccvrding fa biinimgood flrafure^nd for tbeEtcrnalgood 
ef tbcjf that belong to bim, ateording to tbat Promtje. Rom. 8. i8. He know that all tomti 
work together for good^ to them that love Cod, to them who sre the Called aeurding to tn 
fntfofe. 
^ — - And probably upon this account it was that Prince Ruferty one of the Sons of this ll- 
luftriouf Qjccn, in the time of our unliappy Civil War, coming utAo l^oi>Vtm^ '^^NO^ 
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Dr. TVf/fwai Minifter, entertained him courteoullyt uui ufcd him fjmiliarl/, miking 
larf^e Promifct co him, that he would be of tlie jinttfgrliamaitsrumUAt^ and write in tlieir 
defence, and live among them, hut our Dodor neither could, oor was willing to liw among 
Courtierff efpeclally when thev were in Armi. 

. Before Dr. Tv^ij's had continued two months in that honourable iraployment in tlie 

Court of that Prince Elr^or Palatine^hc wiscomm.mdcd bjck into Ewati/t, nai without 
the grief of that excellent Lady, and her Princely Husband, for the lou ot' (\Kh a jevrel, 
which the did Prince at the departure of Dr. Twift^ exprwireJ, and profeflcd In t lunltu 
Orstipn which he made to him. 

Dr. Twifi being returned into England, did not betake himlelf to a Court Ijife ; but Hiiretivn 

wholly applied himfclf for the good of the Churdi, and in a Country Village fell more into tn^, 
hard to his Schoiaflick Studies, and in a mean Houtci laid the foundation ot thufe rare 
works, which all the Reformed embraced, and admired. 

- After (bme years he was (Int for by the Magiftratcs of the Town of Stwkeny to be ^^^ ^ 
their Pador, that where he had Hrd leen the Light, he might be m hnmirgMni fimmf^ Ugh ^Vrtor/• 
to go before, and to guide and dlrci> them in the way to Heaven : And there pailrd hit 
time to the g''eat content, and fatisfaclion of himfcif, and to the great profit and editication 
of fhePeopie. 

. He was lo far from ftcking afcer Riches, and Ectlfpafical Dignities and Preferments, n«|„i|:j-. 

that he raodtftly rctufedihem when they were oflcred to him. Yea, lir often pleafcd, and 
congratulated him(rlf in his low, and mean condition, ts being therein expoled to fewer 
Temptations : And he did often (blcmnly prohfs, that he was much indebted unto God^for 
that he had gracioudy placed hfm in a low, but far fafer condition from llich dangers as an 
Efifcifal Dignity might have cxpofcd him ta 

A great part of tht Fellows of Nru^CJIeJge in rhcUnivcrfity of Oxford (in whofe power 

it was to chu(c oTrovcfi forthcGovcm-ient ot thcCoUedgc offf^mcbefir)d\(l eameftly nequefl 
cur Dr.Tu'ifs that he would be plcalcd to accept of that Place whereunto they had chofen 
him,and which was equal to the chit fed EeciefiMfiic^l Prcfcrment,at leall for matter of pro- 
fit : Rut he as eamcd'y contended ngaind it, re^utding them to confer and bcdow it upon 
(bme other worthy Pcr(»)n : dicwing hereby, that he railicr defiied to attend his Studies in 
private, then to wax o!d and idle in a more honourable Place. And which is more 10 be 
wondred at, his Wife, ihcMigh ihc Wis ilic Daughter of one of the Vrel/tnih nf Hwbrfer, 
never repined . or was tronhlcd at \va rcrirfing (o fat, end p'oniifiil a Place, and Mdafe. rVir 
this excellent Wonwn did fcrioiifly conlldcr, that her Tuufi fliould Ix* nothing cnrit bed 
thereby, but his Kertmus would he (pent upon others, and that her I iiislund woiiUJ lie 
occafioncd tolocfc much time, which he i deemed mod prcciuui, and be impeded in his 
Stiidir?, which he took (6 much plcafurc in. 

- - Not many years after a VrehttiJ/try at ^fW/6r/?rf waslaid at his Feet, which he, with an 
humble fupercilioufniG kicked from him. And thii he did the rather, becaufc he forcTaw 
ihyt it would breed a quarrtl between Dr. A/c^w, and Dr. N<al ; the one ot ilum a R B. 
and the other a Trtbcntlo\ JVincbfJttr^ an»i Father in Law to our Tvjifs And Dr. Motrr lud 
Preached freely againft B. Nr<f/ina certain Church, dnd liad b:ai forced to give in evi- 
dence to iheP.irliamc-nt againd him for his innovations, though againd his will. 

— . — -The B. R ( by whole counlil it doth not appear ) not long after, commanded Dr. 
A/o«r to Preach a Vifitation Sermon \k\otc the Clergy at Wtncbtjler, After the Sermon, the 
R B. complained that lie had ofton been unworthily abufed by Dr. A/wr , and he wai relbl- 
ved to carry away a mod Cl.iidian Victory over him*. For now, having better knowledge 
of him, he would put h"m into the Cualogue of his chlefcd Fricnd» \ and that there diould 
be nothing which Mjct fliould not be ;ifli..mctl to a;k, which he would not glory in gran- 
ling. Dr. Moor returned great thanks to the B. B. And only begged of hmi, that himfclf 
being now worn out with Age, and l>:liours, he would be pleafed to bedow hisPrebendHiip 
upon one of hijSnn?! in Law, tithc-r Dr. Twtji^or Dr. AUtkerk^ Dr. of DVmity, andfbme- 
times ProfcflbroF the //rfo'rir Tongue in the Univcrfity of Oxford. 

^The R B. reuiiily gr.mted this rit^ued, and dtfigncd Dr. Tviji for to be the Prebend :

Himfelf alio went to the A. E of 
CMnterhurjt with whom he had been familiarly acquainted while they had been Students in 
OxjerJ, and requeued his favour therein : The Archbifliop entertained him courtroufly 
and promifcd to grant all that he requeued, adding that he would reprefent him to the King 
for a pious and learned man, and no Puriiane : Dr. Twift he'mg of a quick and iagaciout 
Wit, perceived that Snares were laid to entrap^ him ; and therctbre without applying him- 
(eU'any more to the Biihop he returned to his former place at Nevflfvrry^ and enceruined no 
Tisvi, g^f^ thoughts of leaving it, and there be (j)ent his -rime in Reading, Meditating, Preach^ 
ing, and Writing, to his great Content and Satisfa£lion. 
^,„.,^ Surely many of the venerable Cathedral l>o6lors never preached (b many Sermons at our 
' Dr. publifhcd Books, and (ume never read fo many Books as he compofed : For beddes what 
•> be Printed, he Ictt about 'Iliirty compleatcd behind him. ., The realbn was, becaufe he re- 
created his mind, not with playing at Cards as too many "do, but with writing Books. 
^^'^ His Recreations were friendly to debate with, and confute the Enemies otOWiGr^r/, 
of the Sabbitby and of ih.t clurcba Nact. And his abilities always encreafcd with hii 
Wuik ', and by how much diflicult the quell ions were, by (umuch nwre ihcy were plcafing 
to him : Hut of all his Advcrfirics nunc pur him to greater trouble then Dr. 'facklw, who(« 
Icntc and mcniiing he CouId hardlier liiid wit iImh confute his Errours: neither cou'd he 
If I rafily overiliruw his AigunKiits as Ik could thofe uF ArmMitttt Cofvinm^ yea, and of the 
yf'mft themfelves, all things in him being hidden in (itch dark Expreilions^ and deep ob« 
fcurity.

After Jackftn there arulc one HorJ, a young Scholar (as he pre- 
tended,) but in truth this Her^ was one Mafm, a nun of about Sixty yean old, who in hit 
young days had been well acquainted in tlic Univerfity both with our Twifs and Jachfm^ 
dim aUb our Dr. Twifs encountrcd, whom he did not only weary, but wholly overthrew 
him. 

wB After Mafm there arofe one Thomas Codw'm^ a very learned man, both in the antiquities 
of the //(T^rrspi. Crtekty and Latinei, but indeed fitter to MruSi CrammariMnt, than to 
deal with Ltigieiant, and who had more power as Mafler of the School in Abmf^Jun^ than 
IS Dr. of Divinity : And our Dr. Twift quickly whipt this old Schoolmaller, and tlut F«- 
rula which he had ufed with Pride enough, he wrefted it out of his hand, and cxpofvd him 
fo be derided by Boys. 
— ^ After Tbwnmt one JobnCcJv/in^tUc Minlder in St. Stefbent CoUman-Jheet, LonAon^camt 
' upon the Stage, whom Dr. Twifi Kuaiintrcd with, and condemned his Book of ynjfificM" 
ttm^ and eafny difcovered that that vainglorious Divine did but U\\ to his Difciples pomp* 
ous trifles, and guilded Coals to be aJored by them. 
^^^^ Lad'y, our Dr. did not ubllain front dealing with Mr. CVfco, though his dear Friend, 
and an eminent Minidcr, about the Gract efUoti, (about which Mr. Ccttm did (bmwhat 
err^ with him ho dealt gently; And becaufc he knew that the very name of Cottom was 
more prevalent with rht Godly, though otherwifc weak, than other mens Arguments, he 
dealt very candidly and gently with him, as healfu did with PtfcMoniM MeJtn, and Mr. 
A/rW, all which he reverenced as his Fathers, at Icuilwilc he loved thehi ar his Brethren, 
and dealt with them accordingly, whilell he examined their Opinions, which he judged 
4e(t (bund. Bjt in defending the caufe of God and of his Grace, he feared not to encoun- 
ter with any man living. 

^•^m n* ^^ ■ Ntlilicr did \k left (Irenuoufly contend for the AfaraOitjf of the Salfbatb^ and among others

to be the Vrolocutor : But he, according to his ufiial Modelly, ofcen refuted it, yet was it projocanj-i 
in vain j for he w.ia placed in the Chair: But alter Ibmc Months being b/dken with labour

^ For indeed he had long Horn with much griefthe Difcord and Dlvifioni between the King His DeatH.

^^ Neither was it a Icli Afllt(f^inn to him to (c-e the O>tuention5 ; whiltft (iimc Wo'jld have 
nothing Reformed, others woutil have all thiiigi changcti, ami turned upiidc down.

. ^ M'. Brijlow oblervlng Mr. irilfbf»\ fiintb, and Ability for a greater and higher em- 
ployment than that of inllrucllng Children, and taking notice that his Heart was (it up- 
on the work of the Mlnlftry, (to prepare himfclf for which, he made i»(c of all his vacanc 
hours from the School,) he judged It not convenient to deprive I he Church any longer of ^^ 
fo able and worthy a Labourer, and therefore though it was a confidcrable lofs to himfclf 
and the Parifh, to loolc fb good a man, yet he preferred the rublick good of the Church -

..-^ Hn continuance at Ca^l was not long, hut upon fbmc Reafbns, by the mcins of the -- 
aforelaid Mr. Ilrijhwt he was removed xo F/trlin^un (near unto Vortfmotttb In Hampfltsre) His Re* 
an ignorant, htathrnilh People, whom he endeavoured (fo long as he ftald among ihtm/ move, 
to Inllrud and Reform. Though there was little of Religion amongfl his Pariibonvn , 
norfcJirceany fivour ofGoOil, yet whllft hcalx)dc there, the Chiirth was mueli frer|uent- 
ed (Chrililans flocking in to luar him for dlvcrfc Miles round ibouf) and when he was 
called (haice, his lofn was much bewailed by rhim. 

- He (laid not long in Uampfnrt ; and fure he had very good grounds for his frequent j|'j j^. 
Removals, and al'tcrwards it appeared that God intended loable and ufeful an Inf^rument niovc. " 
fiir more publick and General Service, not thinking good to coijfine fuch great Gifts and 
Graces to (tKh Imall Pcirilhrs. 

-- His next Kciiioval was to Tttlinitm near to Kinfjlun Hftn 7hams^ in which place he 
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continued (bme Yean, ind (rhrough the Dle/Iing oF GodJ his Miniftry had great fuccefi, 
and mudi acceptance among (iich as feared God, during his abode at 'IttUngtom, he (being 
then about Twenty fix Years old) had a dcfire to vilithi< Native Country, where h'ls friends 
and RelJtions lived : And it pleated God fo to alTift him in his Labours among thrm, that 
in this journey he beume proHiablc to the converfion of many Souls unto God. While 
he WAS in CumlHrlMfd he was requeued to preach in Vewrotb^ a great (\i not the greeted) 
Market Town in the County, where, time out of mind, there had been a conlidcrabie 
Market of all (brts of Food kept every LorJfDtjt till Nine a Clock in the Morning. But 
after he had preached two or three Sermons , he prevailed fo far with the Miniilirs and 
chief of the Town, that it was proclaimed the jMejJaj following, (which was on their 
Weekly Matket-day,) That no Pcrfon, for the time to come, (hould bring any Vi(^u- 
als or Ware whatfucver, to be fold on the Lgrii-Any^ but that Stuuriaj (oould be the 
lime for the Ctle of thofe Commodities. And for muny years after the People did forbear 
tofeUor buy any thing in the Town upon tlK Ssbhatb-d^iji, 

^ His next Removal was from Tetitngtm to Otham, within two or three Miles oP AiaiJ- 
ftm in Ktnt \ the cccafion whereof was this : There were many ferious, underflanding 
Chriftians in MaUfen^ who were much troubled and dejef^ed for the dulnefi and dea£ 
nefs of the MiniAry under which they lived. The Children aaved BreMd^ and tlieir Spi- 
ritual Fathers (by Profeilion and Omce) fed them with Stcnet^ fb that their Souls were 
ready to famifh for want of Food ; Hereupon Mr. Robert Swinnccb, an a£^ivc gcdiy per- 
(on, and one of the Mermen or Jurats of the Town, procured the Prejentation of Otltm 
upon (Ik Death of the Ineumbent : After which he confultcd w/th his Friends and Chridi- 
an Neighbours, liow he might procure an able Minifterfor that plaa, herein aiming, not 
only at the Good and Benefit of that Parifh, but of the Chriftians alfb of AUitiftotiy who, 
with a little trouble and Travel, might reap the fruit of his Labours at Otham. 
,^ III purfuance of this Defign, fbme of them repaired to hmJicn^ where (by Gods Provi- 
dence) they heard of Mr. Wt\{m^ to whom they prefently took their Journey, and heard 
him Preach at Dsrkint in Surry to their great fatisfa£iion. After Sermon they acquainted 
him with the caufe of their coming, and the fad condtion of the godly People in thofe 
parts where thev lived, and requelVed him to accept of the Vrefentatien of Otham, He 
who was never hafly and rafh, efpecially in fiich matters of Weight and Concernment , 
asked the judgment of his Neighbour Miniflen in the Country, and fome in the City of 
Ltnitn , who, after deliberation, did agree and concur in this. That in regard of the ne- 
ceflitics of thole that feared God, in and about Ai!«i/^c», and the great opportunities that 
he might now enjoy there, of doing good to many Souls, he ought to embrace this Call. 
And accordingly upon the Declaration of their Opinion, he was prefented to Otbam^ where 
the Lord was Dleafed wonderfully to biefs and profper his Miniilry,* for the Converfion and 
Building up of^many of his Hearers. 

^ Mr. }Vi][m was a man that divided the Truth ef Cod aright : A Vfurk-man that needed 
tm to be ajhamed: A Beanerges: A Son of Thunder in preaching the Law, to awaken le- 
cure, fenflefs Sinners, fb that his Hearers might fay of htm, as one of the Anrienis faidof 
Sc. FauPi Epillles, Nen tarn l^erba t^uam Tcnitrna audiebatit : That they heard not fb 
much Words as Thunderclaps, when they heard him open the dreadful Oirfcs of the Law, 
and the terrible Wrath of God againd Sin and Sinners. Many an one liaih come to him 
as theGaoIerdidto theApoflles, tremblings and crying out, Sir^ what fjall I do to be fa* 
ved} To fuch he was a Barnabas \ A Son of fweet Cunfbhtion, and could (b difplay that 
exceeding Riches of Divine Grace In the l4)rd Jefut Chr'ifi, as to artn6l and draw their 
Hearts to a ready and chearfiil compliance with, and a hearty acceptation of it. He, as a 
faithful Steward, gave to every one bis own Purtion : Tcrrour to whom Terrour belonged, 
and Comfort to wliom Comfort, whereby ( the Holy Ghod fetting in with the Wordj 
a numerous IfTue of New-bom Qiildren were begotten, and brought forth to Chrid. Mere 
he preached, according to the Apodles Command, in feafcn and out of feafin j Not only 
twiccevery Ltrdt-day, but alfb every Ihlydaj^ and at divcrfe Funerals, yea, though the 
Pcrfbn interred were fo poor that nothing could be expelled for his pains. 
-— Whild he was Minider at Otham^ many from Matdfion^ and Seven or Eight Miles 
round about, did ordinarily repair to his Minidry, and joined in Communion with him 
at the Lordt Suffer. But the number of thofl* that flockt to him was (b great , that his 
Church could not contain them, which was a great Eye-fore to the prophanc World, and 
cau^tl fcveral Minidcrsabout him to envy and much to malign him. 
^Before his coming, there Was an evil cudom at Otham, for the Fulling Mills thereabouts . 
to work every LtrJt'daj i but he convinced the Ownen fb throughly of the Unlawfhefi

might know hii judgment, and the advice which he thought nccefljry to give them j yet 

was it done without the Appointment of Mr. HVfm, 

^^Thc News of this letter, and the puWick Rwding of it was quickly carried to Leiidm^ New troti* 
where it gavefuch didaOe to fbme, that both Mr. 1Vi!Jm and the Dr. were cited to appear bics* 
in the Higb-Cofnmijftm Court, and to anfwer for what they had diwie. Both of th<m ap- 
peared fcvcral times to their great trouble and cofl, and notwithflanding all they d:d, and 
could allcadg in their own Defence, yet were they enforced to continue their Attendance 
upon the Court for the (pace of three Years: In this cafe Dr, Tutkt trouble was far the 
greater, becaufc f his iSody being unab'.c to bear riding) he was ncceiCtatcd to make clufe 
long Journeys of Thirty Milc5 at a time on Foot. 

.'—During Mr. JVilfont Sufpcnlion, a Neighbour Minifler being greedy of his Living, com- 
menced a Suit againft him, to ejci> him wholly out o^Otham ; but his Patron [Mr. Swh "*^^^» 
nocb"] made gooa his l^iile, and fb the malicious dtfign of his Ad vcr^ry was prevented. 

, — -His Suff€ttfion continued to the Year I <> 39. about which time the Sati entred info En^. HeisabfoP 
/W, a Parliament was called^ and then Arthbifhop Laud to<ik off h-s Snffit:/icn. Bur his '^J* 
Troublei and Sufferings were not yet at an end ; For Anno Cbrifti 1 6^0. Stptrmb. 3 oth, 
he, and other Miniftcrs, were cited to appear ar a Vifjtarion of the Archbifliop)! at t'ever* 
fitm'm Kent, to anfwer for their not reading the iVaycr which was made a;;ainfl \hc Sects, 
asalfo to take a new devifcd Oath, commonly called, Tbt '^c. Oath. But when he, and New troii- 
his Brethren prelented ihcmfelves at the place and rime appolnrcd, they undcrflood that blcs. 
the Oath fhould be wholly waved, and the only Qiicftlon fhould br, Why they did not 
read the aforementioned Prayer? Upon this they confu'tcd together, whether it were bcft 
for them to appear before the Archbilbops Vicar General or no : It was alledgcd by fume, 
that the Parliament fwhich they apprehended would be f()me Relief to themj was to meet 
November the third following, and therefore tliey judged it prudential to hold ofl for the 
prefcnt j and in liCc they (hould afterwards be cired to apjx^r at Ccnterbur/^ that they 
(hould only appear by a Protfer^ and fb protract time fb much as might, to lee whit the 
Parliament wotfid do in this cafe.

Tliough Mr. /(^ijoi* flood by, and faw MisCod-* 
fuch harfh dealing againfl his Brother, and perceived the Service much hotter than he ex- '*K^* 
pe£bed, yet did he not fly from hii Colours, no, norfb much as nuke a Retreat \ but being 
called, anfwered to his Name, and being a.>ked whether he had read the Prayer, he gave a

^lliii unexpr«5^cd Anfwtr to pu7.7Jed the /IrchJesan^ (who was not the readied or acuceft 
to nuke a Reply) as caufl-d him to have Rccourfc to Sr. Katbaniel Hrent for Advice, who, 
upon Information of Mr. Ultfon% RcaG.'m, very ingenuoufly left the ArthdeMun to him- 
(tlf, to do as he (Hould fee C4ufe« rcfufixg to meddle therein. Upon this the jircbJeacm 
(the edge of his Fury being fomwhat abated) proceeded more deliberately with Mr. /fi7« 
fm than he had done with Mr. Bright^ and gave him fourteen days time to confider of ity* 
and then to give in his anfwcr at LanicrlmTy. 
New ifott- "'^^ notwTthllanding this intemiillion, the Archbifliop had not yet done with Mr. hV* 
bkSi fit' For in Afa^cb following he was again profccutea by him.

—-The Vwrfvtnt having (hewed them his Warrant, required and commanded Mr. Butcher 
i and one Mr. Morgfin to affid him in fearching the Houfc for Mr. Jt^tlf<m\ but notwirhfhnd* 

ing all his diligent fcarch, he miffed his Prey : For Mr. Jf^lfuncoxM not be found. The 
Mtjfenger was very angry that he fhould fee, and vet thus loofe him.

When he had b«xn (i)metime at AUidfian, his fird care was to promote the Reforma- ARcforma* 
rion of tlie Church, and tode to the due Adminidration of the S.icramems, according to ^'^* 
the Kiile of Gods Word : For which end, in his M^nidry, he di(covered to ihcm the nc> 
ctiTity of Church-Ordinances, and of Difiriplinc, with the qualification! of the Subjc^ '

When he came ^r«<(e* 
to it, hcfoun.l the Houfe very empty of Students, and the Buildings mtxh .our of Order, 
by abufc o: j udc Soldiers that had been quartered in it : But the Fame of Nlr. f^i, now 
made Matter, quickly drew Scholan; the Chambers were repaired, and made fit for their 
Entertainment, U the Houfe Hourifhed with godly,and learned F>l!ows,at)d Scholars. There 
he continued, promoting Religion and Learning to themmodof his Power, (ill he was 
put out for refuting the Enjragemenf, even that Btgaiementt which, though foine did fwal*

From being Pallor of fVstton ( a place too tnean for his Gifts) he had a fair Invitation 

and Call to the Palloral Charge of Lawrenct Jf*rjy ttfrnUn, and to lie returned to the G- To Lat- 
ty again, where he excrcifed his choice Talents to Gods Glory, and the great good of his tenet Jiirj. 
People, and others that flocked to his Minidry: And God fb bletled his Labours, 'and 
gave him fuch room and Interetl in the Hearts of his People, chat whereas his Houfe was 
old and incommodious, they pulled it down, built it new, and enlarged it out of their 
own Purfes, which cotl them (as I was informed) about Five Hundred Pound*.

not fee to read the largcd Print, neither would any Spe£lacles help him. This occalioned 
a very great change j for whereas before he was of a lively, chearful, and adlive Dlfpofi* 
tion, now he became dull , and Mclancholly : whereas before he was of a drong , and 
healthful Conditution, now he became weak and crazy, yet would not be taken otf from 
his Labours to the lad { but was defiroui to fpend and be Ipcnt in the work of the I^ord. . 

On a Sabhatb Day he preached his bd Sermon, and adminidred the Holy Sacrament of 

the- Lards Supper^ not finding any fcnfible change in himfclf, till about Ten a Clock at 

Night, when he was going to Bed, at which time he fell into a great Bleeding at tl)c Kofr, 

probably having ovei^hcat his Blood by the labours of tbc Dny ; and having Hnidicd his 

courte upon Earth, and faithfully ditcharged the Work and Errand fiir which God tent 

him into the World, between Two and Three aClock that Night^ he quietly and com.^orta- ujg nc-.i. 

bly refigncdup his Spirit unto God that gave it, and was honourably buried (multitudes 

attending his Corps to the Grave, with much Lamentation and Moumingj at Lawrence*

Laikt* . F(>r his natural temper, he was a Man of a Heroical and undaunted Spirit, Ibme called 

*^^' him Lntter, not being much unlike him ( as it fhould Icero by his Pi£hire ) and indeed he 

was another Lmtbcrihe feared not the Faces of any in the dilcliarging of a good Conlci- 

ence. In his Deportment he was (birfewhat blunt and inoblervant, yet not in the letft 

Proud, or morole, and fupercilious.^Two things were obje^ed againft him by Ibme : 

"— Firft, his frrqumt removes from place to place, towards his latter end ; ^And fccondly, Co-

And the Senate at Geneva could tcftify that his 

ftipend being very (mall, he was (6 far from not being contented with it, that when they 

offered to enlarge his Pcnfions, he utterly refufed the Gime : By this fmall efbte which he 

left at his Detith, it appeared that either his Gifts were not grear, or elle that he fpent as 

God lent ; So Mr. f^ines by what he left at his death; made it abundantly appear, that his 

Heart was not much Cet upon the World jFor if it had, fure there would have been more 

of the World in his Purfe : for it may be confidently otHrmed, that their was not a Miniiler 

of any repute in the Gty of LpnJon^ for Ibme years, i!ut died with lo fmall an Eftate as 

Mr. ^i»ri did.

He „' 
was a fmart DITputanr, as it was ob&rved in many places with admiration ; Not only in 
the Ajftmbh cf Divines againft Diflenting Brethren, but likewife at the Conferences at Ux' 
kriJgt^ ami in the Iflcof^W^A/, about thejw dtvinumoi Prelacy, where fome of his "^ 
learned Oppofites were very fcnfible of his ftrength. 

^^^ He was a well fludicd Orthodox Divine, his Miniflry was Iblid, pithy, nervous, Quick, 
and Icorching, as his mod judicious Auditors, both in TVarwickfure^ CsmhriJgt, ana Lon- 
icn^ will ackioowlcdg. His Sermon preached at the Funeral of the Earl of Effex, doth 
prove him to have been an excellent Rhetoruian, and an eloquent Orator. The Sermons 
which he preached before both Houfes of Parliuir.cnr, do not only difcover his high parts, 
but do tell the World, that he was neither a Flatterer, nor a Time-fervcr.

Miles in length, and Five in breidcfa, ftretcbingit klf betwen tysUa^dLMem* 
fkire. He was born in 7iMf, AnaoCbrifi 1614. 

^ His Parents (eeing his Imrenuitjr/ and that from his Childhood he was difjx>(ed to Learn- His Edaci^ 
ing, kept him at School till he was fitted for the Univerfirjr, and then lent him to C^itif '^ and In- 
Mge, where he was admitted into KMtberme-HnU, and made (b )»ood improvciaent of his ^"^* 
time, with the helps which he there enjoyed, as that in a few Years he was fiirnilhcd 
with good Abilities for the work of the Minifby. 

^ In the beginning of our troubles, jinmCbrifi \^^x. He left OtmhriJgt^ and came to H? comet 
LtmUn^ where he exercifcd his Gifts in (everal Churches, and gained much refpeft among '" ^-••^*«' 
the Miniilen, and other Citizens, for the rich Gifts and Graces with which Gud hid fui- 
nifhed him: And thus he continued till the Paftoral charge of St. Miry fVyUimtb in Lmm» 
hMrdfireet fell void, unto which being called, he accepted of it, and was there ordained 
Presbyter, v^lih folenm (erking the Lord bv Fading and Praver, and by Impoijtion of IiOrdaincd 
Hands. I^csbyicr. 

^^ In regard of his Vocation ! He was an able, OrtbUox^ and profitable Preacher of the His Cfaar4« 
Gofpel As for his Relations, he was a loving Husband, a tender Father, a careful and ^*'' 
vigilant Paftor, a good Neighbour, a chearful Companion, and a faithful Friend. Jn his 
Judgment, Affeflion and Pra^^ice, he was a thorow, well grounded Pretty terum, and 
that upon a Scripture account, as deeming that way of ChurdvGovernmenr, to be rooft 
agreeable to the mind of God. He was true and ftcady to his Principles, without warp- 
isg and declining either to the Right Hand or to the Left.

He was a WKr Counfelter, 
and an AHiftanc that could not well be((«ared to his Elder Bruther,who wsinot a little 
(rnfihic of that Perfonal worth that was in him, whom he ufed to preflVr before 
himfclf, asonetvhom he judged, God had honoured with far greater Paits, Graces, 
and Experiences then himfi If: The voungrr aUb did as humbly, and heartily reffcA 
and honour him as a fcrious Cbriiti^n, M'<ni(ler, and his Elder Brother, who had 
obliged him with more then ordinary kindncffes. 

-^When he was but young, he began to be taken notice of by Ancient Minifters and 

' Chriftians, though his Modcfty was (o great that his vaft Parts were much ob- 
jured thereby, and his great worth was fo bdlafted with Humility, that he made 
no great noife in the World, and moft were ignoianc of his fingular worth. A wife 
Man thsc was intimately acquainted with him, ufed to fay of him, that he was like 
unto deep Waters that are moft ftill : A Man he was of hidden Excellency. There 
were few that knew how clofe he walked with God, at what and a high rate he 
lived, and what a great Trade he drave for the Riches of another World. All which 
be laboured as much as niight be tu conceal. 

— His Father being dead, he returned unto Kings Caiedge, and was one of a private 
Society, who began ro carry on fome notable Projeds /or God*s Glory and the good 
of Soult, andtodefign how they might belt improve their Gifts and Grace*, fo at 
they might be moft ferviceable unto God, and to their Generation. They ufed 
frequently to meet together, to Pray, to commuoiate their Studies and Experien- 
ces^ 
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ccr, to handle forre Divinity Qurftioo in a Scbcldftlck manner, thereby ro rxt:cl'e 
tbofc Gifti which God h^d brHu wed upon them. Some indeed ordmCumpny de- 
generated from their firft Principlef, bur otheri lived co demonnrute untu the 
World , that what they did, proceeded from a Vital Scc6 ; amungft whcm this 
young Man was none of the Icaft j who alfo bad a Dedgn upon fomc of the Juaiprf^ 
to engage them ('irpoiTihle) unto Cod before they wereenfnared and corrup-ed by 
wicked Company, at ihcir lirft coming ro the Univerfity, Hut after a wbi!e moft 
of bii Dear and intimate Companioni were tranfp!an:ed either into Cenilempn* F^- Hit Inda 
miliei, or into Living*, and hr, being one of the youngcft, waf , for a whuc, left *^'^' 
alone in theColIedgc : And he now wanting thedlverfion of ihefc delightful mrer- 
ingi, fcllfo clofe to his Studies that he fuon give fuch a deadly wound to liis Cjdily 
conftitution, as he could never throughly be cured of, or treed from. 

.^^ Having thus fycnt fomttime in his hard Studlrr, it fell one thjt Dr. C#.v fr nr ro tl'e Hi* rcn'-"** 
Prpvcfi o( the Colledge to comme;:d to him a .Mjm of worth ihjt mig'it live in hit *** ^''' *" '*' 
Family, and be a Tutor to hit Son. The Pvvift hereupon wjs plr.>ff d to cum.nend 
and fcnt to him Mr. Jo. JafKVjy, who wat r.eithcr a dil^race to him that fcnt him, 
nor yet did he fruftrate the expcflation of him ihjt entertained li'tn. For bv hit 
great diligence, profound Learning, and fuecels in hii Underrj!'i-.i», lie mucin.! T^td 
the Relations of his P$:pil unto him. But here bl« labour wasfo ^rr.ir, aid his ISody 
fo weak, that he could not long bear up under Co heavy a burden {irfutntich .is hr w/t 
forced to crave leave of the Doftor to try whether the change of the Air m:j;ht not j|j, U"e»k- 
fomewhat contribute to the reftoring of bis Bodily weaknefi which nuV begun fen- ncfs. 
fibly to be in the wain. 

^^^ During his abode in that Family, hit deportment was fb fwref tnd ohliginc^, and hif His fuccrf* 
Converfrftion (o finrirual and Heavenly, that it did not a Little indear his prefence and '***^'^ 
company unto them i fo that, doubtlefs, fome of that Family will carry a fwcet 
remembrance of him with them to their Graves § and he often owned thegoodneft 
of God to him, in the benefit which he got by the Graces and Exi^eriencct of Ibme 
Chriflians in, arid Relatint* to that Family, whofe tender love to him be gratefully 
rettW^d when he l.jy on bis Death-bed.

John AfMbm was the Son ofjtbn Macbin of SeabriJgtf near Nrw-CafiU, in the County Hi) 
of Stafford, His Mother Katberine was of the Vernons of jiuJUy^ in the Cime County/ tag 
His Father was a wife man, of a good Edate, and an Antienr Free-holder : That Edate ot 
ScabriJgt having continued in the Name of the Macbhts, from the 2 jd ef King Hifin the 
Eighth, and our Jobu was the Seventh Generation of the Name that have inherited that 
Eftate.

Our Jobn was fird Intended to be fcnt to rhc Ims cfCturt \ but his Parents tendemcG of ^ 
him, and unwillingnefs to part with him to fuch a didance, was, probably, a hinderance of " 
that drfign. Whereupon being taken from School, he was imploycd about Husbandry 
for (bme years, and followed fbmc youthful Recreations. In particular, he was given to 
Cock'fights, whereupon himfelf (in fbmc Memoir j) wrote thus: Twenti ytart dUllive the 
DeviPt BenJ-fave, whicb mieedii Time lofi, and net Liv'mg in a goodfenfet (Eph.i. 1 ,x, 3.) 
And he often laid to one of his Dear Friends, as they Wf re walking together about ^M^iV^r, "^ 
O witb what an beartfuU ef vanity bave I in dates faft gene tbis way ! And at another time .^^ 
Ibis way bave I followed Jin, where I now fellow Cbrifi : lam now nrfgeing, and anraveUing^^ 
myft-ifuljeurnies: But I tb.it bave tryed botb^ fnd theft the better waies. 

He was then very ready to hearken to any mociun of .Marriage made to him, yrc 
did not then clofe with any. One at Vtexiter he was nrarcd to a conclufion with, 
but fhc dying in the mean time, it proved an occafion of bis going to the Vnivetfty. He 
For his Father wai induced, by the advice of a Friend to Ice him go to Cambridge for C« 
a Qnarterof a Year : fcarce intending that he (hould be admitted into any Colledjje, 
but to abide there for fome (horc time to learn farther breeding » and he gladly 
accepted the Morion, and >Yent thither in December, jinae Chrifti, 1645.

Preaching, be made no (hew of Learning, asfbme'do : Yet he made good ufe of it, 
and onderflood well the necelfny of it for tbe enabling of him to bis work.

Hit Parents 
too greatly favoured the wayes of God .- and much furthered him in his work, 
and were chcarfui entertainers of fuch goodPeoplcasupon fundry Occafions reforted 
I thither : And there was fuch an habituated courfe of gracious Converfe fet up in the '* 

' Family, by his ftaying with them the firft Year j thai an eminent Minifter at his firfl 
coming thither, beholding their Older, Zeal, and forwardnefi in Cbrift, could not 
forbcnr to infiit the next Day upon thofc words of Aftfts^ Nnmb. 11,19. Exvief 
then f9f mj ftkef Which was the refulc of that dealing, he was forced to with 
his own Heart upon that occafion. And thii Oyntmenc upon Aaroes Head, ran down

Hit Love ^^0mH\% Luve ro the Word of Cud was SuftrUt'tvi: It was his Mediutlon Daj Md 
to tbc ls:,^Lr, CunUantly every MorninjK he ufrd to pitch upon fome Verfc, which he 
Wurd. %rou'd endeavour to lix upon bis Heart, and was ever unwilling to leave ir, till he 
hi t fuckrd Ibme (weetnefs, and Spiritual nourifhmcnt from it : by Medication he wai 
often chewing up the 119 Pjtim, eQecially in the time of his fickncfs, daily draw- 
ing 'hr Vi* ture of one Verle into his Soul, as appears by bis Diarj. And this he did, 
rut furmjlly aia Task, but with that etfc^uall fcrioufiicfi and rcl.fh, that his Fa- 
mily at heme, and hii Friends abroad (by his Letters) might eafily perceive whac 
d inrirs he had been fee ding upon. And at every vacant time he would be locking 
for a Word, and would find out by his cafual turning down of a Lt af in his Biifle,

And in the //fwcriW/ before 
mentioned, he intermixed them with Scriptures upon every occafioii, adding in 
ibe Conclullon.The Texts of Scripture herein menrioned,are beft worth thy finding, 
and noteing in thy Life.as they were in mine. 
Rtt tfadcT"^'* Moderation to all forts of godly People, tlioogh of differ ing Perfwafions, was 
riiijnu ''"'"^''^^We : his Heart and heat being wholly taken up wiih the great and neccffary 
Poin's inReligion tvhich all true Chrillians agree in : And, makipg the Subflance df 
Religion, his work and bufinefs, he never had leifure, or pleafurc to trouble hlmfelf 
w if h controverted CirctimOances.nor would put his Soul out of tune with fuch things 
as had caufed fuch jjrringi and difcord among Chriiliani. He was never ( ur very 
feldom, and then not out of choice) heard to Difcourfe of the dividing Conrtoverfies 
of the times. 

,— He was exercifed with a peculiar Tryil foon after bis entrance into the Minifiry, 
and that was by ftron^;, and horrible apprehenfions in the Night feafon, as if be 
were cut in (.ieccs wirh Knives, or the like, and he was in as real Agonies, and di- 
ftrefs as if he had felt the pain of fuch Torments indeed. This he apprehended to be 
the Btifttinit of Shim: They ufed to follow Daycs of great pains, or Dayes of great 
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inirard Comrorti^ and he wasoftcq forced by ibeni to leap our of hii Bed in cbc 
Night, and to betake bimrdf fo Prayer for eaJe and delivery. He vrould very /V 
ihetkaS; bewail thofe gloomy Nights, and (what caufe fo ever they proceeded front) 
they were great occjfions to realize the apprehenfioRj of Hell to him, ard to kreii 
him bumble.

Neither did be confine Relij^ion 
to theft Family Duties (zi too many do, who from Morning to Evening; Prayer (i-jrie 
ever think or fpeak of Spiritual things) but he famitirfri7rd holy Dclcci:rfc in h'rs 
Huule all the Day long as there was any oceafion and oportunity. He aUaycs rc^ 
pcatrd at iiunie the Sermons which he heard abroad. The J.»ra^s J).tr Sermon hr 
ufed 10 rr|>car the Saturd0j in the Afternoon following, or fome oihir Sermon af a 
preparation to the S»iifhth following. U|>on the Evening of the LtrJi'j D^j he wculd 
take his Cliitdrcn in private, and their inftruAthem and teucb tlirm bow topray. 
—r He cor.i^jiitly CMechix.ed his Children and Servants twice inthe Week, ard cauled ^ 
them to get fome Vetfcs of Scripture by Hearr, and alfb part of ti.eir Can(/»'fmt 
everyday. He had often private Fails with his Familv alone, ard was frrquent in 
fecret Hcmuliation alfo. His ardent defires after, the SarAificJt:( n and Sj|vatit:n of* 
his Children, dnd Kindred, was farther evident by a Difcourfi- which he wrore for 
bis Sun, upon i Chrett. 2S.$. And an other which he cjIM WIIW /• my meer 
Ndttiral Friends upon 7/4. 55. 7. wherein the prt'cious birrfihiigs ol bis Soul after 
their Spirirtual and Eternal welfare are largly mnnifcAed : And u|K)n the fame account 
he gave Twenty of Mr. Baxtet^j C^B to tbt Vt.c§HtnteJ, among bis Kindred and 
Ser\ants, in diverfe of which be framed end wrote (Lch |»crtii.er.t Diah»ttei as were 
mo(t fuitable to the State of their Souls. 

^ 2//, In his Minillry he was indefatij^able. He was in Labours oft ; Fn Jonr- jj, 
nings oft. So that we may truly apply to him what the ApoHle Fak/ Uk\ of T:».othy, \\, 
FbiL 1,10. ^'« h,ive no At^n ilki mlneled ttut Jcib n.unrdHy care f»r tie St Me of iiofit. 
His great forwardncfs and earnefs in this Work : his traveling, and toiling, and pro- 
curing all the help he could for the carrying on this Work, conM not have been more 
if be had forfctn the fhortnefs of his own Days or the length of cur Nighr. And 
the more univerfal was the influence of his Labours, in that he was l^rargly (tirrrd up 
to Preach in feveral parts of the County, Both Minillersond People f.enerally pro- 
moting and accei'ting his holy anj fincere Endeavuurs, vshere Envy or Prejudice did 
not minileltly intcrpofc.

In his accounts to hiiFather fromC4m^i^ he feldom 
found lefs then Twelvepencea Week to the Poor, beftdes fomtimcs half a Cro«yn at a 
time. After hii coming into the Country it was bis ciclight to engage others, and to 
ftir them up by his uwn Example In his liberal Contributions upon good occafions, 
giving Twenty.fhiiling?, yea, fomtimcs five Pounds at a time to Charitable ofes. 
domtimes be would make a ftock for fuch as were poor and pious ) fomtimcs to help 
a Minifter out of his (traits, which bath occcafioncd the Bowels of many to btcis 
Cod in his behalf.

Then be defired that bURelationa, and the re(i of the Family might be called op, 
that fohe mi^ht make known onto them that immro(e weight of Giury which chat 
Night bad been revealed to biro. When they were Aflembled he did with vehemency 
and intenfion of Spirit, endeavour to difcover the fame onto them in the expreffiont 
aforefaid : But .he waa fo fwaUowed up in the Contemplation thereof that be could 
not utter what hedeflred. 
, «*A And fo he continued all that day, and even till be died in very fiigb Raprarea, and 
* (rcac acclamations by way of Tbankfolne(f onto God for the Lord Jefm Cbrifi, the 
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Fountain of chac Glorie^ and for chofe evidenc Difcovcrlca of the lame unto 
him. 

.^Toward! the Evening of the UrtTs iaj^ an honoorable Perfon, tofre cber with hte 
L)dy, an;l fomr other Friendi came to vifir him,, with ivhom be diicoorled about 
Heaven and the thint;! of God as underltandinglr, fervently and floently aa if he bad 
enjoyed his bcit Health: Hit under.'tanding and Memory cnnr inn inK u ftrong and vi« 
gurout as ever: In his Difcourfe he quoted fundry Texts of Scripture, citing the 
very Chapter, Verfe, and Words, and explaining the meanirg from the Htkrm and 
Gret\ Origin-ilf. After this Difcourfe, which continued about the ffvice of two boiirt, 
finding him(clf wc.try, he betook himfelf to Bed, all the Company withdrawing into 
another Chamber. And after an Haurs repofe, he dtfired thit the (aid Honuurable 
Perfun, with his Lady, and other Friends might be called in again, that he might 

. fpeak fomthin^ more unto them, and when they, with the reft of the Family were 
come Into his Chumber, he told them that he thought he had but a (hort time to 
live. That he wjs goir.g unto /^/w Chuf^ with him x^ partake of the /«/w/i #/ /•^^ 
andofihofe Rivers •[ Vie A[ure, which God bad fb lately ditcovered unto him, and 
which he hid referved. in Heaven for thole that love him and keep hisCommandments.

Meditations, about which he'advif^d themdayly to ask their Souls thcle two Qiiefti* 
ons : iyh4t dm t f jindyrhen ami f (Vbut am I f Am I a NewX^reatare I Am 1 bom 
a^ain .' Iffo, then I have New Thoughts j New Words } New Company i and a New — 
Converfation : Ail old Thoughts, Words, and A^ons will be done away. Secondly,'^ 
JVbert am I f Am I in the narrow Path that leads to Life Eternally, or in that Broad '^ 
Way that leads to Death and Damnation? He told them, that if any there prelenc 
were ftill in the Broad Way, it had been better that they had never been Born. And

^ He further declared to them, that as by all bis Preachmg, through all the courfc 
of his Mmiftry,he had d'lfircvcrcd and publifhed this way of Holir.efsihrough Cbriji to-^ 
be the only way to Heaven, {o could he now at hit Death fct out no other way : And -^ 
that if he were again to begin his Miniftry, he cotildhotd out no other way to attain «• 
unto Glory. And Co wiih much wearincfs ofSpirir, looking up towards Heaven, he 
begged of God that the words ofa Dying Man might makea deep impreflion upon the 
Hearts of his Hearers j and that as Qodbad made him an Inflrument of converting 
many Souls unro him in hi« Life, fo he would blefs what he had now (poken, that 
feme one Soul might be broi/ght to J:fM O/rlfl, by this his lall Sermon. 
—Then he further proceeded to other Holy Difcourfes and Inltru^ions, quoting 
fundry Texts of Scripture for the proofof what hefpake naming the Chapters, Verfes, 
and Words of the Texts, which he opened, and explained out of the Ori^inah, with 
that acciltnefs and ftrength of Words, with that Zeal and Fervency of Spirit as was 
admirable, fo that be drew Tears from the Eyes qf all that were prefenr, whether 
Younger or Elder. And left any there prefent fhould think that his Underftanding and 
Memory were grown weak, or that he was overcome through the abundance ot Re- 
velations which he had the Night before, to let them kno*< that he had fp'oken un- 
to them the words of Truth and Sobernefr, and that witha perfc^ underltanding of 
what he fpake, he made to them this Narrative following.

BIrtling to ch^c good Word of his, which he was then going to deliver, that fome 
Glorv might ledouod to his Holy Name thereby : To which bis Prayers God bad 
ol ten been | 'leafed to give a gracious Anfwer, and to let him know it by the Conver- 
lion of fome by ihofe very Sermons. 

,,_^Onc of his Relations then prefcnr, fearing ihit his Spirits would be weakened and 
f|tent bv tbit hit continued Difcoorfe, requeued him to repofe himfelf for a while i 
to whom he replied with much eameftnefs and (trengfh of Voice : No, were I furc 
that this fhouLl be my lad Night (as indeed it proved) and the laft Sermon that I 
fhould Preach, 1 would continue it two Hours longer : Adding, that he was nor afraid 
of'De^lh : And turning his Head backward, he faid, Destk u m C»vrMrdi h epma ^r- 
bhidmti htdauj ir#r Iwkjmeiittbt Fmu, And he fui^ther Giid, Tbt Devil bMh 9fiaffkiilt'

All the D^y following he lay in heavenly Contemplations and Raptures, often breaks 

ing forth in Praifes unto God for Jefns Cbrif y and would fomtimes defire his Wife, 
and other Friends to tell him whether he were in the Body or out of the Body, for he 
could not tell. And a Miniftcr being then in the Houfe, be defired that he might be 
called in, and when he was come, he propounded the fame Queft ion unto him, who 
anfwered, That he was in Life, and among his Frlrtidson Earth, and therefore in the 
B«'>dy: To this he replied, It iitr/te, and therewith refted faiisfied, and defired the 
Mininer ropray with himi which he did accordingly. 

...^ H*«s Wife told him that fome Friends there prefcnt hoped tlfat he miftht yet recover 
and live: To which he anfwered, C411 4 dead Af An live f WiU Gad wtrl^ Mir octet } 
And fliortly after he faid, C»d is dting j^>-r4/ thinit in the W^U : And he much be- 
wailed the fad eftate and condition of the Church otChrif, 
.^•^ In the Afrernoon finding Death to approach, he often cryed our, O the Ptner »f 
DeMbi not that he feared it : For it fbrunk from him: but he found fiich a Power in 
Death as none eoold know but thofcthat were under it. He alfo wifbed that his Sons 
had been prcfent that they might fee what the Power of Death was, and what it was 
to die. He defired alfo that fome A'eighboors in the Town might be called in, that 
he might Preach bis lad Sermon to them : And indeed, to this very prcfent time his 
^ Spirits, Speech, and Memory continued very adlive and flrong. 
Detrb. ^^Abour four a Clock in the Afternoon his Wife, and his Wives Brother and Sifler, 
Oanding by his Bedfide, asked him how he did ? He anfwered, very weak : adding. 
That he was going to fepM Cbrift j and bad them not to be ofrsid •{ De^tb : with which 
words he put forth. his Hand, and faid, Br^tber, Sifter, tMkeDsdtb by the Hand : be 
net sffjU\ D:Ath tt a CtwAfd% be fiyst [rem mt : They found that hit Hands were 
culdanddamy, whereby they perceived thJt he grew near to his end : and himfelf 
not long after, feeling thit the diflblution of his Earthly Tabernacle, was now ap* 
proching i I'lftlng up his Eyes towards Heaven, he cryed our, Cvme Ltrd Jefiis : And 
prefcntly^ with a fmiling Countenance « be added, ^rt then etme f And fo he 
breathed out his laf^, and fell a fleep. 

, Thus Reader, thou halt had a profpeft of the more confiberable Paffages of this blefl 

fed Mans Life and Death. Paufe hear a while, and take a fccond view of all again, 
and then furely thou canft not but wifli (though it is defired for thee, that it may be 
from a better Principle then was in Baaldm) Let me die the Death of this bleffcd Man, 
and let my hfl end be lik; bit. But in vain fhalt thou wifh for this, if the Pattern of his 
Holy aud Exemplary Life be neglected by thee. 
We read of a Perfon of a loofe Life.that bearing what a comfortable end StBerndrd 

' made, faid to his Companions > / wcmtd willingly die tt^eSt. Bernard, bttt I wtnld Rvt 
with snditke yen : Tis toor certain that very many are of the fame mind : But as it is 
impoiTible, but that an Holy Life fhould have a bleffcd and happy Death (MMr^the 
ferfeQ Man,4nd beheld the V^igbt : Fer the End 0/ that Mm U FeAce,?Cili7.$7.) So 
It it as impcfrible (in an ordinary way; that a loofe and wicked Life, fhould have 
other than a miferable and uncomfortable Death, though fome delufive, fading 
flafhes of feeming Peace and comfort they may fomtimes have which are but as a 
Blaze of Thorns which is fuddenlyextindt : For God himfelf hath faid it. There is m 
J*9iKi f tht mekfd ( Ifa. ^8. 22.) And again : The wiek^ art driven ^my in their 
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wick tdneft : hift fbe Ktihtetat itubhtpe in bit Deark Impim dim (firm Sftrm : Std 
Jnfiu cum <xftTnt f9fr .r. The wicked wIiUc tbey live, hope, but with t vain, and 
ungrounded hope :Buuhe Rigbieoui hope when they die, wifh a lively, and well 
grounded hope chit never leaves them till ic brings ibem co the fruition or the thing 

hoped for. 

.„^ There yet remaini fcmchlngs to be rp(?hen whieb eould not well be redoced to 
any one part of the Narrative of this worthy Per(bns lite, becatife they did (like (b 
miny Golden Threads) pafs through the «i hole Web: Or like ihe Sp'rit^ in the Blood, 
which run through the whole Bodyi and therefore thelcwere thought fie to be relcr- 
ved to the clofc of at),that the Reader*may h^ve a view cf them altogether. At:d they 
are fuch Gifts and Graces at were very remarkable in this Man of God : For (b I 
call him, not onlvbecaufehe wuaMinifter, and fo God's Servant in a more peculiar 
(ence \ but alfo bec-tufe of thofe eminent and excellent Virtues ap|iearir.g in him, by 
whichGud did fee hisMark or Seal upon him^asbis peculiar Treafure.And tbefe Graces 
were fo confpicuous in him, chat all chat knew and were acquainted with him, will 
readily arteit to the Truth of them : Andrhey may be cbus ranked in Order.

.^Firft, To begin with %% Humility; as that excellent Grace which embelliflied and S 
gave a lultre to all the reft, and is often enjoyned and preffed in the facred Scriucores, 
and was moft admirable in the Life of our blefled Lord and S^vhur Jefiu Cbrif^ who 
propofes himfelf as a Pattern co us inchac Grace efpecially. And furely all that knew 
this worthy Dodlor, will readily acknowledge this to have been very eminent in him 1 
and that, nut only in his Words and Garb, and fome trivial Anions, which may 
eafily be perfonatcd and counterfeited^ as they were in that Frier, .who always went ^ 
feemingly dejefted, and looking downwards towards the Earth, until he was chofcn -^ 
and made the ^i^ht of the AUn^fir^, and then he altered his Mode, and gave this -^ 
Reafon of it j Tcm kt bad Itng betm Uoking fgr tbe Kejt of the Abby, And that Hctr, i&4- 
vifijr found themy he needed no ionfer do According to his former CMfiom, 
^ But in our Potior, Humility was of an higher Orain, of a more Noble Origi- 
nal, anddeeplier radicated in hit Heart. And truly ic was the more admirable and 
Exemplary in him, having divers fingular endowments which might have elevated and 
P'jtfed up his Heart with Pride j as, a plentiful Eftatei was r.f a conftderablc Rank in 
the World, and of ijreat Abilities : But ihefc were poor things .in his eOeem. He 
could condefcend toMcn of the lo-.veftRank.H? ufcd to magnific ihc abiliities of ohers 
whilft he thought anj fpeak meanly of hii own, and was not oflcnJed if others did 
cheTkcHe could eafily bearcbe Contradiftions of orher$,and ftoopto the meanefl Of- 
fices it thereby he might do good to Souls. It's well known that be would go to the 
pooreft Neighbours Hoiifes in hisParifh, and there fit and difcourfc with them about 
the great and weighty concernments of their Sonlij Qtfflioningwith, and infiru^ing 
them in the Principles of Religion j and at his Departure would give them fome Mo- 
ney, that by hit Deeds he might add the more weight to his Wordt, and make his Pi 
next Return the more Welcome. And this he did, not to gain Profclytes to himfelf, 
or a A^ame among Men, but to win them to Cl:rif^ and to be a means in furthering . 
the Eterr-jl Salvation of their Souls. 
^- Secondly, HisDiligtnce and Sedulity in his Calling was very Great and Exemplary, j^ 
A hard Student he was all a long, and fo he continued to the laft. Tis fcare credible, 
but to thofc that faw and knew it, what a great number of Books were found in his 
Library, filled with Tranfcriptions out of the Authors which he rc*d over § Befides, 
piecesbf Controverfies, andObfervations of hisown. And indeed, there were few 
Books that he Read, but he took A'^ores out of them, nnd made Marks in them of 
what was moft confiderable. To which if we (hall add alibis Manufcripts C^hicb had 
been the Summ of near Twenty Years Study) loft in the time of the late Wars, wc 
cannot but conclude him to have been a moft Faithful, and painful Labourer in tbe 
Lord's Vineyard. His daily Practice declared blm to be a Perfon very careful to re- 
deem time, and as fearful to lofe, or mif{)end and wafle it. At 
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—As foon aihe was op in the Mcrn'mg, whilft he dreflcd himfcir, either his Wife or 
a Servant fctd lo him fbme Chjptcrs in courfe, out of the OU mnd New TefiMtcnt, 
WI.eft he wasdreft, he rciirrd himfrlfinto his Srudy^ where he ordinarily coniinoed 
till he was cjlled down to Prayer anJ Dinner : After which, for better digeflion, he 
mttrmirtcd his Siudies, and took opporrunities of Difcourfe with Friends and Neigh- 
hours ihar camero vifithlm, who knew that to be the only time wherein they might 
find him at Icalurc : For he ufed to foib'd thrm conjing to him in the Forenoon, that 
lo h-s Sfudics might not be interrupted. And then alrer two or three Hours inter- 
mlfii Pr hr rtiurited into his Study agJin, where, for the moft parr, both in Sum- 
nuT »nd Wintrr lie ccniir.ued till about Eight a Clock at Nighr, fcldom eating any 
Siipprr, or viry rpsr.n^ly, 

.^•Wlitn iiuhe hvening he was comedown, calling his Fjmily together, he reid a 
Chapter in co»r(t-, give the Stnfe of ir, went to Prayer, and (o to lJcd» often grudg- 
irg lie limcihjt he f|*cnt in flcep, and eating. Here aKu iiuy be jJdi'd, that as ic 
vtji his cjte.to he well prepared before he went to PreJch (fur he would nor cflVr 
cither to GoJ nr Min that which coft him nothing) fu did he tlrive fo get his Hcarc 
inrn a right iawc for IVeachiog, thJt from the Heart he iiii$;lit (i)eak ro the Hearts 
I'f hit Hraterf, a* he uled ofien to fay : And to obtain ailiOance from God therein, 
I c uftd bv fnivite Prayer lobet; God's B'rlFng upon his Libourf. It was his frequent 
fnylrg, Tlijt he was a» circumipeft and diligent in ftudying wlijr he was to deliver^ 
a« ijhe ejr|)cftcd no •fTiitjnce from Ccr/;/, yet when he came to Preaclij difowning 
his own endeavours, he wholly caft himfeir upon fefw Chrip for Arengib and afTi- 
ftanccas if he had nuc ituuied at all. And that Gud many times fuggefled fuch mar. 
ter into his mind in the delivery of his Sermons, as he had not thought on before, 
which alfo he ubl'crved, God did abundamly blcfi to the compirt and edihcacion of hia 
Auditory. 

^— 'He would often fay, 7«r.if bh Ofp»rti$mtits vttrt hit Riches, and he was alwayei 
careful to improve them i whence it fcKIom came to pafs that he Preached without 
making fome real imprtHiun upon bis Hearers, which was difcovcred by the Tears 
that fell from many of their Eyes. 

^Thirdly, His Zeal and Fervour deferves oor ferious eonfideration. It was the Coun- 

fel of a Grave and Holy Divine, Th^t Cbriftiant JktitU take heed that their Old Judg* 
mentj did net alrate their TeMthftil ytffeHieiij: And certainly there was in this our Old 
Do^or, fuch warmth of Atfe^tons as is (cidom feen in fo ancient a Man, and yet ic 
was mannsged with fuch CbriAian Prudence, that he exercifcd ir, not about light and' 
trivial mairerr, but about the greater and more fubftantial Points of Religion, ard 
that through the whole courfe of his Life. Whether he Preached, Prayed, or Dlf- 
courfrd about Holy and Divine things, all was performed, and accompanied with 
much Zeal and warmth of AlfeAions: He was Fervent tn Sf ait , fervin^ the Lord, Rom. 
Ji. II. O how glad was he of an Opportunity of Preaching, and if ( after the black 
day) bis Liberty could have been |:urchafcd by Money, what would he not have gi- 
ven for it f 

*-— He was very affiilionate in Prayer, and yet were his Affedlions (6 moderated and 
tempered with Prudeuce and Judgment, that though upon extraordinary Occafions, 
he could enlargeand exipatiate himfelf therein, yet in his Family Prayers he was ufu- 
ally Hiorr, that lb he might not make Religious duties a burthen to thofc that join- 
ed niih him. And as his Prayers were fervent and mixed with Faith, fo he had this 
Honour from God that he had many fignal Returns and Anfwers to bis Prayerr , as 

-ihall be lite wed afterwards, as can be atteOed by many yet living, who had benefit by 
them, or were Eve or Ear wimelles of them, and that both for Soul and Bodily Di* 
ftempcrs and Aflli^ions. 

-^ He was Confcientioiillv ftritland careful ii\*theobfervation and San^ification of the 
Lerti'j ddjt I not pcrmiring any Difcourfcs in hisprefence, but fuch as were fuitable 
CO the^Day,and to the Duties thereof: And he would Rebuke and Reproove fiich aa 
took liberty to Difirourfe about their Worldly bufineffes upon God's htlj Djy. 

^ Fourthly, His Liiferaiitj and Ueumj were as Eminent and Exemplary as any other 
of his Virtues and Graces. As God gave him a large and plentiful EDate, fo he gave 
him a tree and large Heart, which was a double Mercy. He was Rich in Cotd IVakj, 
ready t9 D'tflr$hiiie willing t§ CommHmcute : L-ijii^ up in pore for kimjelf a geed FoHtidA- 
t$»ii againft ihe time f come^ i Tim. 6. ]8, 19. He was often heard to fay. That he 
€9Mldjari kardlj and go meanl/, that he might he the better tnahled therttj t§ relieve the ne* 
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fuiet •ft htm that wtnin vrsnt : And it U beficrrd fbat few of hit Eftatr tnd Rank 

xcrcded him herein. Seldom did anv neednrum Pprfont come to him § fUdom did 

hrbear of the wants ofoibcn, chough at adiftaocc from h\m, but tbey taftcd of his

^-vHe gave large Sommi of Money every Year for divert Years togerher. to Pioet 
and Cbarirabfe iifrs, as bis Wife can teftifie, who kept an account in Writing of the 
fcvrral Summs fodiiburfcd by him. Towards the relicroftbe Poor perfccuted Fthc" 
fidHtt in Plewm he gave Thirty Pounds 1 and as nouch the fame Year to another 
Charitable u(e. He gave alfo fcveral conftdcrablc Summs yearly for the maintenance 
indencooragcmentof fome poorSchoilars in the Coliedge by Dtihliii, befidet a large 
Summ of Money disborfcd out of his own Purfe, towards furnifliing the Library 
there with good Booki. As as he had thus fundry ways excrcifed and dtcLrcd his 
Boiinry whilll he lived, fo at his Death he gave large Legacies to Pious and Charit.v 
ble ufes, and God maJ.e good that Prumife to him, 7/4.

He always interpreted to the belt %Sence ib^t which "^^ 
might IVemingly have miniftred occafion of difgoft, by which obligingnefs, and ex- 
cellent Temper, he drew Love and Refpedt tohimftif where ever became, and with 
whom foever he conv cried % whether in private Families, or in his more publtck im« 
ployments. 

^--Sixthy, His Faith ^nd Patitnct calls for oor(erious confideration, of both which, Falih and 
81 he had given good proof in the whole courfe of his Life,ra they eminently (hone ''*'»««. 
forth when be came to die. In the time of hii Sicknefs he fhewca an humble, holy, 
and chearful refignation of himftlf to the Wife and Merciful dirpofal of God, hit Hea- 
renly Father. Not one repining word was heard to proceed out of his Mouth : He w^is 
Dumh dnd tpcned n»t hit M»tirh, hecMtrfe it wam the Lord that did it, Pfal. 39. 9. There 
was not fo much as an impatient or uncomly motion feen in him ; But being full of n^tb nn 
Faith and Chriftian Patience and Courage, he feared not Death, but was well refol- fearcil.

Mrs. r^inter upon fonie occafion was abfent at this time; Yet a Gentlewoman 
thac wat prefcni told her after, that her Husband chat day was fo enlarged, an<f

^ atalfo chat his Petitiona were anfwriTd before he rorc from hia Kneea. Mra. yTtmtr'^

woman eoming lo fee him, who had been prcfent that day, embraced him, (aying, 

chit he was a man greatly betored of the Lord, for he coold no (ooner ask hot 

he was anfwcred, and his Petition granted. And the very week after, they heard 

that the Pride of the Soldiers was abated, having meet with a check. 

.^^Do^or Tf^iiirrr afterwards told his Wife, that he perceived that a .Voice might 

be fpoken to one in a Room, where many were.and yet none elfe might hear ir. And 

when he lay upon his Death-Bed, his Wife uked him again aboiittt,and be (aid that 

he did as certainly and plainly hear ir, as he beard her then fpeak : She aikcd, if the 

Voice were like unco oers? No ((aid he) It was another manner of Voice. Tbos 

we read, Atk. ii.

A Tenth — At DMn there was one Mrs Smith, a Merchants Wife, who had beeamsny 

Mtanu, dayes in Labor, her Child was Dead within her, (he had good experienced Mldwives, 

and one Man- Midwife, and yet (he could not be delivered. At lal^, one Morning 

they fent for Do^or Wintir to pray with her, telling him, that (he could not live tiU 

, Night (he was fo far fpent. But it fell out that he was out of Town, when they 

fenr. At Night be came home, and then they (ent again for him^ her Husband 

fending him Word that (he was not yet Dead, but very neer unto it. 

,.. DoAor Winter ( tbo be was very weary) went to the Hou(e, and Prayed very 

eameftly onto God for her. And when bis Prayer was ended, he fpake to the 
good Women about her, to rai(e her upland to u(e all good means for her Delivery 
ftying, Tbdtjbe/h$9iid Livt: But they (being bopelefs of her Life and Delivery, 
defired that (he might be no more tortured, but be fuffercd to Die in Peace.) 
Yet DoAor Winter importuned them to make one tryal more, which at laft they 
confentcd to, and had good fucctfs : For in a (hort time (he was fafely delivered 
of a Dead Child. This Mrs Smith proving afterwards with Child again} a Friend 
of hers (aid to her, (he hoped now it would be better with her then it was the 
time before: ((aid (he) Do^or Winter it gone, andlmuftnow Die: wbicbaKb 
came co pa(i, for (he could not be Delivered. 

— After DUtoT Winter returned into Enil^md, he, with his Wife (bjoumed for t 
Month In DoOor Drnkft Houfe, in whic^ time his (econd Daughter fell (ick of 
thetwiftingof her Guts: She had two able Ph^ficidiis, Do^or Treneh and Do^or 
Cex. She lay in very great Torments from Muml*>j till Sdtttrds/ Night, and the 
Dolors had very little Hopes of her Life. On Sdtnrdd; in the Evening Do^or 
Winter eame in. and meeting her Sifter, be enquired how (he did f Her Sifter an- 
fwered, that now (he thought (he was very neirr unto Death 1 For that the Dodlors 
haveing perfcribed fomtbing to be given her in a Spoon, her Teeth were fo (ec 
chat her Aunt and /he had much ado to open them to put it into her Mouth : But 
( faid (he) Sir, what de uti thin\ efher. Give roc ( Qid he ) a Candle that I may 
go into my Chamber, and anon 1 wilt cell yoo whecher (he (hall Live or Die. When 
he came down, (he meet him at the Foot of the Stairs, and aikfd biro, what he 
thought of her now ? He anfweredi rear Sifer will Live, And fo going up into 
herOtamber, he fpake to his Wife, and bid her u/e all good meant pofTible for her 
recovery: For (faid he) She mnfi net Die dt this time. His Wife begged of him 
not to be fo confident, for that (he was now very near unto Death, and there were 
no hopes of her Recovery 1 Yet he told her Mother and A«nr,that (he (hould 
recover and live. His wife was much troubled at ir, notwiihftanding her many 
experiences. But the next day fignes of recovery began to appear, and within a lit- 
tle fpace (he was perfcftly well.

Af for tbe mines ^o/ibit Noble Family, the principal caotb thereof ia very Re- 
markable, and ought. to be buried In filence. One Mr JR9fcadden going on PiUri- 
mage, according to the blindnefi and Soperftitlon of thofe timet, hia Wife had la 
bit abfence one, if not more Children: whereupon at hi$ return, f§hn Tregeft ad- 
vifcd and perfwadcd him to fettle hit Eftate upon fume Friend, for tie ufc and 
benefit oF bit Wife and Children, left after hb Death, tbe Heir at common Lair 
(hoald turn bis Wife and Children out a Doors. 

^ Mr. Rejcdddtu entertained, and approved the motion, and intreared him to ac- 
ctptoftbe truft, which requeft Jebn trtfjtft readily embraced 1 But inlteadof a ^H^' 
Deed in Truft, be made it abfoluie to himfcif and his Heirs for ever. And accord*- ^^^^ 
ingly fo foon as Mr. Rtfcaddtn was Dead, he entred upon all his Lands, and turned 
bis Wife and Children out of Doors, who for fome tiire, were fain to lye in an 
Hogftie, and every Morning went forth to the Dunghil, and there upon their Knees 
Imprecated and Prayed that the Vengeance of God might fall upon this Treipfi and 
his Poftericy for this fo perfidious and mercilefs dealing. 

— And after this Gods fevere, but Righteous Judgments fell upon 7rr/#/o Family. pUfocd 
For his Son Walter one day riding upon a Horfc in a fairway, the Horfe threw him, by God, 
and broak his neck : And fome of his Iffue came to untimly ends, and it is obfcrved 

that a curfshath remained upon tbe Eftate ever fince: And this Mr. ThauMs Tttitfi 
of whom we now write, was fo fencibic of it, that it cofl him many fervent 
Prayers to God for the removal of that dreadfull Curfe,as himfelf aflfurcd abo- 
fom Friend. 

- Notwithdandingthe Judgment of God upon this Family 1 Yet T%9mMt Tnipffa 
Parents were Godly Perfons, and reputed to be of the number of O/^ PuntMt. ... 
And this was mush manifefted in the Religious Education of this their Son, whofc 2|riML 
tender years thry took care to have timely feafoned with the Principles of Reli- 
gion, and good Literaturc» At firft indeed he feemed to be of a dull Capacity, 

till he was about the Age of fevcn Years, or fomwhat after 1 But then he beg^n to 
difcover that he was of a quick apprehenfion and of a firm and tenatious Memo* 
ry. And indeed he had from his youth a Itrong inclination to the Work of tbe Mi- 
niftry, and would often ( when he was but a Child ) ftabd up upon a Stool, or Beo:h 
and after his manner Preach to bis Play-fellows. 
— When he had attained to a compleat meafure of Crsmmer Learning, he wu (ent Ite gocsts 
to Oxferd and admitted into Exeter Collcdge, under the TuitTon of Mr. Francit ^>f^« 
Hnrel, then Fellow of the faid Collcdge 1 He foon percieved in him an awakned 
lidqaick SpiritJoU of f]fic\ty and fcrious Intention^ inifomuch as be made good tbe 
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Charader which ^rifi§t/e givw of i hopcfull young M^n, «V.w«r, To aft vigorouf- 

ly ^vhich he (hewed in wbatevrr Eercifet he wai engaged in. And be did not(ai 

^toom-anyYoiithidoJfiroftrare, and abufe the expcftationi of bit Prienda and Re- 

^ lationv by fi|tiindcring away ;ibofe precious oportunitiei, and encooragementi 

- afforded unto him, for the elefating of bia Natural Capaci^ by ihe acquirement 

^ of Lfirr4// Artf, and PbiUf^fbitMU Sciencea, wherein he made a very good Pro- 

Icfccii. .V — Neither was he without a good intcreft in the Judgment and Eftecmof Judicioos 
and Pious Perfons, as appeated by the admiftince nhich Reverend Doftor Ctn^nt 
gav^ him, in accepting him to be a Member of his Congregation. Alfo whil(\ he 
continued in the Univerfity, he bcf an to be fenfibk of fome woundinga of hir Cm- 
ficTiCe. For one day bearing Doftor C00«»ii upon that Text //•/ 6.4. O Epdr.in, 
wldt/haK I d» MM* tbet i 6rc. Some paflages of that Sermon made lb deep an In., 
prtflion upon him, aa that his Confcience waa filled with no fmall Terror. When 
ne went to his Bed, he was not without fears that he (hould never live to fee another 
HisTcrror. ^^^^ When in his Study, that he fhould never come out alive. 

^^^-^ And fo long aa the terrors of his iwakned Confcience, and Sick Alights fur $ia 

'continved, he could not endure to hear a vain word, or to be a Speftator of w^jt 

bad but the appearance of Sin in it. Yet by degreea thefe Lights and heats 

of Confcience difapi-eared, and vanifhed away. Neither did they at that time 

determine and end in a tborow Cunverfion, as will be made mote clear here- 

ifter.

And whilefi be continued in this Town, there were two remarkable Providences 
that ought not to be forgotten. 
ASpcdal .^^The firft was this. The Summtr after his abode among them, much of the fifh- 
Pfovidcncc Ingfcafpn was expired, and no Pilchards appeared, the Senfc whereof greatly af- 
fcCted and anii^ed the Inhabitants of the Place} That Town de|>ending much up- 
on the Ptkbard Trade. Hereupon Mr. Tregtfs advifed, and perfwaded them to 
joyn with him in Keeping a day of Humiliation and Prayer, unto which they con- 
fenting, and tbe Duty being performed, the very next day came in a great Sbole of 
thefe Fifhei, whereof a confiderable quantity was chaughr. 
Anothtti ^^,*^The other Providential Difpenfation was this. Ih^ Summer foUowirg the Fifhetf 
men having taken a great number of PiLhardt upon a SAtwrd^ty, all that Night was 
fpent in ordering of them : And the Sea-men were very intctft upon drying their 
Nets on tbe Lndsdaj. This Mr. 7rr^«/} rebuked them for: withall, giving them 
to onderftand, that they provoked the Lord defervedly to withdraw btsBlcirmg 
from them, which fell out accordingly.

The(e hii Fcjra wc may prefurne, be grounded upon bis own Ex- 
perience of bimfelffbcfidca other comnton oblervationa^ who bad the reputr and 
eftfcm of, good and Oithful M'nifter, before he waa a found and faithful Chriftian. 
And that which tet added further weight in bia Judgment concerning bimfcif, waa

vidence, which he ftrongly refifted, till at laft he was forced to yeild. That Week he 
bad been wondering what the Lord would do with him. He could not ftudy as for- 
merly, but was induced, and over-ruled to read a Praftical Difcourfe of Seif^cnui : 
And the Lord furniihcd his Meditations with many paflages about ^ulTcriBgi, and the 
Creatures Dutv to be, and live m the Will of his Creator, and to refign himfeif whol- 
ly to his difpofaf. And when he had ended bis reading, cafting his Eye upon his Biblci 
the (irft Words he met with, were thofe, Mmi, 9. 3^. tvltn %e Jmw the Mttithndt k» 
bMdampAffn tm tk<m, becatift tbt) faint ed^ and were fiattereddbredA, ms Sheep havlnt 
n9 Shepherd.

^^y^ JL^ 7/wiiu/ and Mjrg^jrtt Mjrtlxr^ were of ancient Families in Lorvton aforefaid *» 
But byrcafon of Come unhippy M»rtgjgei^thc)' were reduced into a low condition in re- 
gard of (heir outward Eflatc. Neverthclcfs i God Co difpofed and inclined their 
Hearts, that they were willing and careful to train up this their Son in good L/« 
terMnre : Concerning which be ( after the Lord was plcafed to be/low not only Lear* 
fling, but Grace upon him ) hath fbmetimesexprcflcd himfclf thus : By wbjtprinci* 
ftet , Mi mtthti my fartnti tpere chiefly induced to ksep mc at School , I bjvc not to fay^ 
ntf dolctrtjinlyl^ow l EitHhitlmnji needr fjy^tbat tbit tPtt the fingnlar f^ood Provi* 
denct of God towards tm ( ir/v batb tbt Heart t of all men in hit Hand ) thus to ineltne 
tbe Hearts of tin Parent t. For in this tNng the Lord of Jltaven fhtvptd me fitch fjvomt^ 
M bad not been ftewed to many of my fredecc^ort , and Cantemporarief in that place, 
% Hn m «.^And now his Parent's bcinj; liron<>ly bent to have this their Son a SchoJJar, they 
SchosL fcnt him to the School at IVinwick^^ which was about four Miles dilUnr from their 

>Ioufe* In the Winter Seafon they boarded him at ff^intricl^y but fuch was his eager de- 
fire after knowlcdg and learning, that in the Summer time he werif every Djy thi- 
ther on foot. But whilO he w^stiius at School he niCt with no fmall ili flour agmcnt 
fliiMaflRsfe- frotn his School mi/lcr , whothohchad an excellent faculty, and ability to teach » 
•crjity. and train up youth in Grammcr Ltarninf^^ and many were trained up by him, whom 

he fcnt to the Univcrlitics of Oxford and Ctmhiidge ^ to make farther progrcfs in 
higher Uudics« yet did he much difcouragehis Schollars by his too great Icvciity^ 
and partiality in his Uifeipline. Mr.JttniHf wis almoll difcouragcd in his Jiudies, 
when being a School- Boy , his Ma(kr would beat him eight times in a Day, wlie- 
ther guilty or rot guilty of any fault : The like magi/krial rigour Ciufcd young 
.Mjtber earnelily to ddlre ol his lather, that he would take him from School, and 
difpofc of him to fome other Calling. 

^ Yet himftlf afterwards, when he bad waded through thefe difKculties, would 
fay , That God intended better for him than fie would have chofcn for hiiiifclf i 
and therefore f faid he J ny Fatljer( tbo in other things U rras indulgent tnoN^^b, ytt) 
In this be rvould nti'cr conJefctnd to my requtjl , bnt by p:(tifit^ me in h.->pc , that by his 
fpcdkjng to tbe Majier^ things nould he amtndid , ht nonld Jlilt o:>er rule rr.f to proceed in 
myjiudies. And good it wis for mi to Ik oier-rtilfl by him^ and his dlfcrciiony rather 
than tobclcf)to myonn agciUons and diftrcs. lint oh that all School-Madcrs would 
learn Wifdom, moderation, and iquny towards their Schollars , and feck rather 
to win the Hearts, of Children by righteous, loving, and courteous cirriaj^c, and 
ufjge,thantodifeouragcand alienate tluir minds by partiality , and undue fcvcricy , 
which had been my utter undoing, had not the good Providence of God, and the 
Wifdom, aud authority of my Father prevented it.

Wifdom, Love, and Gravity among his Scholars, as was to adniiration*, fnjstiut 
he was by them both loved and feared, beyond what is ufual, evv.n where there arc 
niorea^ed Maftcrs. 

.*^^TIus his imployment was more ways than one advant jji'eons to him i for by this ^ 
means he becJiiiearoore accurate Grjwnrjnj/i than Divines ulually are: And being in- 
duHrious in his Studies whilA he covtinuid inthis kind ol iniplo)nn.crt, he became a 
good Protkicnt in other Arts, as in L^gick^ Rhetofi^znd in TIftohiiy : Moreover it after- 
wards appeared to be of God, tjiat he wascalled to fuch a work in fuch a pLcc *, for 
there the more cffcdtiul Convcrfion of his Soul unto the Lord was wrought in his 
fender years even bclbre his going to the Univerfity oi Oxford^ whereby he was pre* "" 
feived from thofc Vices and Corruptions which undid many o( hiiContem^jrjries^ thro 
the Temptations which they met with in that place. 

The means of his ConverHon was partly by obfen-inga Hrange di/ILrenee be* 
tween himftlf and fundry in that godly Family of Mr* Edipjrd /tfpinwjt ( whom I 
knew when I lived in Clxffiire, as al(b Mr. Mttfnr himfclf j This Mr. jijpinwjl was 
a Learned and Religious Gentleman » and Mr. Msther took noticcof the wayand 
walking of that holy Man, which was fuch as himfclt' had not yet b^xn acciiltomcd 
unto, which caufed fad fears to rife in his Soul, Ic/I haply he might not be in the 
right way which leads unto eternal Life : Alfo Mr. Harrifsn ( whom I knewalfo ) 
then a famous minillcr at Hyton^ preaching upon Joiyn^, 3. concerning tlienecctlTty 
•f RegenerMihn^ and Mr, Mather at the fame time reading a Book publilhed by Jniliam

deavours, iiiany wae httcd for and fcnt to the Univcrfities from his School. Hj- 
ving pafTcd over feme years in this implo^mcnt, he rcfolved ( #• 9i« j to fpcnd 
fome time in one of the Univcrlities himfelf t as apprehending that there, by converting 
41'iih Learned Men, by performing of Scbohjlicjt Excrcifcs, and other advinta^es

G«aiBA>4«/^' Accordingly, in profccution of hisrcfolvci, he went to Ox/»r:/, and wasadmitred 
nOafifd. Into BrjZfii'Ntfe ColledgCt and being fettled there, he was variouHy arttdcd : For 
it much rejoyecd him tohnd many there u ho had been his St^ondain Scholars. It 
waialfoa joy to bim, that he had nowfuch icifurc to follow his Studies « and by 
Difputations, Lidtures, Conferences with learned Mcni helps of Cooks, t^-e. He 
found marvellousadvantagestoobtaina rich Trcafureof Knowledge: Cut his heart 
before this, being touched with the Fear of God, the fuperiUtion and prophanefs 
which he was forced there to behold, was no fmall grief unto him. 
- ' ■ Soon after his coming toOxford^ by a good providence, he came into acquaintance 
with learned Dod^or JKarat, who was very helpful to him by directing hfm in the 
courfe of his private StuJies I and among other things, he advifcd him to read oVer 
the Works of the Learned Peter Kanms » wiiich Counfcl he followed, and fjw no 
caufc to repent of his fo doing.

at that time in tlK}fc Farts ) to henr him, and his Labours were highly accepted of 
by thofc who were judicious. Such was the vallncfs of his Memory, as that the things

The Gentry alfo in and about the Town, 
lent fai whitfoever they imagined might be pleafing to him: So that he neither 
wanted food nor ftjM^ *nd he much delighted liimfclf in the confideratjon of 
the Lords kindnefs to hlm» in the Lovewhidi he received from them, and wouM 
olteo fay.* Imirs firjwgtf^ sud Mmy t^ m mi U Prifiti, snd it camcto mn Si4^ 
sgd nwJ^, Md ii vifittd m : There wae aUb fourteen young Women that took 
tiKir turns to watch with him. 

'In this conditkm he kept his Bed till Viembtr i8t6. And then , bc)'ond hope. 
In the depth of Winter he began to revive and to get ou^x>f Bed : Yet could he 
neither go cor fhnd, nor move a finger, having fenfc in his limbs without motk>n. 
But it picalcd God that by degrees his Itrength incrcafcd, to that he could with help, 
waUtatnminhis Chambor, and when (after a timej hcooulddoit without help, 
lie was wonderfully taken with the Lords mercy to him: Andb^Fr^rMr^, with a 
little help , he couM walk In the ftrects, being asked how he could be fo well con- 
tented to lie fo tone under fo great weaknefs?

But to prw.cnt any'prejitdice tlutmi^ht come by the frequent viiits 
of Friends, liC tcntoved to Mr. Mallackj Houfc where he found moll kind enter- 
tainment. 

Thtrche incrcardin Arength tiUthebe^^nnin^of if/)r/7, and th:n he declined a- 

gain, ai.d was foon after taken with Convulfwn ptf^ whereof he l.id divers the Hrll "j 
djy and night : But by Gods blelllng uf<7n mean*, he was freed from them fora- 
bout three weeks, andthen, being ilnne in his Chamber, he wastakcn witlia Fit, 
whcninhefcli to the ground and hurt hi^Face^ and his Nofe bled much, which 
blcodwas clotted and corrupt, whi'.h made his Phyftciant to conclude that that fall 
faved his Life > For probably had not that bloinl cruiiefrotii his head, l;c had died in A 
that Fit. Gcing to Bed h.- (Icpt ^-i wvll that nlijht, that he awaked in the Mor- ^^"^ 
ning much refrelhed, and full of thic |)rjifes of Gud hijr his mercies to him. 

. ^-Afttr this he lived alwayc-; in the ixpedlation of death, dying often, It if but a hc 
ptiff gndl am j^nne, and thcrclore every night after Prayer lie nfcdrobiil all the fa* for 
tnity Farcwcl, faying heiitight be dead before Mornin^v \VhiI/l lie was iindrcf* 
lin^> he would be difcourlin^' of Spiritual things, and when he lay down to hisre/f, 
heufedto fay to his Wilt, we (lull fliorfly be in an odicr L'«.dt farcwel my dear 
heart, the Lord blefiihec; His firfl Speeches in the Nf'>rnii:/, ufually were, now 
wc have one day more , here is one iiiorc for Govl , now let us live \vcll this 
day , Work hard for our'^ulsi lay up much Trcafure in Heaven this day, 
lor We have but a few to live. 

;,^^ Hence forward the flrength olhis Li*ribs were fo repaired, that they feared noc 
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hif relapGng agiin. But about Mty 6tb. he begin to find weaknefs in his Homac 
which quickly fo grew upon htm that he loll the ufc of his Limbs again , ai 
Miy I2tb, having lain fome daycs and nights in coldlweats fasfurmcrly) he w 
again taken with Convulilons^ and having continued in a trance about four houi 
Ills friends weeping about him, heat lalllpake thus unto thcm^ weep not for mi 
My work is done: And immediatly fell into a violent Convullion rit, that he 
him two hours , and ptcfcntty after fell into another , wherein he ratlcd and u 
cold, infumuch as they thought every breath woulJ bj his hll. His fhyfuijnj{x\ 
that his pulfc was gone, and that he would be diad in n lew Minutes : But G< 
fliewed his power in reviving him beyond all expectation \ yet was he not aL 
to fpeaktothcm till the next day, nordidhepcrftdtly recover rill four days aftc 
Thus he continued every weak until Jir/y , niollly crtntmcd to Jiis lied, yet chc2 
till, and free todifeourk* with any that Vilitcd him, as long as he was able. 

A Propofal was made by his Wife to the Dolors, whetlur ilw Hath was not fitf 
him > Some were for it, others againll it. Cut he hinifdf was vciy ea^,er fJ^r it, Ai 
a Hrrfe- Litter being provided for him, tho he had nut fur many daycs been out 
his Ucd, vet did the Lord fo nrcngthcn him that in t\»o days l;c went almoli lor 
Miles to the BjiA. The Dodois there wondered to fee fuch an objcdt, and marvdl 
that he came fuch a Juurny alive , and were very doubtful to put him in: Cut, 
gainll their Judgments he refolvcd to adventure himfclf. 

-* At his litU appearing in the Bub he was fuch a SkslUtnn that the Ladies were a 
frighted to fee him, ^sit Death had come among them, and they could r.ot endure 
look upon him. When he went Hrft in he could Hay but a very little while, yet foui 
much reficlhingby it, and hid no Symptoms of his Fits as was much frfared. £y Go< 
blelftng upon this means, and drinking Goats Milk, in three weeks fpacc, hceou 
walk about his Chamber and feed himlcll; His apoftite came again, and hislheng 
increafed: And thus he continued till his death drew near. 

During this time he grew exceedingly in Grace to the ]oy and EJilication 
thofc about hitn. He had much Communion with God , and often fuc'i Havif 
mcnts of Spirit from the Confulation of the Holy Gholi , tltai he was nor .:ti!e (o e: 
prclsthem, nor his week Co'Jy to bear them. He was more chcarful than rorjne 
iy, and exceeding aiicdlionate to his Wife, and to all his Friends, efpcciany tofui 
as were inofi Heavenly : And the Lord waspleafcd foto order it by liis Pre v-iJcni 
that many fuch came to make ufc of thcBj//^, as Mr. Paiulough^ Mr, ih-.v t 
7orTingtoHy Mr, J>J(pf> hwijeril^ and divers of hii tatintcn liiends , and of tlrhli 
Minillers , which was a great. Cuitilbit to him in that iiran^e an J wlckc 
place. 

.•^ Here he had many Vifltcrs both friends and flrangcrs, who came to fee and di 
cnurfc with him', having hcard'uluta Monument ot m^^cy he wast and ro alii 
them he w«miU fu enlarge himlelf, upn^n all the pafl'agcs ol Gods dealing withhiri 
as gave much content to all that heard him: And it did much affc^ many, wli 
were Strangers to Goil and Kcligion as well as unto him* He limnd mueh.fj 
vour even amon»;ll the wnrfl, both Gentry and others; Such as would make a Sco 
at Religion in others, would hearken unto him \ yea, tho he faithfully reprove 
them for their Oaths, cxcellive drinking, wanton carriages which he obfcrved i 
xhtBatb^ and there %vas nunc of them but did muH ihankiuUy accept it from hiii 
and (hewed him more refpedt after than they had dong before. * In which he ol 
Icrved much of Gods gcxxlncfs to him, and would often fay, O how good is ic to b 
faithful unto God: Oneof the vilcll of thefc Pcrfonsfaidof him, that he never fpak 
with fuch a Man in his Life. 

•^His reproofs were, managed with fo much refpe^ to their pcrfons, and placci 
that they faid, they could not but take them well, tho they were fliarp and flain 
And his ntanncr was before he intended to reprove them, often in the S^f^todii 
courfe uith them of fuch things as might be plealingto them, which did foengag 
their aiUdions tfiat they delighted to converfe with him, w[)0 was familhcd wit!

His convcrfe at 
Meals was very profitable and pleafant : Whether he was at home or abroad he would 
take opportunities of fpeaking fomcthingto the Edification of others. 
w—Kc was much in commending and admiring the Mercies of God in every Meal.* 
Was Hill fo pleafcd in the provilion that was made for him, that he wcHiId oticn fiy, 
he f.rrfddt.'iei ?Py arry day^ and lived far better than the Great Ones of the world, 
whole T^hlw ivtie tar better furnilhed. For he enjoyed God in all, and faw his 
L< vc in J bourty in what he received fiom him every Meal. Whence ( fpeak- 
ing tohii Wile j he would fay, vrife, I liveaVolitptuoMt Life: tut {bhffcdheGod) 
it u upon SfiriiHjl dainties : Such st tltt nwld ndtlyer l^iionft nor tjjiet of. 
His dyriqr. —-He wasir.uch in minding the poor that were iu want of all thing;, often won* 
dering chat GchI fbould make fuch adilfercrc: bi'twcen him and them, both for 
this world, and for that to come: And his Charity was ever beyond bis LHatc. 
There were but fov (if any) Poor families, cfpccially of the Godly in 'Ltwitan ^ but 
he knew (heir nccellities, and did either by himfelf or by his Friends relieve them v 
^ that hishoufc was feldoinc free from fnchas came to make thiir complaints to 
liinL^^He ufcd to buy Pejfeznd Flitclxtof Cj«fl,ar.d dillributc them twice a year in 
the cold and hard leafons. Jlc kept fevcial ChilJrca at School upon hisown cofi: 
Boughcmany Cooks jnd Catechifmt , and had many thoufand of Prayers Printed which 
IliibtuwTj '^^ K'vc away among (he poor. And when his Brethren of the Minifiry WLTCcatt 
out of their places, he hiiT;f:lf gave 4 /. per annnm towards making apublick fluck 
fcrthem, by which exaiiiplchc excited many others to do the like, yea, upon other 
occalions f which frequently fellout^ l:c was fo open-handed that he gave oHencc 
to his tiicnds: So that manyintlic Town grudged to give what they had agreed 
withhimfor, becaufe he (^ave fo much. Belides all this, the neccditicsof his Father, 
and of many other, his Relations, where flill craving his help, and heMini/lrcd un* 
to them witl.out ^iudgin£. And whin he had received a more than ordinary mercy, 
he would fct apart fome portion of his Eftate, which he dedicated to the Lord as 
a Ihanl^cferifiCt (o be in ployed in pious and Charitable ufe5.4> 
f .-.^ when his Wife would have ir.rdcratcd him in thefe cxpences, his anfwcr was, 
that be wjt hyirg up fiit Cod^ and C«d jvetrld r(pjy lint. And that by libiral tbingt 
l*e Pfoitld ftjid , rtlin oihtrt that cmjhrcd him fvr it fljontd falL That if U foved 
GedMdfct JP''"''^(y ^ fl.oitld reap /p<trin^ly: If h.vtutifully bepoitld rap bountifully. And not- 
iMDdicaore. withltandint; all thathedidin his Lite tinic in this kind, yet when he came todie 
he had fomething Ictt todifpofcof tohis Relations, and to his Brethren of the Mi- 
niilry, befides the comfortable provifion (ha( he had made for his Wife. 
-^<-In brief, his whole Life was a continued Sermon, holding forth (he Dodlrines 
which he Preached , of Humility, Self*dcnial, Patience, Meeknefs, Contentation, 
Faith, Love to God, his Church, and People, the bicflcd fruit of all which he now 
'reaps in Heaven, where he is tinging praifcs unto God and the Lamb, which %vas 
hii great delight whilll he lived ia this world.

The Life and Death of Dr. Edmund Staunton ^ 
who Died AnnoChrifti, 167 1.

Vmmnd Stamnton^ was born of the Ancient and Worthy Family of (he Stmin* 

tons in Bedford/iire^ Anno Cbrijiif t6oo» His Father, Sir Francir StJHnion 

had divers Sons, of whofe Education he was more than ordinarily carcfuU 

ihohe (hould leave them good EAates, yet he thought it not enough that thty 

Ihould barely live upon the Edates which he Ihould leave them. He was of Solomons 

inind> that IFifdam vfat good tritb an Inheritance (Eecle.y,'ii. ) Yet was he of o- 

pinion too» that an Inheritance was little worth without wifdom to manage ir. lie 

abhorred the two Epidemical Vices of too many of our Engli/h Gallants ( whicli 

commonly are procreative of many more ) namely, Ignorance and IdtauJ/. He re- 

folved therefore to trajn up his Children in Learning , not only tliir it might be 

an Ornament to them, but that thereby they might be the more uf«lul in Church 

or State. 

M Our Edmund (one of the Younger Brothers) being well furnlfhed with Grammar 
Learning was fcnt to Oxford , and admitcd into Corfrnt ChrijU Collcdgt^ where he 
lb induliriouny followed his Studies, and was taken fo much notice of for his pro* 
grefsin Learning, that whilH he was yet an under-Cradtiatt^ hcwaschokn a fiv- 
baticner Fr/W in that CbllAfge before eighteen of his Seniors^ a Bcdfordfinre Fcilow* 
(bip falling void by the dcarh of one Mr* Andrew t, 
Al^cdd ^^ £eing about eighteen years old, he fell dangciounjr Tck in the Colkdgc, was far. 
rpcnt, and rear unto death, before thofc about him undcrilood what his dHLafcwas, 
fill a skilful PbyOcian coming to him, he found it to be a Pieurify^ and ordered t 
Vein to be prcfcntly opened : Whereupon a Cbirurgion was immediately fcnt for i 
But it was long before he couM be found. At length the KUnenger broiu ht him 
from a Tavern, and tho he faw his way to the ColledgCt yci he could not fee to do his . 
work when he came thither. He ilr«ke his Patients arm twi^c i but no blood came, 
having mifl'cd the veint 

In this QDnditJon the Sortifh Chinrgicn left him Cit'being late ) all night. Br.t 
when he had (lept himfelf fobcr, hecan.e the next Morning very early, and knockt 
It the Collcdge Gates, which being opened, he ran haflily to his Chamber, and ask- 
ed it his Patient was alive ? And coming in, he prcfcntly openeJ a vein, which 
tit pleafcd God ) bled freely, and the Patient, halt dead before, foon after re-

^hjJi^iIj.^^^ Another ftrange deliverance he met w/.ih not long after. When he had com- 
menced Bitchelor of Arts, he went into the water alone to wj(h himfdf, and not 
being skilled in Swimming, he fell into a deep hole, where his feet could feel no 
bottom: fiut by Gods good Providence, he caught hold of a tuft of grafs by the 
Bank-fide, and fo made fhift to recover himfelf, and to climb up the bank. Had 
this fmall help failed him» in all probability, he had there perifhed. 
.,..«.>— 'Thefe merciful dclivcianccs and prefervations , probably were preparatory to 
that good work, and gracious change, which God about this time began in his

Iv pitched upon, telling his Father that he had for ibmetime already applycd him(clf 
tcthofc Studies, and thatheeAeemed the turninj;of Souls to Righteoolncfi to be the 
molt dcdrable work in all the 'M'orld, and that it would have the greatell Reward 
Iicicafter, iho the other two Callings where like to bring in greater Wealth and 
Honour here. 

. — -Mis tender Father would noccro(s, but rather encouraged him, andhb picnis re* 
folution ; And for that end he laid out to procure a good Living, or place of Settle- 
ment /or him; In the mean while our E^Z/iarMfwasnoc idle: But being invited to S 
Preach a Le^urc on the Lordt-diyef in the afternoon at IFitnty, a Town about ten 
Miles from Oxford^ he accepted the Oil, and Preached there, well nigh half a year 
and had comfortable Seals of his Miniflry in that place. 

, — So acceptable were his labors during his abode there, that hearers from all pla- 
cas roi nd about flocked unto him, at Vom fye to tlxir lUndon's, This was not 
very plcafin^; to die Inaimhcnt, who therefore fpent the more time in reading Cmm- 
mon-ffjyrrt^ and when he had Ijpun them our all he could, he hhnfcll uould go out 
of the Church, being followed by none but hisC/iri^, whom he would not fuller 
to brgin a P/i/m, but either the Lecturer himfclf, or one Mr. Martin^ a Godly Man 
was fain ro do ir. 

. The Text of Scripture that he long infiflcd upon, was that excellent faying of 

Solsmon, Prcv. 23. 25. Buy the truth and ftlt it not i whereupon the IncnmUrJ^ as he 
met any going to Church as he went from it, would in a jeering manner fay unto them, 
jyi'jt f )fn art mttfon^^ to bny tbe Inttbf 

^ — by his Father and Friends he had now a place provided for him, namely Enflfy in 
Hirtfordfhire^ and he was the rr.orc willing to accept of it, bcc;(ufchi» continuance at 
IFitnty was pucariims, and the envy and oppclitic.i by the Minilicrofihc placeivas 
not to be removed* To Bn(hy therefore he remove^* \vhere he had a welcome enter- 
tainment by the generality of the Inhabitants, bill efpccially by thofe which had 
any favour to Reli^iion. Here he Preached , and Catechized on the Lordfdjytt^ 
and other dayes, to the great benehi of his hearers that attended his Miniiiry, not ^ 
only oi Btfjby^ but ethers that repaired unto him from ll^atford^ and other adjacent * 
placc<. An ancient Godly Minittcr yet living, gave this T.iiimony of him under f^ 
his Hand; That that little time which Dr. Stannton (faith hcj f(.cnt in Si(/J/)f, uas 
not without good fuccefs , many perfons in mine own hcarin^^, have acknowledged 
that his Miniftry was the meansof their Convalion. 

During his abode at Bujhy (which was about two years J he repaired, or rather 
rebuilt at his own charges , the dwelling Koufc belonging to the MiniHcr. At 
this lime alfohc Married a Wife, the Daughter of one Mr. Seudimoreoi lyjtftrd^ 
a Manof ftocd account in thofe parts, both tor his Eiiate, anc* Godlincfs: By ha he 
had one Diuj^hter. Alfo being appointed to Preach a V'lfnation Sermon , he per- 
formed it with great applaufe nnd approbation^ Yet bccaufe he (bar ply reproved ^ 
Plnralitety and Non-Kefidcncy ^ feme that were concerned and guilty were greatly** 

y X offended •» 
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o/reiKlcd k and one of them did, he mi^c the better Preach againft holding man/ 
Livings, having got (bgood an one himfcif. 

— And Indeed Biifby was To good a Living, that one Dr. StMUn^ of Ktngfion upon 
Tllwmu in Smny^ had a longing dcHre after it, and either finding, or making a iUw 
in Mn Stjwttiii Title, he fuon ejed^ed him from it.^ Eut fir A there was a Tryal 
at Law about it, wherein the Attwiiy Central Nf>y C*who was of Counfcl for Suto/i^ 
^aslb taken with the ingenuity o( Stsitnifn, that he moved for an exchange, and 
fo brou^t it to pafs that Seat^it Ihould have £«%, and SianntM (hould have 

Now both prties were well agreed : Stjunun preferred work before wages , and 
liked XM/^/fwithe better becaufehtsopfwrtuniticsoffcrvice would there be greater. 
Or. Wimr*^ beingof ilut Reverend Divines mind, who was wont to fay, that bis opportHnhict tptn 
bifgrtstei Riebts, But whilK lie thought of fettling there, he met with a difap- 
pointment; StMtm having* now gotten Bufffy would not part with Kingjhn^ but a- 
thct StamntM mufi be his Curate there, or he mull be gone from thence: Hereupon 
Mr. SijtMiM rcpaircdto Nay , and Related to him the deceitful, and di(iDgeniK)us 
carriage of his Client : Noy was of too generous a nature to approve of fuch bafc* 
nefs, and thnefore fending for Sutw^ hctold him plainly, that unlcfs he would re- 
lign KiHfJtiif be would foon pick an hole in his Title to Bupy, Divers ;<i(u of the 
•o KmUm,' ^"^J^3n*-'C of Kingjian (who highly prized Mr. Sunnttus Miniflry , and were wil-

rrfi^ned KhgftM^ to which Mr. Staunton had the Prcfcntation , and foon after his 
IniUttaiM and InduQiM, 
.— . At Kingjhn he continued about twenty years, endeavouring faiil.fully to ilifcharge 
f5i?* '"* '*** Miniftry which he had received of the Lord. There he Preached twice on the 
Ltrdfdaytf, and Catechifed the younger » and the more Ignorant fort ol People: 
Yet did lie not fatisfie himfelf in thus Teaching them publickly^ But Oho the Town 
was Urge, and Populous J he taught them alto from Houfe to Houfe, C ^<V. 2c. 20.) 
Here al(b he fct up a weekly Lc^urctwhich was fupplycd, in their turns by as tmincnt 
Miniftcrs as thofe parts of Enf^landdid afford. And in a little while,partly by his power* 
ful Preaching, partly by his Holy and Exemplary Life, he wrought a great, and general 
Reformation, both among the MagilUates and People throughout the Town, lie was 
deaily loved by all the Godly party,and feared by thofe chat were wicKeJ. The good Seed 
that he there Sowtd doth fpringup to this very day, and many yet living can harJly 
mention him with their Tongues without Tears in their eyes. Nor was there any love 
loft between them; He would to the lall call the Teoplcof Kingjha (As Silut Paul 
did the Fbiti^fnant, Phil. 4. !• ) Hit Jy and hit Cron*« i^nd would ofrraiay, tb.i$ 
wen it ««f fiirfonu vnanfling perfont > a Minijltr mr^btliifat comfort able a Life amtiug 
tbeutf at amcnt!^ any FtopU in hngland. 
HbfiKccfti •— ^ By his Miriiltry, as a work of Reformation was wrought upon the Town in ge* 
neral, foalfo a work of fjving Convcrlion was wrought upon many fk)uls in pcrti* 
cular: Himfelf in fome A/rwoirr/ hath recorded, that in the year 1^48. When he 
was to leave the place, there were thirty Perfons that gave him in a paper fub- 
feribcd by thcmfelves wherein they owned him for their Spiritual Father \ and 
doubtlcfs there were many thir|((;sin and about the Town, who would and could have 
made the like aeknowledgmenn

Saint Pwl in his mouth, ff^o betomtifl Frejeb^attbtC^fpel^^Hcwu of Reverend -^ 
Mr. Cahint mind, tpba twmld H9f ibjtlfit Lfrd Jhauldetme and find bim idle. Where- 
fore he rode often to Saint Albjnt^ or to (ome other adjacent place, and once or twice 
a year to Londm^ and KingjiiM i And feeing he could not Preach in a Church to ma* 
ny, he contented himfdf to Preach io a Chamber to a few. 'Tis not the pljce or 
multitude that commends our I'rcachtng unto God, many excellent Sermons have 
been Preached in dcfpicable places and Auditories. Saint Tdnlt meeting place in 
htaeedontj was by a Kivert fide , and his Auditors a few of the wcaltcr Sex. Our 
Saviour himfclf once Preached a long Sermon to one timerous Nichodtmut ( JJusl^ 
4.^ And fume other times in the open Air \ and to one lilly Woman J^, 

,„.^^Tht's this Eminent Man of God like a Candle or Torch, with giving light CO o« Ifi 
thcrs, conhimed and waded himlelf, Jmlythc eighth, Anif Cltrifti, 1^71. And of his 
Age fcvcnty one : He was feized all on one lidc with the Vejd Pjipe^ by realbn 
whereof his Speech much failed him, fo that he fpake little and felJom. A friend 
coming to vilit him, and asking him how he did ^ He anfwercd in the words of the 
Prophet ; In meafmre Gaddebatetb with mr, andiM tU day eftbe Eati wind, Infiiya!* bit 
TOHgbtvind: A while after he faid to a Friend that Hood by him i I neither fi.*ar 
Death nor ddire Life , but am willing to be at Gods difpofal. At another tiiiic 
he uttered thcfc words very audibly \ I kpetif that my Kedecmer livab , and by and by 
he repeated thehfth vetfc of the thiriy tirft Pftlm in Metter:

I(Saithhe) whohadthchappincfs to be near him for many years, and obrerved 
che excellent workings of the Grace of God in htm, annot but fpeak of the things 
which I have fcen and heard. 

^^ In his younger years he was chofcn Scholar of C^rfui Cbrifii Collcdge in Oxford, 
and not long alter FnbaiiiHtr Frfftfir of the fame, before he was BMcMl^pf*Artt\ a 
thing feldome known in that Houfc. Thfre Men hndinghim to be not only in- 
genious, but Ingenuous alfo, Ihewcd him great rcfpcA, bellowing one token thereof 
after another. And there God not for any dcfcrt in him, but out of his own mercy 
and grace did fct his eye upon him : There did the kindnefs and love of God (which 
a great wnilc before had run, like water, under ground J break forth and appears 
iavjnghim by the wafliing of Regeneration, and renewing of the Holy GhoO. 

...« For here God hrO opened his eyes, andcaufcd him to fee his wretched condition,

Mul- 
tiwdcs now therefore f/-rrc;7/:f<f to be his Auditors, and werc.lo to their unfteak^bk 
advantage and deliglit. He was about Five and thirty years of age when ne came 
to Ketton^ and he continued noLtpve and thirty years there; all which dme (laving 
a little Intervftl by reafon of ficknefi) he conftantly preached /<»w times a WeekJ!o^ 
fides his daily 1-xpofidons in his Fanuly ) :o -.vir, twice every Lords day, once cvcxy 
7hurfdity (a publick Lcfture) and once e^•ay Satnrday ni^ht (in his own houlc) in 
prcparadon for the Sabbath. T\\t frequency d his Preaching hindered not the ela^ 
hratenefs of his Difcourfes. He never Preached any thing which he liad not firfi 
duly considered and penned down, and writ with great deliberation. It is true, he 
never ufedany Notes in the Fttlptt^ but he never Preached without them.

He was like a Ciry fetupon an Hill, and as .rtf«/ among the People, (b 
he among his Brethren, higher than any of them from the (boulders and 
upwards : whofe name was exceeding precious, and as Ointmentjpourcd 
forth, I Sam, 18.30. 1R0 10» ip^^ The found whereof gave 10 large 
an Eccho, not only in his own, but in the adjacent Counties, that he 
was generally owned, and ju(\ly cfteemed (for his extraordinary Mini- 
ftcrial Abilities and Labours in the work o\ the Lord) as »Jic Primus i/t» 
Uromneji^ whom all the People were attentive to hear, aad *;«M«f««w 
M/nsftMif, hung upon hit mouth in hearing •/j/m, Luc, 19. «//. Cri$. facr* 

• He flouriflicd firft in th(;fc times, when publick, pradical, and edifying 
Preaching was but too fcarcc, f for rcafbns commonly divulged, and not 
fit for mc to take notice of. J But by his prudent condudb of hirofclf and 
of his Miniflry, he obtained the favour, and the happincfs of continuing 
in his publick Labours, and weekly Lcdures : by rcafon whereof as I have - 
been often credibly informed,his Church was fo thronged, that (though, - 
for a Village, very large and capacious, yet) there was no getting in, un- 
Icfs by fbmc hours attending before his Excrcife began 5 and then the out- 
ward Wdllswcrc generally lined with Sholes and Multitudes of People,-^ 
which ean^c f many J from far, Tfome above twenty Miles) fo that you -^ 
(bould fee the Church yard f which was likewife very fpaciousj Barri. " 
eadotdwithHorfc«, tyed to the outward Rayles, while their Owners^ 
v.cfcj;rccdily waiting tQ hear the word of Life from his mouth. And ^ 

^ii that famous Mr. Rogers of Dedham was the Fairelough of Fjfex^ (b he - 
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viMK\itKonrsoi Sufplk.y'l (bmctimes attended upon his publick Le* 
,^re9» and heard him with tremblmg and adiniratioa 5^for he was a 
. Boanerges in the Pulpit, not only in rcfpefk of tie ftrength of his Voice, 
and temblenefs of his expreffion, when he thundered againfl prophanc 
ne(s» and enforced to Repentance 5 but in regard of the folidneG of his 
matters free from all light, ra(h, uncouth expreflionsj naufcating Tau- 
tologies, indiffcfted, crude and affedbed phrafes f which have been noted, 
and juftly cenmred in fome others, although applauded and magniHc-d 
by tne injudicious thd moveable Multitude) but dofcly compared, ju- 
dicioufly framed, and cTcellently roethodiz'd, though in a Stile and man- 
ner peadiar to himfelf, (for I confefi, I have fcldom or never heard the 
like, with refped^ to all thofe admirable ingredients) and managed with 
(ifch cogency of Reafon, and ftrength of Argument, that he at once both 
drew, and conquered and compelled his Auditors. And I doubt not but 
he was a moft happy and bleHed Inftrument (in the hand of the great God) 
to turn many to Rightcoufncfii.^ All this time I only knew him by report, 
and fight in publick, having for ten years and upwards fthough then of 
the Vicinity) no private Acquaintance at all with him. And indeed, he 
had fuch a Majeftick prcfcnce, and fuch a fcvcre and rcfcrvcd Gravity io 
his Countenance, that it (together with the Authority of his MiniftryJ 
had gained upon me, and did ftrike a kind of awful fear into me, which 
made me look upon it as an high degree of ptefumption, for a perfbn fb 
young as then I was, and (nfficiently confcious of my own unworthinels, 
once to attempt the favour of (b great a man, and ib renowned and ho- 
noured in his Generation./But I was quickly undeceived, and (bon after, 
cafily apprehended my great errour and ihiftake which I had (b long la- 
boured under.^ For about that time, being drawn by fome others Cina 
matter of great concemj to wait upon him, I had fuch a friendly and ge- 
nerous Reception, and found him fb meek, fb affable, fb humble and 
^miliar in his deportment and behaviour ) and I was fb fiirprifcd and 
captivated with the f\veetnefs of his difpofition, that I came away chiding 
my felf for my former timidity, and conceiving a kind of indignation in 
my bofoR), that I had deprived my felf ffor fo many yearsj of fuch in- 
comparable benefit, which I might have gained by a Converie fb advan- 
tageous to me, both as to this, and the other world. Yet I fbon happily 
experienced an abundant compenfation ^ for the truth is, from that rime 
he caft an efpecial eye, and fet a fignal mark of peculiar favour and friend- 
Ihip upon me J and foon took me for hismoft intimate acquaintance: 
^ and he was quickly the firfl occafion of that Preferment, the great God 
by his means hath gracioufly advanced mc to. And now I frequently rc- 
forted to him 5 and they were the plcafantcft, and moft delightful Jour- 
neys I ever made in all my life : for what he faid of his Friend, temper 4 
u4oQi0r redely I could truly, and with a more happy addition fay of 
him. Semper ab iUo doUior tS mtUor redii. His fpcech was gracious,and 
(eafoned with Salt : His arguments nervous and cogent : His difcourfe fen- 
tentious : His fayings Apothegms, and all tending to promote true Piety, 
and the power of Godlincfs. His Converfation fuch as becometh the 
Gofpel of Chrif\ Jefus 5 and I may juf\ly pronounce of him that high and 
Jofty, yet ingenious commendation Gregory Nazianzeit pronounced on 
the great St. Bajit^ That hetbundertdinbh DoUrinf^ and itghuncd in hk 
C0nvcrfation, OraUfrnebr, inlaudcm Bafl. A/.He was very cxadl in Fanjily 
Difcipline, and throughly digefted that of the great Apoftle, If s man 
kfi9f» tgp$ ^ to rtdc/fU 9Wn Hpnfe^ hvwftjaO bt tnkt care ofth Chitreb of 
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this made his Remove the more eafte to himv^Though I nuft perfWade 
my (elf (If other confiderations, which he referved to him(el( had not 
preponderated) he would not have dderted hit Charge, meerly upon 
that (ble account ^ for his bowclt did exceedingly yearn towards that 
People. Once I remember going to his L^ure, it happened to prove « 
Funeral Sermon for a poor Woman, that in her fickneA never fent to him, < 
nor gave him the lead intimation of her dedre to (peak with him ^ and . 
fo far as I can recoUefb, he told me, that he knew nothing of it, livit^ 
at a coaHderable didanoe, till it was too late. .^The good old Gcntlemaii • 
(in the pangs and throws of his Spirit, fixes upon that Subje^, Jdmc* 5, 
14, 15. Itanjfick. among j0H^ let him cmO for the Eldtrs of the Churchy 
And let them pray over him — - From whence, having mofl learnedly and 
Juilicioufly aflerted the Duty of the People, to (end for their Minifter ac 
ilwU A times and (hewn the great benefits might come to themtherebys 
})c uid (u dolefully and paffionatelv bewail his own unhappine(s, that anjr 
(under his infbcftion and charge) mould go to Eternity f he not having 
excroifed his Paltoral OfHce towards them ) that I believe it greatly af 
feded all that were prefent 5 and (cnt away manv with weeping Eyes, 
and akeing Hearts, for what they had heard that tfay 5 (b highly valued, 
and fo dearly beloved, were the Souls ot the me^neft of his People to him. 
After his withdrawing from Ketton^ I commonly once or twice in a year, 
(till he removed into high Suffolk, ) waited uponfhim, to tender my rc« 
fyQ(h and duty to him 5 and^always fuund him chearflil, full of nvee€ 
content 3 never complaining, but or the prophaaene(s and iniquity of the 
times, and Divifions of the Church of God, replenifhed with holy and 
heavenly motions, (piritual breathings, andblefled hopes of cntriog in- 
to. Gods eternal reft ^ and^till maintaining his ancient freedom and fjiraili-i^ 
arity with me, and that eftecm he had ("altogether undefcrvedlyj coa« 
ceivcd of me. And I experienced him fo true a Friend fthough I ra- 
ther juftly honoured him as a FathcrJ that neither difference of Opinion, 
nor diftance of place, nor (cIdomneG of Convcrfe, nor any worldly re- 
fpcd^s, did caufc the Icaft ab-alicnation of his fpirit from a perfbn (b un- 
worth : which moft of all appeared, in the laft vifit I gave him at stow 
market'-^ when quite fpcnt and worn out with Age, he delivered htmfelf 
.CO this purpofc i I am now f,'/;':'i; out of the world, of which I have had 
^my full, and muft leave you, and all my Friends 3 But I have charged 
my Sons when I am gone that you may have no caufe to complain for want 
of me i but that they maintain and keep up, the fame degree of refpeft 

■.i and fricndlbip to you, that I have done. So firm was his Love, and (b 
ftedfaft and immoveable his tranfcendent KindneG, that he would have 
it outlive Death it fclf: In this dcgencrous and declining Age, fuch a 
faithful Friend who can find ? With what Circumftances his SickneCs and 
Death was attended, I know not, nor ever had any account of 5 being 
at that time hindered from paying my dutiful Refpcfts to him, by the 
heavy afilidting hand of the juft and holy God long upon me. But I pcr- 

• -fwademy felf, the frame and agings of his Soul at his DifTolution, were 
proportionable and fuitable to the eminent Holincfi of his Life 5 and he 
wliofe Convcrfaiion was in Heaven, while detained here on Earth, could 
not but have much of Heaven in his heart, in his nearcft approaches thi- 
ther. Thtfe are but fome of thofc many Excellencies ("which on a fud- 
den, and in a great hurry of bufintfsj I could haftily gather up, as Frag- 
mciKi nuhcr than Memoirs, to be remarked in this Worthy and Honou- 
rable

iliflcthe Milk which was iri'.ieii incoh'n Mouth (noc having a right, and fret hiP 
f<ige^ came out at Iiis Noie. And he was grown (b weak within the Month, that 
in the Judgment of thole about him, he was giten up for Dead. Yea, the Nurie 
that had him in her Lap, thought to have laid him out as a dead Corps, onely for* 
bore till they bad clone Dinner ; in which fpace (the Nurle thinking that he lad 
expired with a Gronc) the Child gave a Keck, whereupon (he putting her Finger 
into his Throat, pull'd out the Core, which being taken au^ay, open^ a free and 
i^raighr pall'age for tbeBrealKMilk to go down his Ihroat 
•^In this Infants weaknels, his Parents ieeking God earneftly for bis Life, did detii- 
care him to the Ofhce and Work of the Min'utry (if God Oiould plcafe co nnko 
him lit Hnd capable, as Hawnab did her SMmwei to the Lord; be was a tcry dutiftil 
and obedient Son to his Mother. He was an ingenious and ape 5cboller in the Free- 
School in that place of his Nativity, where the drift, yet ilkilful Marter f encou- 
raged by the Liberality of his Father) found him every way ready to receive In^ 
Aru<flion, and about the fixteenth year of bis Age, being fitted tor AccjAemicai 
Studies, be was lent to Camhridgt^ and his Father being ^millarly acquainted with 
fl>e Reverend and Fious Dr. Sammil Bolttn, who at this time was Lecturer of that 
Piirifh, and Mafler of Cbh^s CoHeigi in CMmhidgt, who had often examined him in 
his Fathers Hoiife, and found'him not onely ReUgioufly difpofed, but well accom* 
plifhed wUh'SchooI-Learning; by his adivce, be Was admitted moCbri/ftCeSeJigeg 
.under the Tuition of Doctor OwtrMm, who mndrrefpedled and valued him as lone 
ashehved. 

.^Before he went to Csmhidge, he (htwedtbathe was one of a tender Confdcnce^ 
for vvhen he was a Boy, having taken a fair Tulip out of another Man's Garden, 
he gave it to his Father, who (Ibmctime after j asking him Wlierehc; had it.-* Uporr 
bis Fathers admonition, and his mvn confirffion of his childifh folly (as J>t. jiujin did 
his) it was often afterwards a great trouble to his Confcicnce, and kept him hiunblo 
and watchful 5>o early did he bc^n io be ftartlcd at the kail fia 
— On a LorJr Dajy going into the Work-Houfe in his Fathers Yard, and loitering 
there a while, he heedlcfly clapt his hand on a Tenter-Hook, aixi tore it very 
mucli ; whereupon he relolved no more- to mifpend his time on tlie Lerdj-Dajt ; 
but wholly to ai)ply himfclf totheRclipious obfervation of it ; which relblation he 
ever after adhered to, and obferved, whether at homo or abroad. 
,-* Being now inthellnivcriity, he made a goal proficiency intlie Learning which 
might make him molt Inllnimencal for the winning of SouIb toCiri/.that being his 
cheifcft Defign in the Service of his Generation; in order whereunto,. We had him 
aiibciating himfelf with an fconeft Cl$ib of Scholler?, of his own, and other Col. 
ledges, who were not onely daily converftnt in Fbihfc^tegt Exercifcs, but did 
frequently m^ct ro promote the great bufinefr of real Godlinefe, and growth in 
Grace, end ro make experiments on their own beans of that Religion when they 
ihould be called to impan to others. . • • 

And it feenos he began betimes to oonumincate what he had received of tbe 
Grace of God; for noc long after l:is bang of that Colledge, he obferved a young 
Schollerof very gocd Fairs and of a goodHuntour, but living noililngof real 
Godlinefs , u hom he would Hek, and fingle out and talk with , to dra\** liim ott' 
from vanity, and to engage liim to mind the Concerns ofhis precious and immortal 
SonL And it pleafed God that in a (hort time,, that ft me SchollerfeU fjck unto 
Death, and upon his Dcath-bed limt for our Mr. H^adfwenb, to whom he declared 
bow much he wasaifeAed with what he had formerly laid unto hmi in his Health, 
•banking him for the l6\e and care he had flieivcri for the good of his SoqI ; healfo 

A a bewailed 
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bewailed his own Folly in declining fuch an ones Company, and rcquclled his ear- 
ned Prayers with him, and for him. And Mr. fVBdjvftxtb dealt freely and moft 
compaflioritly with him, and afterward he lb comforted this dcjedled Penitent, 
that he gave good evidence of a real work of Grace >iTpught upon hU. Hcan,and 
Dyed very comfortably, to the great joy of the InftrUmCnts. 
"-^ He kept a Disrj or Note-Book, which he began (as it (eenvnh) jinwCkrtfii iC^o, 
wherein it appean that he ke[>t a ftri<^ narrow watch ^ovcr his Hean, took notice 
of the abarrations and wandrings of it, and of God9<;racious difpenfacions to- 
ivards him \ which for brevity iake 1 omit, referring tl ( Reader to his Life writ- 
ten much larger, and Printed for Tbo- Tar kbajf, AwnoCl^Hi 1680. 
^"^^Atmo Cbup 16^2. He being yet but Bachilor of As, it pleafcd God to take 
away his aged Father by Death, whereupon hisworldly concerns called him home 
to the place of his Nativity. Here, when he had performed the laft Offices to his 
D)'ing, and Dead Father, and was comforting his Ibrrowful Mother, and initntc- 
ting the Family ; he was importuned by fome godiv Chriltians of his acquaintance, 
to exerci(e, and imploy hb Talents in Preaching the Gofpel as occafion fhould be 
oifcred. 

And this motion upon their Invitation he readily Embraced ; and by his Preach- 
ing gave fuch evident Proofs of his Experimental Knowledge, Utterance, and his 
ZriI for God and his Glory, that upon the Death of Mr. Morton fa very Reve^ 
rend and Wonhy Minifter ) the Pariftiioners of 5t. Mary Sewmiton-BMttt having 
heard him Preach, and being (atisticil of his Learning, Piety, and Minifterial Abili- 
ties, Petitioned for him to thole who were then in Authority, and Fth. 16. 16^2: 
he utis onlcred to the Retfory, as ztioily and Orthodox Divine. And this was very 
Remarkable in his Elehion •, yet, though the Parifhioners were divided into two 
fevcral Parties, and both went with their Petitions unto IVtJfmwJIer to have a Mi- 
niller tetled among them, neither Pany knowing the others mind, yet, they both 
pitched u}X)ii him , for whom the unanimous Pariihbncrs did ealily oUu'm a 
Grant. 

.-^Probably, much about this time, he was cholcn a Fellow of Chrifis ColUJg^ 
\yhercof he was a Member before; yet, by the advice of Dr. Bolton^ aforc-men* 
cioned, who was the Head of the Houle, and his (pecial Friend, he rcfolvcd to ac-^ 
cept of the diarge at ^ntringtonr where hewasfb unanimoufly defired, and where 
he ntight (as he thought) have a better opportunity of doing good to Souls, whidl 
thing was moft upon his heart. 

. — .Having now a Paftoral charge, his next bufueisand care was to proceed to Or- 
dination, and having after a Itrift Examination, and Profeffion of his Faith, beeit 
Iblemnly let apart to the Minilterial Office by FaDingand Prayer, and the laying 
on of thePresbiterv's Hands in a* great Congregation, in the Church of St. Mary 
JXf Ijntdan : He, like a good Husband-man, confidering what courie to take for 
rhe bell advantage of the People, now committed by God to his charge, and re- 
(f lived to CattchixA them, which he was very zealous to do, which alio he did with 
I'ciy great and good liicce& 

"T- On the Lards dayt'm his own Family, when his great work was over in the Pub- 
lick Congregation, he had his 5ermons repeated, and himfelf Prayed, and fung 
Pfalmf Hith them : And being well inftrudted of his Lord and MaAer, and remem- 
bring the ApoAIes charge. 2 Ttm. 4. 2. Vriaeb the IVcrd : ke inftant, tn fiafon, out of 
feafoitf &'c. Aboul this time, there being a great and long Froft, when poor Wa- 
termen were hard put to it for a SubfUtance, he let up an cxpofitory Lefture, for 
lour or live mornings in a week, which he continued at lead two months togcthcrr, 
and his Labours were attended with God's fpecial fileflings : for it pf6ved a means 
of turning Icveral Peribns from the evil of their ways to God, and fome that had 
lived loofly, could, with humility and tbankfulnefs acknowleilge, that a work of 
Grace was then wrought upon them,. Co that there were the Seals of his Miniltry, 
and of that Truth, Prov. 2 j . 1 1 . >4 word ffoktn mfeafin, &C. 
'^"^Thus this painful Servant of God continued in the work of his Miniltry, till he 
was forced to refign that Benefice to one Mr. James Mej^t, in the twelfth of King 
Cbariet the ad. and in the month of ji$ti$ijtfhc pretending a legal title to the place.

one Place, anil (omctimcs in aiiotlier, aiid the People would lay afide their Coun- 
trey Dufintlles, and readily Travel (evcral Miles to attend ui>on his Mi- 
niltry.

Smj-pik, he would for the molt parr, 16 long as he lived, go once a Year to villc 
thtm.

Ytti, he defired all other Studies, and 
tiicy were very unfiivory to him. 

— - 'ihirilly, 1 lie Lord luid been pleafeil, in (6mc meafure to Blefs his Labors in fiin- 
dry places where he Iwd Preached, and God fo ordereil it, tkit it came to his 
knowledg, wiiich much encouraged him wivoly to devote himfelf to the Mi- . 
niltry. 

^^ /.nnoCbrtftit \6^j^. He Was diofen Catedifl in the College for that Year. In 
tvhidi Election there was a fixxial Providence of God; for whereas before, the 
Malter uled to nominate the fellows to fuch Oftices as ihey fhould bear, he, tliis 
Year bad the Fellows to agree, and chufe among themfelves; which they did, and 
cholc among ihemlelvcs according to ilieir Seniority. He being ablcnt upon bufV. 
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nels. they cali the Cattchljt place upon him, which he accepted of, and according- 
ly began to dilcharge it in Michaelmas Term, llib was the firft pbce where he fcll 
ii|X)n a conitant coiirfe of Preaching : wherein God alio much encouraged and 
1 lonoureJ him. For tlie very hrlt Night ilur he began hisExercife, one of the Fel- 
lows came to him, and told bim, that he had Iclt the Power of God in that Ordi- 
nance' n[K)n his Heart.

drfirable thing it was to have the Church of God nuiltij>Iy ami cncreaied, and in 
his Application, dircding his Spcccli chi^y to the Univcrlit y, he laid, That he did 
earneitly beftech every one of them in their places to endeavor the encreate of iho 
aiurcli <>f God, both by adding themfelves, and endeavouring to add utiiers to it: 
He looked upon this word as direiletl cfpecially to himlelf, and took encourage- 
ment from it to procc-cd chcarfully in his work. 
— rA!>oiit Eafttr following a motion wa.* mnde to him by one of St. Amirrn's Parifh 
in Camln-'tdg^ in the name of the relt, to liipply that place ; this he allentcd not 
to, yet he promiled to give them a Sermon. lUit afterward the motion being 
again renewed with more imjwitunity, headvifed them to leek to God for dire- 
ction in a Bulincfs of that weighty concernment, commending to them others of 
F.re ;rcr Abilitie?, and tiiat had more Grace dicn himlelf: Yet he Did, Ho would 
not at tlut rime neither deny, nor promife any thing. About Six Weeks after 
there came Eight or Nine of ti)em, in the name of all the reft, imjx)rtuning him 
that he would Preach with ilicmonthe LvrAt D/iy/ in the Forenoon. 
— And after a Fortnights confKleration, and (cekuig of God, and conTultingFriendf, 
he complied with their defirc, and accepted of the Service. 
-^ Here God 16 Clelleil his Miniftry, both to the Schools, ami People of the Town, 
that his Encouragement was very great, for which he heartily Bldled God. And 
in the College he fo well acquitted himlelf, that the Year now expiring, he was 
again chofeu Cateibijt (av the Year enfiung. 

,JlAnd being now lati-ticd that God called him to the Office of the Miniftry, he 
refolved thoroughly to Devote himfelf to it by Ordination : For which end he 
went up to Lcndcn, and being their Proved and Approved of, [ Fth. 13. 16^^-. ] 
he was folemnly letap«?rt to thisOHiceby FaUing and Prayer, and laying on of 
the Hands of the Vreslyery : To winch alio God lecmed to let to his Seal, both du- 
ring the Adlion, by very Gracious InHuences of his Spirit upon his Heart, beyond 
his Preparations : And on tlic J^Ji D^ty following, being requeued to Preach both 
partsof ihcC-ay at thw^C/'4rm-f/<«/<f, he underltood that divers in that Congre- 
gation were much aHe^Ilcd with thole hislirll Sermons alter his Ordination. 

In his return from Uvtlm he exiK-rimcnted a very gracious Providence o(Go^i^ 

with which 111 ^ Heart was much altetled, which was this, The Night overtaking 
him before I'.c could reach IhJ}ing-M:!lst ( where the Waters were very high by 
reafon of a Mood ) jult as he rame almoft to the Water, a Man met him, w!:o 
knowing the danger, and the lafelt paliage through, ott(?red him his Service, nnd 
vtry kindly lenc hiniIii<Horle, which was taller, and llronger then Mr. Si^ckitntf 
anJ by Riding beloj e hiui, conduvled him lately over, which cllc he could roc 
have done witlwut the hazard of his Life.

Town, where he frequently Preached Funeral Sermons, and Jrmiiy Ledure ;

ner, but as a IVerkmsn that needed not he ajluirred i upon which account he never 
wanted a full Auditory, as well of Scholars, as of Towns-People. His Sermons 
were well lliidied and digefted : His Matter fiibltantial and Spiritual ; His Argu- 
ments rtrong ; His Utterance clear, deliberate and grave : His Words apt, and nai 
tural to exprefs ilic Conceptions of his Mind^^He atte»fted not a Iirain of Words 
- — which Mans Wilifom icachcth,^ nor allowed h'unfelf a libcny of Words which 
.^ Mans indilcretion pouieth out. 

In all liis Application untoGodby Prayer, his Behavior, words and manner of

„— Vet he d;d not fatisfie himfelf with his Work of Preaching, but applied himlelf 
aho unto writing, for the greater Service of the prtlent, and future Generations : 
His Ccunfel to the ajfiiitedj and his Scrimtirat Cateehtjm , are already Printed : and 
lis hoped that (onie oth.*n may fee tlie Light. 1 

— It pleafed God in much Mercy and Fairhfulnefi to give him a Meet-he!p, a moft 
rentable Yoke^f^llow, a very Prudent, Vinuous, and Gracious Gentlewoman, of a 
Worthy and Religious Family in Csmhridf^-flure , Mrs. Eliawr Rant, Daughter of 
Rof^fr Rantt of Sttaff'ham, Elq; whom lie Married within Ids than a year -after his 
ca)lioC«/r&<ry?^, who tva,< a lingular Hlelfmg, Comfon, and Honour to him fb 
long as he lived. Few there be to whom ScUmont Co.mmendaiions {Trov. 31. a6, 
&'c.) doth more properly belong. 

^^^ Cy her, God gave him lix Children, whereof he left one onely Cteughter fur- 
vifing. But upon the account of his own, and his Wives >^ifdonj, Grace, Gravi. 
— 'wd Government ; many wciedefirou* to get their Qiildrcn into his Family, 
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(even thole that were of diUerent perfwafions from him, both in Ctnfrrmhy and 
Nsn^tnfurmitj'i for their better Education : In compliance wherewith he received 
(bme young Pcrfons of t!ie I-emale Sex, that might more properly belong to the 
care and uifjiev'tion of his Wife. So that mo.tly he hud a full Family ; wherein, 
according to I is I'bcc he kept up his Authority over all under his Qiarge, buc 
wirh to much Mccknc(s, Tnidcncc, and Gravity, thit they all Hood in avie of him, 
yet he was more loved rtian feared.

^^ His firft-l)orn (a Daughter^ attained to the Age of nineteen years, and then 
died ; who had been (6 inltru^ed by her Father, that before fhe was eight years 
old, fhe underifood the Metluxi of a Sermon, and if Preached by her Father, 
wru!d give him an accout of the molt conitderalle Heads and Panagcs therein, 
and before fhe was full nine years old, fl.c would wria* a iermon alter him, with- 
out mining the Heads, whh feme confide rable enlargements alio. 
— About this time of her Age God futlirrcd her to ftll into lin in the open Ads, to 
rhe obfcrvation of others, which expoled her to the Icvcre Rebuke of her Parents, 
which God was pleafcd to fan.TiUe to herconvi«!lion, and as fhe grew up, ihe 
quickly gave evidence of tlie truth of Grace, and power of Godlineli, milking 
progrefs therein beyond her years, having a very great love to the Ordinances, 
Mini ters, and Servants of CLufi : And fhe difcmbled her we^knels and bodily in- 
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a long and mortal licknels, exprefled a molt Chrilfian Patience and Submilhon to 
the will of God.

— In his Family, afcer his own fccret retirements, wherein he read the holy Scrip, 
rurcs in courfe. and Prayed, Morning and Evening, lirlt and lalt ; his Family be, 
ing come together, he began with a fhort Praver, then to read a portion of Scrip- 
ture, tvhich allb he oft-times expounded, and fo concluded with Prayer. At Night 
he did the like; onely adding, that every Child and Servant, fhould repeat a verlfe 
of the Chapter which he would open, and explain unto them. Frequently exhor- 
ting them to a Reverend demeanour of themfclves , in the whole Worfhip and 
Service of God. ^

litard, titluT on the Urd's Aayt^ or upon ot'.icr occafions^ rlicy jrave him an ac- 
count thereof as tliey could remember. 

-wHe Kept private il lys of Humili.rtioii ui:!i his family, fn oflen as lii$ publ-ck 
Imployments uouIJ j;ive him leave; wherein he uful tock".'! in penicular uirh 
every one, about tlie c^jhcerns of their Soulf. He required all inhis Family fou(c 
fkret Prayer as well as ro l>epre(entat Family Omics. If any nf his Brethren 
came to vifit him, he was iwt content to let him depart without Prayer. His Houfc 
ivas an Houfc of Prayer. 

— He was a rtritft ohlcrver oftlic /ur</'s i)*;/, ard took carc that all under hU Roof 
ftiould do the fame. He kept a ftverc watch not onely over hisVNorJs, and 
Adion?, but over lib Ihouphrs alio, not oncly whoo they were vain and linful, 
bur imjiertinent to the Holin:r(s of the day ,' or of the Duties which be was 
about. 

^^His Charity was no left abundant then hisrjthcr Graces ; which he accourticil 
one of the birit Chara^lersof a Chrillian, and would liiy, anJ that he did not* 
value a Qirillian by his great knowlcdj?, ai^d emiiieiu Parts, but by his p^r.at ' 
Charity, and by his love to his Hrethrtn : And herein he obfervcd rliefe Rules. 
^-Towards thoie that were at variance one with another: He was an indiillrinus 
Peace- maker, otFering himlelfto inter jxjle, to miikcupthc breach, and raking; 
Journies, when at a diltance, in order to it. 

— Towards tliofe that had uilFerence with him alx)ut worldly concefiis Cfroni 
which lie was not altogether free, though altoj'.ether innocent) when he fullered 
wrong by any, his care was, that they fliould fuHer none by hirti, or his, either in 
word or deed ; always pra^flifing himlelf and aJvifing other?, to return gooil for 
evil. He would make the beft conlhudlicn that was poffible , of the words and 
adions of his Adverlaries^ often making mention of tluc Text, i Ccr. 13. f. 
Cbtirtry thinks no er:il. 

'^Towards his Friends his Friendlbip was hearty,ingeniou.s fliithful, and ojxrn. 
He receivcil them into his Houlc gladly, entertained rhcm liberalU', conNierfttl 
with them cl.earfiilly, fimpathiled with them in their Afl^icViorisaiicdli'onately, and 
fcrved them as he had occalioh induftrioufly. 

.-^Towards ihofc that i^rlecutcJ him ajxl others for their Confcienccs, be obfln'Ctl 
Cbri(t's command Mait. ^. 44. he allctlionarly pittiedthem, and prayed for them 
daily; and when he heani any padionare exprelfions againft them tor their vio- 
lence, he would bcoflcndcd, and charge People to pray more earneltly for them,

^^"i owards thole that di!lcntcd from him in the matters of God, he had a Spirit 
of mceknels and forU^arance, imbracing all with Chrifiian love, whofe Practice • 
did not dcftroy their Profellion of Chriltianiiy. At his firft coming to Co/f/^/y^o-, ' 
he found it a very dividu.1 place \\\x)\\ the account of divers j>er(\varion$ among • 
tijcm ; yet he (o behavul himfclf with fiich Humility, ModtM-ation, Tenderncfs, - 
Broiherly-kindncfs, and Charitable Judgment ; that Uicy were ^crierally united • 
in their reli)ecls, and elleem for him. And tho he could not latisliu his Confcicncc 
foas to confirm, yet he judged many who did , to be very good Men, and had ' 
a real honour for them. 

— Towanlstlie Poor, and fuch as were in ftrcights, he was pitiful, and bountiful. 
He Jcv'tftA llbernl tbinist anti </rn/' eut Lti Soul to the bungrj \ wherein he oblervcd 
C6ri,f's Rule, Matt. 6. 1,2, }. *Ihis was one of his great (ecrcts, he did indullri- 
onfly conceal his Charity all that he could. 

.^TheWiddow, the Fatherlefs, and the 5iranger, the Sick and Sufferers , were all 
refrefhed with h'ts companions. Though he orterCd ro Preach freely at 5t. JamC% 
Church in Ctf/c/»/j'?n', neither defiring, nor expecting any reward ; yet the civility 
of the People vlid gratifie him for his pains ; 1 he greatert part whereof he difpolca 
to Cliaritablc ih.s. 

— ?By his own liberality, and by his ftirring up othen, he promoted the 
Education of fome Poor Schollars, as were hopeful for the Work of tljc 
Miniftrey. ^. 

^ In his laft Wli? nni Ttf amenta out of Love and Zeal for the benifit ard good of 
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the Church, he hach bequeathed che beft pan of his well-fumiOied Libcary , even 
^^ y.rlw bei^ anJ dioi(eit of thiin , to Cmva mi Otiut Cetltie m C^mhiJit : At alio 
'^^ ^ live hulklreil founds to be laid out by bis Executrix, therewith to piirchafe a Free- 
hold Eftatw', or an Impropriation, to be letled on .the iaid CJIfx* > for the main- 
rainance of a icbolhr and Fellow there lur ever. Provided that ftich oncly (hall 
be ElcAed as are Orphans, or the Sons of poor Minifters, of the bcU, and moft 
liopeful Fans, tying iliein to the Study of Divinity, and the MiniAertul Work, ta* 
king (fecial care that they be well grounded, and eftabliOied in the Onhudox 
Faith, and ReU»nncd Proteftant Religion ; And in cafe he flijll become corrupt in 
l>)hrin, or Scandalous in Life, then after due Admonition, and Non-R(fcrma* 
riofi, his Place 10 be declared vcmJ, and another to be cl:ofen in his lltad, and none 
(o en)ov it above Twelve Years.

It was his ufiial manner in Preaching to liTc-fce , and raife liich Objc^iors a^ 
troubled Souls i^fually make againlt tluiDlelves, and to folve tlicm with much 
clearnefs and fatish\Aion; and manv applications of flich SoiiUwere made to him 
in private as to a Skilful, Experienced, Spiritual Phyfn'ian , whofe advice God 
pfoifpered with his Blelfmg to the encouragmcntof the Faith, and hope of many 
doubting Qiriflians which before walked in darknefs; which are here pubnfhed, 
sot onely as Inflances and Demonflraiions of that Spirit of Light and Grace, that 
power of Goillinefs which pollllled, and governed his Hean and Life, and fitted 
him to be fuch a ufcful Irilrument for theSeniceof Chrifif and his Church, upon 
which account his Memory is wonhily l>onourable, and pretioiis to all good Men. 
£f))ec'ially for the Inffruction, DireClion, Ktlief, Suppon, and encoBngmcnt of 
others tliat are following him (thoirgli at a great diltance) in that narrow way 
which Icadah untothat Life to which he hath attained.

this World could afford, as Drcft and Dimg ccn'.p-arcd with it. 
. -As Death was not Terrible, fo ncithtr was it unexpected to him. He prefaged 
long before it came. He told his Friend, u lio frequently converted with liim more 
then a Year before he Died, that he had apprehuifions thai he (houid not live 
Jong : And tluit, for (ome time paR, God had Inclined his Kt;rt to .Study how a 
Chrifkian might get above the Fear of Death, and what lie found to be his Strength 
and Comfort againltthat ^ft Enemy, he had digelltd into a Method, which, for 
his own and others nfe, he had committed it to Writing : And at tlie fame time, he 
laid an Obligation upon his Friend, (incalclie fiirvived him ) to Preach his Fune- 
ral Sermon upon tlic Text, i Cw. i f . ^7. as a TeUimony of his alte^ftionare and 
I'ftrty Thankfgiving unto God, who gave him tlie Vi^ory over the Fear of 
Death, through "Jefut Chrtfi our Lord. 

^ ^ He had a flrong Conflitution of Botly ; was very S'ober and Temperate, and 

was then in his full Strength, and the Maturity of his Age, without any fenfibie 
Declining. His Natural Tcmjier did fbmcwliat inchne him to Feavourifh Dilea- 
fcs. And now a Feavor ( liaving aComn)iJlion from Got! ) feizcd on him, Augujt 
the jijf, which Vifitation from God he accepted With all I'atience, and Holy Snb- 
niifliun, cafting himielf on the Care, and religning himfclf up to the Will of his 
Heavenly Fattier. Hisrvifcafc increaling , and hb Strength declining, he told 
frime about him, Ihat he had had fome apprehenfions that he fhould , and 
that he defired alio ( if God.pleafed ) to have Died a Martyr, but now he 
thought he ihould r.ot : Adding , CU U yt't/er then I , attd kmm-etb mj weak' 
nrft. 
,— ^ He difchargcd his Dying Office by Grave Exhortations, and Encouragements 
fo feriouniefs in Religion, and a readinefs to fuller for it. He direftcd his Speech 
tlpecially to his only Child. He owned and conl«?llcd his Non-Conformitj even to 
the latk, at judging himfclf obliged theretmto in Confcience towards God : He 
Blellifd Goil for his invaluable Gilt of Jefut Chrifi to the Qiildren of Men. He 
Rlelled God who had called him to the Honourable Imployment of the Mi- 
niitry of the Gor^Hrl , and had enabled him to be faiihlul therein ; and had 
i'MCoiirngcd him with his Prefence and Dlelling under all the Difliculiics 
t^recf! 
^-*-Hc Blefletl God who had X\f{cd him up above the Fear of Death. He rc- 
jovced in the Peace and Tellimony of a gootl Confcience, and Hope of die 
Glorv of God : And after Ten or Eleven Days conCicl with his Difeafl* , 
which ( after fome hope of his recovery ) fuddenly an<.l itnexpeclcdiy (cifed 
upon liis Head, he <iuietly flept in the Lord, September \\\i: loth, jinnoCbnp^ 
1680. and in the One and 1 iftieth Year of his Age. * 
-^.^This U'as that IMclled Km of this Eminent Siiint and Servant of JefutChrifi^ 
Who might fay to thofe whom he hath left behind, as his Dying Saviour did to 
the Daughten of JerufaUm, IVeef not far me : 1 have Died in Peace; am 
entred into Peace ; am at /Jr/ m my Bed; have paffed through Jordan , 
and am come into Canaan. I am beyond Sin and Sorrow, Trouble and La- 
bour : Am come to the Heavenly Jenifalem, to an hmumerable Comfany of An* 
gelt, See. To that Eternal Sabhatbxhzt remains to the People of God. '

Bi<ying Flax and Hemp for them to Spin, and what they Spun he took olf tkir

,^— And this was a ver\' wife and well choien way of Qiarit)', and in the good e(l . • 
fe^ of it, a fhr more excellent and ufeful way of Charity, then if lie had given 
freely, and for nothing, tothofe very Perfbns ib much Weekly as tlicy Earned by 
their Labonr. For by this way he took many oiF from i3egging, ' aixl thereby re- 
Icued them at once from Two of the mo(t dangerous Temptations of this World, 
[ Jfiietufs snd Vevtrty^ ] And by degrees reclaimed them from an Evil, to a V'cr- 
tuous and Indiiftrioiis (ourfe of Life,' which enabled them afterwards to Live 
witljoiit being Urhoiden to the Qiarity of others. 

_-— Thus we have heard fbmething of his Qiarity in Iiis Younger Days, U'c fliall 
hear mudi more of it, as he grew to greater Maturity, at whicli linic moft Mtn 
crow more Worldly and Covetous. But ip the mean time let us take notice of 
forae other Gifb and Graces which (hone forth in his Life and Conver£ition. Cr,\

Flrfl, For his Piety towards God, which is the necellary Foundation of all other J'«i 

Craces and Vertues ; it was vcre great and Exemplary, yet widul ftill and quiet, 
without any great ftir or ruffle in tiic World : InJeed, much more in Subltancc 
and i<e..!iry, then in Shew and Oltentation. it did not confift in Ccnfuring and 
findipj^ Kiiulr with others, hut in a due Care and Government of his oirn Fleart /*« 
and Life, and in cxcrcifing himlelf continually, to haveaCo»,'r/>w^f iwd of Offc/tce, 
both tcrumrtlt God^ «W tovurdt Men : In wliich lie was fb goo^i a Prefident, that 
thole which had long acquaintana% and familiar Converlation with lum, could 
not eafily Obfervc any thing tliat was Blameworthy in him. 

— • He more particularly excelled in the more peculiar Venues of Converlation, Kk 
vix^ In Modefty, Humility, Chearfulnels, and in K'mdnels and Qiaritv towards 
all Men. 

^^So great was his Modellv, that it never appeared by >^'ord or A^ion, that he hu 
put any value upon himielf, or hunted from any applaule from Man ; and this 
was very Obl^rvable in him. That the Charities which were procured chiefly by 
his Interell and Induftry, where lie had occafion to Qieak, or to give an account 
of them, he would ratiicr impute it to any one tliat had but tite Icjfl hands aixl 
pan in the procuring of them, then atlume any thing of it to himltlf 

, — ^Another inlhince of his Modcfty, was, That when he was ejected out of his 
Living of Stfulcbnt Parifh, he forbore Preaching, faying. That there was no need 
3f his Labours in Linden, wliere there Were 16 many Godly, Able and Painful Mi* 
lilltrs to carry on that Work.

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-^Atonfmg to the Apoftlcs Exlionation, i/r vms Cl$tM^th Humility^ and had

A while after the fjoi^n Minifters, among many Hundred of others, were cjeCt* 

evi out of rlieir Places, and thereby tfeprived of .the meapsofSubfiilenccfor them- 
iclves and 1 amilics, Mr. Coufe w'nl) Two or Three of his Brethren, applied thonv, 
Itlves to many Worthy and^Chaiitable Gtizens, of whom tkey received fonw 
crjnli^lerablc.Sums of Money, whereby they relieved the Neccflitics of fuch at 
were in prtlcnt Want. ' And this courfe they continued for (bme Years, till thae 
Uuirity was diverted into other Channels. 

— ^y/w» CZ'i ifii, 1671. When the Life of that Eminent Minifter and Servant of Jt* 
fusCbnJt, Mi.y»lepb\Alleme v/J% tirU Printed, he hearing tliat Iwas xnLnuUn^ 
came 10 me, and told me that he had been Reading that Ufe, and therein mett* 
ing with that paflage, ( Vnf^t 35.) That Mr. AUeint had an Eye to poor JV0le$^ 
nnii had an influence upon the lending of (ome Miniftcrs to them. And he re- 
fblved to have gone, and to have (pent fbme time among them bimfelf. And by 
all the dillwalions of hisFrientIs, for his great- Weakne(s, and unlitnels for Trarefy 
he wasiiardly with«held from his purpofe. 

. — Reading this, ( liaid Mr. Confft to me) it hath (et me all on fire, with Zeal td 
profl'cute tliat defign: and God feems ( in (bme meafurc) to have lited me for 
It, having taken au*ay my Wife : and his Children, being grown t^P^ weredifpoied 
of in the World ; and he was left alone ; and God had given him a competent 
Hlhue where witlial to defray die Charges of his Undertaking. Having heard bis 
Reaioits, I encouraged him in the Work, and left him till his Thoughts wer& 
brought to more matinity. .

led on and encouiagcd by the molt Bountiful Lx.imple of the Right Honourable 
t!eLord Mavor, and Court of Aldermen ; to all which heconitantly add«.*d Iwo

preparation for Death that was poflible, no Death could be fuddain : Nay, it 
was ratlKrr 1 Favour, a Bledlng, and a great Mercy to him, becaulc by how the 
mors f iiddain, by Co much the more eafie it was. For thereby he was freed from 
tliolc Pangs and Pains ; from thole Sighs, and Sobs, and Groans, &c. which molt 
. endure in the Agonies of l>ath. As if God had defigned thereby to begin the Re- 
ward of the great Pains of his Life, by atlbrding bim an eafie Death. 

And indeed it was rather a Tranflation dian a Death : And laving that his Body 

was left bdiind, what was laid of Efiocb, may not be un6tly applied to this Pious 
aixl Worthy 5er\'anrof God, with refpeft to the fuddainncfs of his Change ; Tbat 
be walked witb God, and was not \ for God took bim. And it may be laid of him, 
as it is of David : After be badferved bit Generation, accordtng to tbe Ji'ill of GeJ^ 
befellaSleef, A^S13.26.

Anfivered, he faidj» / da know, and fb turning away, be went home to Vurmgor a 
Foot, and entring into the Qmrch, he Bolted the Door to him, uljere he continu- 
ed about Two Hours^ and then going home to hisHoule, he fell afleep on his Bed 
through Excefs of Grief, from whence he did never arife in Hcakh, but was Buri- 
ed that Day Month.. ^ 
^.--^ When his Wife canfie home, whom he iiad left with Mr. WtUh his Widow, fhe 
aslted him what he had been doing ?^ He Anfwered, I have been taking my leave 
of the Chirrch of Dtina^tr^ and I was there calling the Stones and 1 imber to wit- 
nefi, that in my fhort time I liad laboured to be Faithful ;^and that, according to

MR. John H^elch, a my Holy Man, was not long fince Minifter of Kireiof 
bright in GatUwaj in Scotland, and afterwards Tnnflated to the Church of 
Air, whom Mr. Rntberfort in oneof his Books, calleth, an Heavenly Prophetical, 
and Apoflolick Man, alfuring us, that of each Twenty Four Hours, he fpent Eight 
in Prayer, if other necef&ry and urgent Dutiesdid not hinder him : Vea, he (pent 
many Days and Nights in Fafting and Prayer for the AffJdlcd condition of the 
Church, and for theSutt'cringsof the Reformed aiurches abroad. It was oft his 
ufual manner in the Coldeft Winter Nights to Rife for Prayer ; and oft-times his 
Wife ( who was an Excellent Woman ) hath Rifen to feek him, and found him ly- 
ing on the Ground Weeping, and Wreftling witli the Lord by Prayer ; and fbme- 
times he would be much of the Night in the Church of Air upon that account. 
One time efpecially (he found him over-charged with Sorrow, whereupon he told —

^ WhilJl he was a Prifoner in Blachnefs he Wrote thus to a Chriftian Lady, con- 
cerning thofe large Joys which he had in his Sulferings for this Truth, Tlwt Jcfrj 
Cbrift is a King, and liath a vifible Kingdom in the World, even jjis Oiurch, which 
isas free to keep its Couns, and to Exert Difcipline, by Vertue of an Intrin/ick 
Power from Cbri/t, as hath any Kingdom on the Earth : For which he was ready 
to lay down his Life ; yea, that he would be glad and rejoycc to be ollered up a 
Sacrifice for lb Glorious aTniih. And in the clofe of his Letter, he foretold, that 
Judgment was coming upon Scotland, which (hould be Blood, firlk by an Intcftinc 
Sword, and then by tlie ilword of a Stranger, and that there fhould be a great 
Slaughter, both of Great Men and Mean ; which many Lived to fee Acconiplifti- 
ed, who had the Letter among them long before the War beg^n.

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Haodingfor him in cheCoann noble Nature.* Yea, chough fi»(e of Iloaour,aiid mi* 
ey things elfc; equal and unequal bctnrecn them, were in appearance beyooi potfibiltcy .- 
iA pcicingv yet this one inequality of Sir Fbilift right on hit fide, made the Count 
uUn\ and by coming totcrmsof expoftulation, did only reconcile lliofe two haug^ 
Spirits, one to another, more firmly than beC^rek But withal, through himfclf wrought, 
it not a kind of Unity between the £arl of Lcktfler and Count fi^td^, yet at lead a li* 
nal fura'afe of all violent jealoudes, or fad):ious cxpoftuUtion.

change and eafe of his body, fmelt fome extroardinary noifom favour proceeding from 
him, differing from the finells of Oils and Salves i and either out of natural delicacy, 
or at ttaU, his care not to offend othas^ grew a little troubled at it : which they (hat 
fct by, pcraiving, befought him to let thrm know, what fuddain indifpoHtion he felt } 
-^ Sir fbilip^ as tngcnuoully told them what it was and defired them, as ingenuoufly to 
confcfs whether they fmelt any fuch noifom fents or no^ They all protcOed againH it, up* 
on (heir credits : whereupon Sir Fl>i7//g«vc this fevcrc doom uponhimfcif, that it was 
fume inward mortification, and a welcome mcffcnger of Death.

And thofe Wars be- 
ing endcil, as the Lord made him in^irumental to promote peace, fo was he as vii;i!- 
ant to preferve, and continue it afterwards. Mmycombinationsol ThrevilhCrew*, Hi 
and Trayterous Confpiracies, in theProvineeof Ctf*i>w«ri;tf, and in the continesof T//- 
Mer , he ditfipated i making fom? of the moll notorious Orfenders, b\' exemplary pu» 
nilhment, a terror to the rcii : And on the other hand, d(.Iivering the poor innocent fiom 
fiich as were too ftrong for them.

^Ecing arrived to a competent Age, he was by his Parents fct to School acCrr^fM, 

where he proHtcd fo much, both in (he I^tin and Crecl^ ton);uc, that he wasalmoft At for 
the Univcriiiy, and hid accordingly brcn fent thither in order to his training up for the 
Miniiiry, bi:t that it plea fed God to take away his Father a little before the intended 
time, concerning, which himlcif would often fay, tbjt trc frequently err in ear juJ^meittt 
ff things : And lliai, Go4 ftcs net at men fie. 

Lcin^ frultratcof the hopes he had of f^oing to the Univcrfity, however he would 
not lo(c that little Learning which he had got at School, only chcC7iYci^throi:gh dtf- 
ufe tvas fomcwhat worn out with him; But he (till retained the cxad knowledge of 
the Latin Tongue,which was of great ufo to him till hisd) ing Day. 

^ He was of a (harp and pregnant Wit, of a great, deep, and penetrating Judgment : 
Him(elf indeed complained of fome deficiency in his Memory, but others difcerned it 
not. Forrhcy juJ^id him to exccll in that as well as in other Abilities of the mind* 
As for his natural temper and difpolirion, he was a manoff*reat ingenutty,of much can* 
dor and fwcefncfs ; They which knew liim in(imjtcly,judgcd him to have as noble and 
generous a foul, and to be as (ar (rotn any thing that favoured of a biCc^ difingcnuous, 
and fordid Spiri(,as ^vcr any that tlicy knew. \h was exceeding Affable, and Courte- 
ous unto all, and that without the Itatl (bcw or fufpition of fccking his own ends in 
it; His tamper inclined him to be pleating untoall^without morolity* and there was not 
the meat.'.'li Pafon which could fay, that he was negledtcJ or dcfpifcd by him. He 
was very carctui to^ive a due re(pc(f^ unto all, and never was any more curious to 
pay a jiill reverence to thofc that were above him in r:!nk and quality, 

_ In his Dcportti.ent and Behaviour he uas huiriblt, fwcct, and candid i as ready Wi 
to hear rithcrs fpcak as to fpcak hin.felf, and ufually he would giveolhers leave to fpcak "* 
before him. This Ctcgcthcr with his Graccy was ckvatcJ to fuch an height, as that, 
ihe word of mpnhaU not any evil to fpcak o( him. And yet (that which is not com- 
mon, but foincwiut rare to be met with; aliho his nattir a) cjandor and Abilities were 
fuch, yet was he a man of great Prcfencc and Authoiiry. I Ic fcldom fpake in any fc- 
rioiis mattcr.but his fpttch carried with it a wondcrlul jnJ peculiar kind of Authority ;

be fofrcc, whillt tlicy were with him, as when they were among others.

^Shc whom he took to Wife was a very godly and iincerc Woman, though (he walked in 
darkntfs and had no AfTurancc of Gods love the grcatctl part of her life, yet when (he 
lay fick and was upon her death-bed, (he complaining that (he had no afTurance of Gods 
love, or that whtn (he tiicd Osc (hould be received intoglory, MlRow bcfought the Lord 
vcrycarncdlyfor her, and the Lord was fo far prevailed with, that a little bc(aTe her 
dcathjhc gave her aduranccof being received into his heavenly Kingdom, and this in a 
more than ordinary manner. 

^,.^-At'tcr Mr. Rotret Marriage he continued in his Father- in-laws houfe at Finlwv in Pr- Pi 
tftrflnrc (our ycars i a place enriched with divers worldly contentments, but all imbitter- **

Kotp being now weary ot living any longer in the houfe of his Father- in-Law, 
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to fcf the afoiefiitd rcafon, and hearing that tlicfc was an able IVcachcr at Crtditon, he i c- 
moved his Family and iMbitation thither, on purpofc to enjoy the ntcansot Grace, and 
continued there to his dyin^ day : And be would often exhort his Children and Ac- 
qitaintancc, that in cltoofin^ an habitation, their lirO care fhould be lu plant thcmfclves 
under a godly and powerlulMiniHry, and for this purpofc adding rhat Text, Can*. 
I, 8; Ci» jertb ly tbe Faotfiept tf the Fl9c\^y and feed thy Kidi bffidet tin Shepherds Itntu 

Mot long after hii coming to Crr^/ZM, he was made HigbCot^lable^ in which office he . 

continued twenty years » in which place his care, diligence, and 2caJ was fuch^ for fup« 
picflingand punifhin^ of Vice,that his name became a terror tothe wicked and prophane. 
And his prudence, charity, and compailion were not inferior to his zeal. Fur hcufcd 
lirfl to feck to win C/Tcnders by good Counfcl, and gentle Admonitions, before he would 
ufc the f*. verity of the Law again(l them i and he had a fpecial care to let men fee that 
Iiis heat was not againA their Perfons but againil their Vices .* And fuch was Gois pre- 
ftnce with him, (uch the Authority and Majcfiy uhichihone in hii carriage, that al- 
tliou^h he was forced to punifh many for their mifdcmcancurs,yct none had power fo - 
much as to lift up an hand againd him. . One inilancc is remarkable. 
^ A certain RufKan being puniflicd by him, for fome grofs mifdvmcannr.rs, vowed that 
the next time he met him he would Hub him, and being put into the (locks, his rage 
wasfuch, that not being able to have his Will upon Mr. Kw, he ftruck at rlc Hones 
with his Knife for very mad nefs: Yet afterwards when he met Mr. Koip, ami might 
have had opportunity to revengchimfclf upon him, yet the Lord fo overpowred him 
that he was as a man llruck dumb, and had not a word to fay. 

Many of his Friends that knew his abilities, often folicitcd him to take the Office of 

a Juflice of a Peace, but fuch was his humility and modeily,that he would by no means 
yield to it, U>ing he had neither Abilities, nor an Liiatc Ht for it, and thit it was a way 
to make Authority contemptible when Inferior pcrHms were put into fuch Places. He 
was very circumfped^ to cut olF alt occafions ot O/fcnccfrom fuch as would be ready to 
take it. Eeingufedin his younger days to ftioot in the lonj» Bow for his Rccrcarion, 
i.ncc meeting with an Oflendcr againll the Law, he rebuked him for it. The man an« 
iwLXf^^jyhy tnayl not as vrtH doihit as ywjhoot vritb a Btfw/ Upon this he laid it afide 
and would never fhoot afterwards. 

Hewasof a very peaaable temper : He would never foment differences, but (ought 

all he could to compofe them. If any jarring was between him and any orher!«, the 

i2v.\i was ufually theirs, bccaufe he could not comply with their corruptions, but fought 

tikir Rcfcrmation. He was a great Peace-maker, and (pent much of his time in 

compc^fing differences an)ong neighbours and friends : Many Law Suits he prevented ( 

many difkrcnces between near Kclations^he reconciled >and the Lord fo blcffcd thcfe 

his endeavours, that he was fcldonfi free from fuch imployments.^ Upon an occalion he 

«— fald to a Relation of his, that he might have cncreafed hisEflatc much more, had he 

^^ fpent that tiuic in profecuting his own aHairs which he fpcnt in the bufinefTcs, of other 

men. He made made other mens occafions and conditions his own the deeply Sympathized 

"^ with their difirefres,artd in his Praycs he would as affcdlionately Pray for tliem as for 

hiiiifelf : And when he had undertaken their bufinefTcs, he would Ad as vigoroufly in 

their behalf as if it were his own concerns, though he neither fought nor reaped any 

advantage to himfcif by it, ^ 

...^He was Forty years old e*re he attained that great blcifingof AfTurancei But having 

once obtained it he never loft itv fo that he enjoyed the comfort of it for above Thirty 

years: Andashimfelf faid, he maintained it by a diligent andconflantufc of all the 

means of Grace, both publick and private, and by taking an account of his hcart,at Icail 

once every day. -And that at fometimes he had more fpccial Experience of rhe 

Witnefs and Teflimony of the Spirit, together with that of his own > concerning 

^0m fvhich himfelf thus expreffes it in a Letter to a Friend: In anfwcr to your dclire to 

receive ^ few of my thoughts and experiences concerning the Witnefs, or TeQimony 

of the Spirit in A/furancei

. — In his accounts which he made up every day, the method that heufcJin hisMedita* McJiurioB. 
tion, was to conlider what God had done for him, and what his carriai'.c had been to* 
wards God \ And he fiiJ, when hcconlidcrM what Gods carriage towards ^im had been, 
ihcre he faw that God had been doing him good in a conliant tenor .> But when he rc« 
ficdled upon himfclf, there he faw many failings^ whereupon hefiid, there was no A- 
dion done by him that was ever f^gotxl, b.ic there was fomc ciraundaiiee or other 
tlwt he faw himfwif iuipertcdt and dctrdtivc in : AnJ he faid, I have accomud it a ^^rtat 
pitchy when the Lord hjthflnttid mefome dcfelis in my beji Asians that I maffjt clean out of my 
ftlfunto Jefitt Chriji: By this eontiant pradticc ot his in reviewing his Lilc and Adtions, 
hckcptiTtuch nuvard peace uf Conicience:AnduruaIly,atthectorcot the day, after the 
catling up of his accounts and fervent Prayer, the Lord made it out out to him, that all 
wasuaidoncd : And by this means at the lali he attained to as an habitual a pcrlWalion of 
the love ot God asmofi have attained unto, fo that he walked in the light of Gods coun- 
tenance from day to day. Much of his Prayers were, that his faith might be fo 
firengthened as to fee and behold the k>veof God in all the paffagcs of his Life, that 
(with Abraham) he mi^ht give the Lord glory by bclicv:n;». 

^ He was vvry jealous of lofingthis bldltdpriviledge, namely, the fenfe that he hid '" 

of the love of God and the light ot his countenance that he walked in. Hcfaid,they-^ 
were two things that he mainly dtfllred of God ; Firlf, that having been a ProfefTor of ^ 
Religion fo long, lie might be kept frame fcandalous fins. Secondly, That God would ^ 
not hi(!e his face from him \ Saying, that he was a man of a low Spirit, and (hat with* 
out Godik prcfcnce \x could not fublifl..

Lord atfevcral times, and upon feveral occafions > ufually when he laid him down 
torcli at ni^'hr, he ha J the pr«)mifc Sealed to him t Vcartnt —— 1 am thy (ftidd^ and 
thy (xccdin^ Great Rcivard. When he ha J been begging fueh a pitch ot Holini.-ft, the 
Lord hath Jiinted to him, I mil fatujiethce : When tlu l-ord took away his tirll Witc, 
whereupon he was troubled howtodilpofcof his Childrtn, the Loril coiiiiorted him 
with (his.* Hhyart thine but fjr a ti>nc^ b.tt they are mine for rvcr.^ Having been cxer- 
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cifed with a fit of the Scone, he wrote thus to a friend : tbtft sreto Itt yon k>ioip bom 
Fatherly the Lmd Jtaletb with Mt : lh9 tgUQtd^ yet not forfak^n, Ibat tvhieb fmeient §U 
my AgUQiMt i/, ibe inward Peace wbicb the Lord it f leafed f give tne in all my out* 
ward fain. When he was in any fpecial Hraic or dilficulty, and needed Counfcrl what 
to do, the Lord did always, tirft or hU f after his earoell fcciting to hin^ make 
his way plain unto him. 

^'^.^The Lord did alfo many times give him fccret hints what he was about to do. 

funirecvcvr which alfo came to pafs according to thefc Scriptures, ffal, 25.14. the fccret of the l.nd 
it mtb tbem that fear bim : Cen, 1 8. 1 7. Sball 1 bide from Abraham ibe thing that ld3>\\ hen 
any great thing was approaching Relating to himfcif , his family , or the Church, 
he had ufually (bme intimations from God beforehand concerning ir.^^n a time 
he was obfcrved to be very fad, faying that God intimated to him that he would 
make fomc change in his Family , but what it would be he knew not i and he made 
this.ufeof it^ to fee his Houfc in order « and not long after the Lord took away a 
near Relation^ which proved a great afflidlion to him. And tho the Lord did many 
extraordinary things, and fuch as were not ufualor common, yet did he not cxpc^ 
them, neither did he (as Luther fpcaks of himfclf) indent with the Lord that he 
(hould give them unto him, much Icfs would he boaO of things of this rwhcrcoHic 
had many ) unto others. He was content with the plain, naked word of God, uiiich 
he magniHcJ, and all his (ludy and delight lay therein ; And tho he met with ma- 
ny extraordinary things in his own experience, yet fpakc he oi them fcldom, and 
but to a few V which (he faid^ he did, partly to prevent Spiritual pride, and pjcdy 
le/l weaker Chri(iians fhould be difcoura^ed , who had not attained to what the 
Lord haddoiic for himi and partly that fuch as never knew what belonged to fuch 
things might not make a Scoff at them when they heard them. 
---He was much in Prayer, and had a fmgular ability in Meditation, ard this made 
him a wife Man, and a wife ChritHan, He would (cldomc anfwcr any fcrious mat- 
ter, but he would hifl pauCe a while. He was much delighted in a faying o( Dr. ?rttU 
Mty 'that the Creattfi Mmftrt are the befi Artifit. He was io much taken up in Medita- 
tion, that he found himfclf much fpent by it, and would fay, That Meditation vpus a 
ffending thing. Sometimes in a Morning before he rofe, he would be Meditating 
anlx>uror two together : When he was riding, or walking abroad (if he was alone) 
he would Hill be in Meditation. When he went about his worldly allairs, he would 
contrive them before hand, and fpcnd what fpare time he had in Heavenly contem- 
plation |, He fcldom prayed in feact, but would fit himfclf for it by Meditation i Say, 
ing,-hc preferred afhort Prayer after long Meditation^ before a long Prayer witliouc 
Meditation v-When ever he heard a Semion, he fpent a confiderabic time in Meditat- 
ing upon what he had heard. 
_ He ufcd to fay, Ibat if Itetpert in a place jpberdn he might bate cpportitnity */ bearing 
mm than Ifw Sermant a day^ be fitould not liks it fi mU to bear much^ unltfs In could 
have liberty f digefl it by Meditation, ^ \n Meditating upon the things he heard, he 
would diligently look into all the Texts that were quoted t often fpeaking of that 
famous Inltance of the Bereant^ of whom the Holy Ghofl teflifies, that they were more 
Noble than thofc of tbtffalonica^ becaufe tbcy fearcbed tin SeriptHret^ whether tbofe 
tbingt mre fo. This Meditation helped him greatly, infomuch that by a diligent 
inquiry into the Saiptures, and mufing upon what he had heard, he wasfomctimes 
carried much farther than what the Minifkr had touched upon : And wiien he came 
to repeat thofe Sermons in his Family fas his conflant Practice was) having MeJi- 
• lated upon them before-hand , he would clear up thofe pailagcs as had muit diffi- 
culty in them, or that had been delivered iTM>re darkly. And if the Preacher was of 
meaner parts and gifts, and what he had delivered mip,ht not fcem fo ufcful, he 
would fo explain, and illuilrate what he heard, that the Sermon was^ always rcn- 
dred profitable in his Repi-ririon of it. 

After his Ktpeiiiion on the Lordt dayt^ heufed to call his Children and Scrxarts to 

an account of what they had learned of that which had been taught > If any had been 
carelcft, he would admonilh and reprove them for their negligence, and Ihtvt them 
the danger they were in , by reafon of their unprolitablenefs under the means of 
Grace : Such as were apt and forward to remember, he would commend and cncuurai^e 
them, often mentioning that Speech of our Saviour, To bim that bath ^ flnll nme be 
giveui Bitt from bim that bath not^ Jhall be tjl^n away even that wbiib be both, /"And, 
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ffho where there was occafion, he would (peak with great Authority, yet when he came 
to difcourfe with his Children and Servants about (hcic things, he wouU fpeak with 
Riuch tamiliarity and condcfccntion to thtmcancftof their capacities, tliereby inlinu- 
ating himfcll' into their affections begetting a Love in tlwm to the word, and taking 
Opportunity thcrc&y to nuke things more plain and ea()' tothcir iindcrflandingt. 
.^ He was ii.uchandti'cqucnc in I'rayer: He often prayed with his Wifcalraici And Fr 
when any^rcat occalion Icll out in the Day, he would retire into his Clodt to ask ^ 
GNinfel, aikl a Binning from the Lord. Ever>' Month he kept a private Fall b^' him* 
felfi (bdidcswhar hediJ upon emergent occafioosj tofcekthc Lord, and the better 
topiepreliimicU for the Lords Supper, at which timealfo he had much upon his 
heart the conccrnmrms of the Church t when ever any afili^ion bcfd himi or any in 
his Family, or of his Relations, his conlbnt courfe was, to feck the Lord in an 
extraoTilinary way. And if there were any great bulincfs that he was to undertake, 
or any great /trait wherein he needed divine CounfJ , or Fioredion, he t\\\\ f.t 
time apart in a nnore than ordinary manner , unto which lie uted to liave (bmc 
gracious return or other. 
^.^^And bcfiJcs his fir times of Prtyer , he was frequent in holyEjiculationi, which 
proceeded from the Spiritual frame of his heart > he was very pun^ual in ke^'piog 
his times and fcafons tor Prayer, Reading, and Meditation. Tlio hisworUly bu- 
(Incis were fumctimes very urgent, yet was he always very k>th to abridge himfcltin 
his wonted courfc for holy exercilb, and if at any time he was abridged of his lull 
time, he would redeem the next opportunity , to regain whjt time he had lull. 
He ufcd to (ay, that when he did haAen over holy duties out ofan eager dc(ire to 
follow his worldly bufir.efs, he did many time meet\%ithacrofs in them, but when 
he did (pcnd hisordinaiy time, God did make his other BuGncfs to profper the better \ 
or if not, his mind was brought tofubmitto the Willof God. 
^,. In all his i'raycrs, whether alone or with others, his heart was greatly affc^cd and A 
Carried out with much holy Zeal and fervency. In his old age his heart would of- 
ten melt and be diilolvid intoTcais, and his affedions ftcmcd to be as vigorous as 
the affections of young converts % when he joyncd with othcis in Moly duties he was 
ht (luiit reniifs and cureUfs carriage^ His deportment wasfb Reverent, and mix- 
ed with (uch affcdtions that the Minifler under whom he lived, would profeff, that 
he found him(clf much quicked by obferving his lively alIcC>ions.* If at any time 
he found a deadnifs coming uf>on him, it grieved him more than any outward ^/Hid^i- 
on. In a Letter wherein he had fpoken of a b<jdilv di/lvmpcr, he adJ^ thisi ?bjt 
which troMhUi me now is tU di\\cmfcr of my Spirit \ hfcjufi I find my ftlf Itft Ihtlyin 
holythingy and more nnaciwe than formerly : Xtjirrday (bicjftd be Cod) I found fome re* 
vtving, 

^ -Ithc awoke in a Morning before his ordinary time, yet he would get up j and his 
manner was to fpcnd lome time in Meditation, tor the moll part about the great 
work of our Kedcii^ption, and on the Lternil SacriHce of the LoiJ Jtfus which 
he oflfercd up to his Father for the taking away of his peoples lin^ .* And he ufcd to 
Couiifcl his Children, every morning to take a turn at the Croft of Chri^^ and to think 
of hiiSulleiings which (laid hej will be a means tomakc you love (Jirili the more. 
As he dreilcd himtelf in amorning, he would dtop fonic holy InOrutflions or other a* 
mong thole that wcic about him i and when he wis ready, hishrll work was toretire 
into his Clollt , where he fpcnt a conliJcrabIc time in Reading^ .Meditation, and 
Prayer. 

. Every morning he read fome part of the Scriptures, with fome Commentary upon 

the fame, clpecially with Calvint Expofition^ which he much delighted in tor the 
Spiiituatity , and fot i J ncfs thereof. 

-Having ended his private Devotions, he ufcd to call his Family together, to whom n* 
he Comir.unicatcd wiiat he had learned by his own Meditation, and by what he had i^, 
learned from the Authors which he read : And whatfocver his worldly bulincts 
were,he would rarely omit this cxccrcife in his Family. Andfuch was his modcliy 
andhunJhty in mannaging this hutincfs, that he would tell them, that he would not 
take upon him to interpret the Scripture, but only would communicate to them wV.-.t 
he had learned Irom Judicious Divines. By this conflant courtc of Reading and Me- 
ditation be became expert and mighty in the Seripture<» fothatin his Family duties, 
he would open the Scriptures with much cicarncfs of Judgment, the Lord enduing him 
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wilKa more than Ofdioary ability to make things plain and familiar to the men 
capacity: And when he came to apply things to thofc of hisown Family, he wo 
carefully confider every ones condition, and thofc whom he tea red to be Dill in 
State ot nature, he would lay open to them the danger of their prcfcnt conUitii 
and what a fad thing it was for them to remain out of Chri^ \ And whatever 
matter was that he had been fpcaking of, his Exhortation lUlI was, to prc(<; th^n 
look after Ctmft^ in whom the Father had laid up all Grace, and from whom t 
muH cxpcdl to receive all Graces And his exhortations were fet on with great i 
ihori'y: And there wjsfo great a prefence of God with him, that many CbcHdes 
own Family; who occaiionally came to his Houfe, andheardhim, will have cauf 
CUfsOod for him to all Eternity.

,^\c was very fenfible of the leaf) Mercy, and a curious obferver of every Provi- 
dence. When at another time his Houfe had been -in danger of burning, writing to 
a near Relation , he thus exprr/Ted. himfclf. The Lord maks nt really Thankful ^ and 
Useb Mt vrhjt to rendtr for all Mereiet and deliverances \ Efpecially for that great ddrvtrjnee 
from xrrathtoeomt'y and ft the Inipe of Eternal Life^ which Cod^rcbj cannot lyt^ hjt't pro* 
mifed. He was very cuiious in oblcrving the Icafl check or rebuke from FroviJer.cc 
in every thing that bcfcl him. And upon the leafl efofs, he would prcfcuily hum- 
ble hinddf bllbre the Lord, and pray that he might underlUnd his meaning ia 
it. 

— 'His great defign was, that he might glorifie God in his whole Convcrfationi Ila 
Audiouily watched all opportunities for that end ; And his great Prayer was, that 
wertvtr he came, he might either do or receive good : And prayed, that wc might 
not only Glorifie God, but that we might do it intentionally.

.^Ue was eminent in Religning himfclf, and all he had to the Will of God. ft was 
his conflant prad^ice to pray his Will into an one-nefs with the Will of God. He 
obfervcd that it was very incident to our natures to dcHrc to bring down Gixls Will 
toours, butitwas much better to prayupour Wills into hi$. When any difliculty 
did occur, andhii natural afTe^ions, and inclination would hive carried hirn fucti a 
way, hisrirll work was. not to prayfo much that he might obtain that which na* 
Cure would defirCf but that his Will might b? brought up to the Will of God, and 
that his Spirit migh be brought to an Holy inditfcrency, and the Lord eminently an- 
fwcred him herein.

^ Mouib: And God haih appointed Fajhri and Tejclnrt for the perfiUing ofSuirts. And

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coacerning Miniflers advice, he would fir .% thn mbieb thyf^jkjm tf de Fulfil it u h 
preferred kefire thst tpfficb ibiy fpejl^ occafntHalty, sad in a mtre frtvjte way tf dfjlcmrft : 
Tor it it to ht fnPpcfed tbst tbey bsvt t»nfultei mud} mtb Cod snd bjvt fimdiid , smd 

frsyed hsrd for tint vbicb tbey delmr in publi^ sndtbtrejertwmtsmbefityistobt imm

^^Hisddireuas to be always in thccxcrcile of grace, and to mind and attend pre* 
fent duc)'. He was much plcafcd uith thr fjying ot'a Godly Minillcr : Tbjt j Cbn:U- Ha csocift of 
an ought to btjlivjyi in duty: And according to this, hcmadeif his great lludy to Ci>ti- ^^^^ 
lidir what it was that God called him unto for the prcfkiit, and what the prdcntduiy 
wasthat God put him i.pon. When he went to vilic any one, he wouldconliJcr what 
his Call was to go, ami what opportunity he might have to door receive »ood ; And 
he much kwaikd necdlcfsand Coi/<p!cmental viHts, as things that did cat up, and 
conri:nic much prctious time. >\hcnhc ufid any bodily Recreation, he would do 
it as Duty, faying, That it ivanbe fP^ill of Cod tbji tre Jhould endesvour the frefervMiouof 
bealtb : And when he ft>llowcd his Earthly affairs, ho would ^o it ai Duty, Tiying, 
Jlutitvojt the Jf^iQ of Cod that rtt fho.tld hnourbim ins fart ieuLtr Calling. And htl 
great care was to make this paitici'lar Cabling (ubfcivKnt to his General Calling! 
AndiiisgreJt cndravcur was, Co to order hi> baitliN ^A'air, ilut they might not 
juUlc out the duties of Religion, nor himlclf to be abridged by them orconvcnicnt time 
for the more immcdiirc fcrvice ul God. 

'Bythcfc iT'Ljns Religion was become Hi Spiritually natural to him, that lie fcemrd 

wholly to be turned into it .* Whatever he did and fpakcy for the moA part, did not ReTipoa be- 
only favour of Grace , but it fcenicd to be wholly guided and adtcd by Grace.* c^^^Mwal 
Not but that he hjd the remnants of the body of Death, which ht. bitterly complain- *^ "'' 
ed of, but Grace hadfo grc«tafway and command in htm, that there washttlcelfc 
but Grace that appeared smoothers. 

^^-^Hchathfayd, that when he was Carnal, he could have wiiKed many of the Cbm- 
mandmcnts razed out of the liibic, hut now he found his heart in (bme meafure made 
fuitable to the Law. He never thought his Heart to be in a tight temper, but when he 
could delight in the ways of God , and he ufcd frequently to mention that Text: 
BUJftdijfbe Man tbut feanth tbe Lffrd^ and deli^htetb greatly in hit Comnundmenit, He 
tooK fuch delight io the wiys or God, andiound (binucli fati^fadion in ihcm, that 
he fpake thus with much fciioL^iicIs iJf I vnre fmre ^ tbat at diet tbo Biojl^ fo diet the 
Man \ yet wonld I n/t chufe to he otbtrwije than I am* 

^ Oncut hi«n)o(i eminent Graces was his faith and living upon Chnj}^ which was 

the true Ruut truin whence his other gr«.at attainments in Chnlhanity did atife. . It f^fini^bf 
was the great work of his Lifwtogo wholly out of himfclf, and to live wholly upon l'*aidionChnfi 
Cbrifiiot all. x-Tl^cl'c were lomc of his frequent cxpreflions in Prayer: Taksur wholly 
out o/fcif, andtftour trhole dependance be upin Chrill Mak^ ut one Spirit trith Chriff, 
and let Mt ^ aHed hy hit Spirit, that fotvetmy not live fo much at Chritl may live in ut. 
It hjth pleafed the Father^ that in him jhwld all fulneft dvell : Out of hit jnlntft let nt 
rectii'e firaee fjr gr.ice. Jhnu haji appitvted him to he Jf^fdom, Righteouneft^ SanQtfieation^ 
even all in all to thy feople : Lnrdmaksbtm Jo to ut, 

..«— This was his conflant and molf familiar kin.l of Language, and as the bent of hit \ 

Spitit lay mo/l this way,.>/o he counted it his greatcA perfedtion. To fcMne that high- 
ly cllccir>cd him for his great mcafnre of holinefs, he fayd: 7//r hifln^ thing that I 
have attained tOy it togoqnite and clean out of my Jelf and to role myfelf vrboOyuponthe f^aeo 
ofG*>d in ChiuK Herein he imitated the holy Apolile Saint Vaml ^ wh^), after the 
grcat'.ll mcaliirc of holinefs that he had attained, yet was it his great dclire to hz 
found in Chriii, This Holy Minwasfo curious in this point, of living intirrlyup^m 
Cbriii^ as thai he never fufpcdtcd himfclf more, or thought worfe of himfe If, thanwhwa 
he foundia Iccrct inclinarion to look to fomwhat in himfclf, and could not nod hiinfcU fb 
clearly brought otl toadts ot Si It denial : \\ hereupon he fayd ; I have htin ap* tttjncU.^t 
viy condition tunrhy of hte^btcoMJe trhtn IhavefpHndthing/amif/inme^ andbaie f^nndont any 
Salve^ I rvoHid be i]Micty and did not deny my l<tf fiiSy tc rcji on the grace of God in Lhrii^. 

.^..^He oiten exhorted hii Children that they ih mid labour to deny thciufvlves more 
and more, and Itudy Cbriii , and learn htm more and more : H: was fcircccver 
kno'vn to give any holy lf.Hhor tar ions fin which he wis moll frequent an.l alnm* 
dant J but llill he would be lurcin the clofc toadvife th.m to Kiok to Chn.i for all 
Graa \ and whacfoevcrduty Iw exhorted them to, h; would thU put thcin in mind 
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fhilthe Gnce and ftrcngfh fay which chey wercfo perform this, was to beexpcd^. 
cd from Ck^ alone. 
.^^Hc was as eminent for living by Faith on the PromifTes as on the perlbn of 
Ctr^, reitirigupon the Lord in all his Hraits. When he cooU but take Sinduary in 
Ibme promiic, and And out (bmc word of God for his Faith to red upon« h«. thought 
himicif (afet He delighted to fpeak of that paffigeof ^f^rj^jnr, that Ahrabam gavt 
gftry f GmI ky Mieviiig^ : He thought that fhehigcA wav of honouring God was to 
truti him upon his naked word and promife. Indeed he was often afTiuIted with 
Temptations of InHdcJIty, but thefe did but quicken him to pray more fervently, and 
in the concluiion, by thefe (bakings his Faith got the deeper Root. The chief llream 
of his Frayeri in his Elder years ran this way, that he might not fiaf^tfitr sttbe promift 
thnmgbwiMufi That he might be ef^MJhtd intht Faith -, and that his Faith might ntt 
faii\ And the Lord anfwered him herein: For his Faith held out in its ftrength to 
the very lafl. 
....-whenever he was in any flraltor difficulty, and knew not which way to turn, the 
Lord did fo bear up his heart by believing, that he would make out his way at I aft, and 
provide for his comfort fome way or other. Speaking to a near Relation, of fon^ 
touches of the Stone, and other inHrmitics that he laboured under, he added: But the 
Ltfd fafparti mts inwhtm I tmfi alftthstbe wiU fupptrt mt. Telling his Friends that 
he endeavoured to anfwer their rcqucll in praying for them, he fjyd, that he did in- 
deed pray for th.em daily, but it was with much weaknefs and inHrmiry • yet (fayd he) 
•ttrtrnft iff a€ctflanct intht Ltrd Jcfus Chrift, ir(w fit tat the right band cf tbt Father^ 
and mJsgt rftjutfi fir at, 

^ ^That which was the Crown of all his Graces was his great Humility. As his Gra« 
ces and experiences were extraordinary, fo he had more than an ordinary meafure 
of Humility. He frequently ufcd that exprcflion of Saint PW, that he was the great* 
eft of tinners. There was no corruption that he fet himfclf more againftthan Spi* 
titual Pride. He would often mention that of the Apoftle Saint Petft -% God rrfifii the 
trond^ bnt givetb grace f the hmmhle. Whenever he begged any other Grace of God, 
he ftili begged Humility, as that which muft prepare him, and make him capable of 
receiving that Grace. He ufed thus to exprefs himfclf ; Emfty ut tf felf, that sve 
■My be full with thy fidneft : That we may receive more grace, mal^ ut more hmmhle. He 
ufcdalfb to warn and admonifti others to beware of Spiritual Pride; if^aich f fayd 
he) agaii^ that Stratagem tf Satan, tpberemiih he nfiially affamheth Soult in the Cremb 
cf Sfiritual Ciftt^ fpbicb it, te fuffthem mf ivitb Tride, 

S-^c alfb would fpeak thus : As he fayd. Fight not againji fmaV or great^ but only 4- 
gainfithe Kingof lCne\ , So fay /, abotft all^ fight againji felf, and Pride, Writing to 
a near Relation, he fayd : Truly I find in every Vayt fncceff the Ebullition of that re* 
mainder of pride in me, and I rtjoyce at your fenfxbility of it, and 1 have you in remembrance 
at to thit very thing, Ithin(Imty fay, dayly, Thohewasmoft fenfible of the Airing 
of Pridein himfeU, yet by his long and daily prayingand ftriving againft it, he got fo 
great a Vi^ry over it, that others who beheld him, never faw greater dcmonftrati- 
onsof Humility in any than in him. 

^e was never known toboaftof his own Excellencies, but he would often fpeak 
of his Infirmities, that fo ^as he ufed to fay) God mi^XHr have the more Glory, 
and himfclf fliame. -When he fpake of Gnd or in the caute of God, he would fpeak 
with great Authority, as ever any one of fo private a capacity ufcd to do : But when 
hefpake of anything relating to himfclf, he would ftill abate himfclf, and manilcft 
the greateftlowrlincfsof mind and fclf-dcnial ', and he liked not that others fhould 
think too highly of him. Writing to one whom he feared to efteem him too much, 
he fayd : 7binl^of me no otl>erwife than you fee me: Only I hope J have obtained mercy to 
be faithful. 
.^.^^Hisgrcatcarewastoputoffall from himfclf and toattribute all to the free Grace 
of God, as Saint Paul fayd: Not I, but the Grace of Cod in me. And when he was 
carried oiittoanyfpccialor eminent excrcifc of Grace, he would fay. I have received 
Grace ttdothit or that duty, or to believe thit or that particular Promife, It was his fre- 
quent faying: Let ut remember to expM at from him, and to afcribe alt to him. When he 
heard ot the Grace of God in others, he ufed much to rujoyce in it, and he was never 
known to envy the Gifts or Graces of others, but rcjovccd exceedingly to hear of thtm, 
and blcffcd tlie Lord for them as for him(elf. He lorcd holincfs for holincfs fake, 
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and therefore when he fiw ic in any, he rejjyccd in ic ts much as if it haj been in Jiim* 
fdf. Hearing of rhc Grace of C7o4 bJlowcd upon fome, he fayd; Bitjfed lie tit Ltrd 
fjr evtf and aw, J^ho are rre thai nt fltoutd be sbie tt will sny tbing jjter tUi Jtrt ' 

7bi Lord k^e^ it in the fnrpofe §f wr hejrtt fjr ever^ snd frtpjn our beirts t9 bim,^Thc 

l»reat thing which he be^cd of God for hiinfcU', and his near Relations w4f,J4l^c "

....'-Herein lay the perfe^inn of h\% grace, and wherein he came nearcH to tbc SainCt 
in heaven , ihit tho he dcH^d to be n)Oll fctvicable^ and to be carried torth in the high- 
eO way of cxcrcillng grjcc, yet when all was done, hedclircd not to be c)cd, or look* 
ed upon the more ) but hi< great deflre was, that all that was done, might bc(ccn to, be 
of God, ami that God nui;liibe aiimircdthc more. ^Writing to a near Kclatioa» he 
fayd; I [tray that Codtrillmjkf »*fecf my ftlf and ym in fneba vtay^ as that God aloMt 
maybe feen', and rwnot tjkin noticf of at all: Ihai bt nuybave tlft Clary ^ and w^noibt 
feen^^Hc mightily rcjoyccd to(ce Religion honoured.^. When an old Chriitian, rhac 
had been a p'ofclforof Religion many years, died, and had held out in his I'rokT- 
(ion to the end, without any llain upon his ConvcrCation, he famed to be tranfport- 
cd with an extraordinary joy, and could hardly fpcak of it without Tcars.^O,fa)d he, 
fitebanonebjtbltftni) fi lin behind Nm, 

.^ He was greatly cire<^hd with a fcnfe of Gods difpenfattons towards the Land; If Faflmcand 
there were any li^'usof Gods difplcafure, and Judgments from God kcmidtubcap* •^••J*'' 
preaching, or if the Land lay under Judgments for the prefcnt, hiscourfcwastohum- 
olehiatfclt in a'morc than ordinary manner, and Itirre-d uphimfclfto pray with the 
more fervency. .He ufcd to fay, th.^t he looked above the Inllrumcnts, and feconJ 
caufc&t and to tranCadall between God and him, and toconllder wliat it was that 
God aimed at iu every difpenfition. In the time of our late troubles, he wrote to 
a near Relation thus :^ff^t haUbcre nitb us as httd a llmndcr at I ctr Inard, Our H-tifi ^*«* * 
in vpIhcU 1 XV Jt did flijl^ : 7/»; Li^hning ^Ifo traf fxtraordinary^ fueb at I never fasv in jO 
my Lift.^lftt'iidto Jiebotv it came forth at the BreM^nft of tin Clondj^ and!

J bilievt that one end of otir trouble i may betok^put up in a fervent frame of praying: that 
we may pray our fehvi m^re ani m >re^ into that heaven hks Converfation \ ii% wicb tU Aniient 
Saints have been nuhUd to out' live their trouhlet > and foltruji fhjB we, 

^Hc wasa mJu ot a lound J.idgincut and molt liable in the Faith, infoinueh that, h^, fop,^„^* 
tho he had been a prokMor ot Religion for many years, and lived in fuch a time invhcFaUh. 
wherein fo many opinions and errours fprang up, yet he never took up, much Icfi 
was fond of any private, particular, or Nove-l opinion. But he always prcierr«.d 
the old Divinity , and liked that Do^rinc bell, which he knew »o be held and 
uumtaincd , by the generality of Godly , Sober, and OrlWox Divines. When he .

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perceived thattiiT were led afide into unfound tnd corrupt principles, by Satjns 
fubfihy , tnd their own weik Judgment, he would pray with grcic conipalJion anJ 
tendcmelf for f heir reduAion and rccovcty. 

^ Indeed herein he war very enninenn tnflead of cenfuring others or quarreling with 
them about their opiniont, hedid Conrcientioufl|r fct hiinfclf to pray for them \ and is 
he had opportunity, hewouid, in the Spirit of meekncfs endeavour, by fctting be 
fore them the cleareil and plaincft Texts of Scripture that oppofcd their opinions, 
to inform them in the Truth* And being fcnHbb how much the workofC^-z/f was 
hindncd by the falling awsy of many that had newly taken up the profciTionof Kc- 
li^.ion. to vain opinions • his Prayers ran much that way , that the Lord would 
pleafe to reduce wandring Souls , and he ufed to exhort others ro do rhc like : 
O/fjyd he J Itt Ml be ejmeft nriib mr C^d io ifiabUJh mtsndiifSy and all hit Peo^U 
inthfimibpftlH Ctjpel, 
His Charily 10^ - His Charity towards otheis was very Exemplary where hefaw any thing of Cik^/fl 
*""^ or fmcerity , tho mixed with fomc errours in Judgment, anJ accompanied with 

other infirmities « his Charity would pa(s over thoie defers , and embrace that of 
the grace of God that he apprehended to be in them: He loved to make the bc/l con- 
llrudHnn of the Adtioos of others, and if it could poUibly admit of a Candid inter* 
pretarion, he would be furc to conllruc it in that fenfc. It was a Rtilc with him, 
iiever to fpcak of the faults and failings of othas behind their backs, except it were 
in twucafrs « either that it mi.'ht fome way or other tend to the pcrfbns P\cfoimati* 
on, or clfc to warn others to take heed of fuchan one that might do them a mifchicf. 
Neither could he patiently endure to hear an evil report concerning others » and it 
was the mofl unplcaling dilcourfc to him, to hear the inHimitics ot others blazoned 
withenitacaufc. 
...^He was ready todiOributetothencceflitiesof otherstohis power, yea many times be- 
yond I V power.^ His Houfe was free and open at all times for the entertainment of God- 
•..ly Minillcts, and other good perfuns that came to viHthim.^ He was a Lover of Hof^i' 
. tallcy, and fpcnt a i»rcat part of his Eflate that way.^Few weeks pafTcd wherein his 
HouicNvasnuta receptacle to entertain, and lodge fome Godly perfon or other. ^And 
none could be freer, more hearty and ingenuous in the entertainment and refpedb that 
he gave unto others, whether they were his faiiiiliar friends, or Hrangers. ,^His Love was 
truly accordingto the Apullles Rule: Ltt Ltoebtrntbutt Jijjimnlatifin : And all the en* 
terrainnicnt lie gave, mf|^ltteafily be difccrned to be done with all hishcart i and he 
P^ refoyccd that he had an opportunity toexpreGhis kindncfs to thcm.^Hedid Confci* 

3 cntioufly fct apart fome pon ion of his Lilatc yearly for pioiis ufcs ^ Seme part where- 

^ ol he gave tO|!odly Minillers , another part in a yearly allowance to young Students 

at the tiniverlity, and the other part to poor and necctlitous people, as providence 
gave occation : Eefides, his Doors Miniflrcd a conflant relief (o the poor of the place 
where he lived, who were very numerous. 
,^^Hq was very jull and righteous in all his dealings with men : He would rather part 
with his own right than do the leafl wrong to any. ^When he drew near to his end, 
having beert intruded with the imployment of confiderable fgmmsofMony that be- 
k>nged to feveral perfbns, bis great care was to difpofc of things fo, and to put all into 
fuch an exadt Metlnxl, as that every one might have his own, and that none might re* 
ceive the leafl wrong or prejudice, which hedid to the general fatisfad^ion of all. 
Hevhcaade— -^Vhen anycametoconiplain to him of their difTcntioos, he would exhort them, firfl 
mfMknmcKu of all to make iheir peace with God and to endeavour to fct all right betwixt him and 
them, and then God would quickly turn the hearts of their Enemies to be at peace with 
them. He had th« general reputeof a Man fo jufl and unbyalTcd, that many times both 
the difTenting parties would refer the whole buflnefs to his finale d(.termination, and 
they were content to yield and Hand to what agreement he Ihould bring things to. When 
he went about fuch bu/»neflc$, he would ufually begin with Prayer.^ Being once calkd 
to make up a difference between fome nee r Relations^lie moved that they might /iril 
begin with Prayer, but one of the perfons there prefent declared his unvMllint^ncfs 
• ihereunro,^ whereupon he foon took his leave^ and fayd to a Friend that canu* a w^y with 
him :^0 ^ fluB be abtt tt Jo no good in it,^ In making up breaches, he was a< cartful to 
make the difij^reeing perfons friends, as to compofe thcdiffcrcnccs that were Lt ween 
them; And hchadan excellent dexterity to ufc Motives and Ar^urncntv taken , as 
veil from the Laws of the Land as from the Laws of God to prelstiiemto come to 

an 
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•0 Agreement.^ Such was hu Lore of peace, andddlre to promoec it, thit when it -^ 
hath been a matter of coft and fotncihing hath been (o be paid, and the party ihit wi* ^^ 
to pay it hath rcfufed to part with the Mony , rather than the brcai.ii (huuld not b: maJc ^^ 
up, he hath paid it out ofhis own Purfe. 

>^ Many times he had mony put into his hands by Come Godly pcrfons, to difpofc of i% VnX-nrv rvl 
hefawcaufc* which being known, when fome poor people havcccmxtuhimlbr re* ^*^f:Mu',.i 
]icf, he would always give them fome Spiritual Alms before he dilitiliutcJ the n« '^>* 
ther : And if any of them were guilty of any notorious and fcar.djlrusfin. he would en- 
deavour to make tham fcni'iblc of it, and to bring them unto lUptntuncc for the 
fame. 

— He was a great promoter and upholder of the meetings of C.hriliians lor Vraycr and '^ 
holy conference which tended to Spiritual Edihcation i^ but an tnciny ti>fucli mcctinrs '"*' 
where they nvct together to difcourfc oi State affairs, or to talk otopmions, and con- 
troverted points^ or where the time was fpent ma riy tor an Ollcntaiion at mcn^ parts 
and gifts, not aiming at the Spiritual Edincationof one another: And this ap()carc«l 
by the caution which he ufcd in (ettingdown Rules for the Ordering and regulating fucfi 
Chriflian meetings > which were thcfe. 
^^ I. They ought not to be in the time of publick Ordinances. 
^.^2. Nor to the hindrance of Family duties. 

. 3. Nor in places, or with per fons of an evil report. 

^ 4. Nor to the hindrance of Mens particular Callings. 

^^, Nor by night, or other fufpcdlcd times.

hint he was able, he continued to pray in and with his Family, and fpcaking fome- 
thing lo them out of the Word read « and when he found his fpirits (b low, and Co 
much fpcnt that he could not do fo much as formerly, he toldincm, that it was the 
grief or his foul that he could do no more for them. 
^^^.^ His deportment all the time of his ficknefs, and at his death, was fuitable to his Life. 
As he had lived £xcniplarily,fohe died Exem[)Iarily. The whole of his carriage was 
fas one who was juJicious,and an Eye witncls of it, telliriedj as if it had been a ilu- 
dicd piece, Hisgreat care was, that Grace oiight be fecn to a^ in him at his death, 
as his chief care had been to exprcfs it in his Litc.^Hc was naturally a n.an ot a timc# 
rous and fearful fpirit.

MAtthmHiU was born at Aldtfly in Gltnfteikirt^ Nwimbtr the (if t^^AnmCiri^i 
t6op. His Grandfather was K«Mrr /£t/r, an eminent Cluchier in tf^fittenVndar^ 
Htdge^ where he, an J hisAncellors had lived for many Dcfccnt^, and had given fcvcral 
pare. Is of Land for the ufeof the poor, which they enjoy to this day* 
. -This Ktf^rrt had got anEihteol Ten rhoufand pounds, which he divided almoft e- 
quallyamonghis five Sons, bcfide the Portions he gave with his Daug|itcrs. His Co 
cond Son wa« Kohcriy who married Joan^thc Diughtcr ofMattbe^ Toyntt of ^/Jrrfyf^Efq* 
of which Marriage there was no other iffue, but this one Son, whofc Grandfather (>)' the 
Mothers fid?, \%as his Godfather, and gave him his own name of M'ttbcv, 

His Father was a man of fuch a tender Confcicncc, that he gave over the pradlice of ' 
the Lavvj whcrcunto he had been bred, becaufc of fume things commonly pradifcd by — 
Lawyers, which fccm'.d to him contrary to that exadVncfs of Truth and Jufticc wliich be* 
came a Chriflian i wlicrcupon he withdrew himfclf from the InnsafCoitrty to live on his — 
Ettatc in the Country. ^ And thus we fee what care he had of his Soul, which ma'Ic him — 
forfike fo ^lainful a Profdlion, which might have enabled him to liafc raifcd his famu 
ly much higiicr* 

^ He was in the Country, very charitable to his Poor Neighbours whilft he lived, and - 
at iiis death, he left out of his fmall Eflatefwhich was but an hundred pound sfrr4««m)») 
twenty pound ^cr^awMf to the poor of /A^of/tf^, which this his Son confirmed to them, 
with foine Addition of his own, and with this Jircdlion, that it Hiould be diflributed a- 
mongpoor Houfe-kccpcrs, not to fuch as received Alms from the Parifh. , For to give 
to fuch, was only to cafe the Rich, who by Law are bound to relieve tfacm* 

But our A/iff/'m> was foun deprived of the happincfsof his Fathers care, and tnflru- 
dion. For as he had luA his Mother bct'ore he was three years old, fo now his Father 
died before he was five: So early he was call upon the Providence of God, which pro« 
videncc f on made up this lofs in fome good mcafure. For after fome Oppofition, he 
was committed to the care of Anthony Kingfcot of Kingfc0t^K(<p who was his next 
Kinfmin after his Uncles by the Mothers (ide. 

Great care was taken of his Education, and his Guardian intended him for a Divine^ 
and being of thofe who were then called Furitint^ he put him to fuch School millers as 
were of that party ; And in the i7//».yearof his Age, fcnt h'lm to Mtgdaten-HaB in 
Oxford^ where MuObeJiah Sedgrrick^ was his Tutor. 

During his being at School, and for fome time after his coming to Ox/^nri/ he was a 
hard Student, and an cxtroardinary proficient % till fome Stage players coming thither, 
he was fo much corrupted by feeing their Plays, that he almoll wholly ncglcdtcd his Stu. 
dies. By this he, not only loll much precious time, but found that his heart came there- 
by to be till'd with fuch vain Images of things, that were at bell unprofitable, if nor 
hurtful unto him : And being afterwards fcniible of the mifchicf of this, he rcfolvcJ 
of never feeing any more Plays, which he conftantly adhered to. 

- Hismind,bcingthus corrupted, he fct himfelt to manvothcr vanities which youth 
is addidtidtc. He loved fine Cloths, and dclightcdmuch in Company, and being of a 
flrongl)ody, he became a gnat Mailer in all (hufcExercilestlut required muclil^icngth. 
He learned alfb to Fence, and to ufc his Weapons, and grew fo expert therein, that he 
worlted many of the Mailers in tliofe Arts. 

— He* was now fo taken up wich thofc Martial matters, that infleadof proceeding in 
his Studies, he rcfolvcd to be a Soldier i and his Tutor Jc^^rr/ci^ going into the Lopf 
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CtHHtritt^ ai iChapbin tu the Renowned Lord Utrath V*riy he nf Jvcd to go along 
%%-ith him and to trail a Pike in the Prince of Orsntjet Army. But a happv i\o\> ivjs put 
to thife rcfolutlon. (or lie was c n|>3gid in a (uit at Law witli Sir IFi^iam lyhiumrc^ u ho 
laidcUiin tu fomc p^rtot' his Llatcsand his CajrHijui being of a retired temper, lie 
was breed to leave the Univerlit/, having hem only three years in it, and (o p,n to l.^n^ 
^4 CO filieitc his own buiincls there: And b Jug recommended to Serjeant O'/im// for 
hisCounfclloftand he obfervin^^ in hima clear ^ prch9nrton,and a folid Judiynenc, and 
ftii^of ilic a great litnrff for the Stiid^ ol the Law, took pains fodivert him I'rom his (lu)ii£;hts of 
being a Soldier, and to apply himfclt lo Study the Law, which Co far prevailed, thjc 
whin he was above twenty \ears<iUi,AVrmW 8/A. itf2p, he wasaJinittcd into/f;i« 
ut«/'haty and being deeply finfib*e how much time he had lol>, he rcfolvcd ro redeem 
ir, and for many years after he Studied fixtecri hours in a day. He hid alidc ftnc clgths, 
and ufid a plain fafhion, which he moft*y continued to his dyin);day. 
-Yet be did not at lirli break ofl from keeping Company (oo iituch, till a Cid accident 
drove him from it. For he, with fome other young Students, ti^oing robe merry out 
of Town, one called fur fo much >^^inc, that Mr. Halt could not fircvcnt it, but he drank 
(b long till he fell down as dead among them. This much allcdtcd Mr. Hj!e, wjio go- 
ing to another room, and fluiting i he door, upon his Knees begged earncli!> of God 
that his Iriend might b: rcAorcd unto life, and that himdlf might be forgiven for coun- 
fcnaneingluchixcefs: And he vowed unto God that he would never lu kecpComp.a- 
ny again, nor drink an Health while he lived. His friend recttvend, and he rcli^:oi.lly 
obfiiVLd his Vow. And though he was oft prcHld todunk I halthf, yet would not 
heDtfpeneewith-his Vow, thuugh he was fometimes treated roughly tor it. 
^— Now he (orfiM)k all vain G)mpany, and divided his ciin: between the duties of Re* 
ligicn.and theAudy of the Law. He took a liri6 account ot his time, for which end 
he drew a5riWmf lor a P/jry, wherein he fct down what his Hill work mu(i be in the 
rooming k what his days Imploymenc i what his Kcfrelhments, whether alone, or in 
Company h what his Evening duties. 

.Mr.Noy, the r;itorney Gvneral, one of the Greateft men of that Profellion, took 
early notice of him,call'd fur him often, and directed him in hisfludies, and Ihcwed 
iuch friindlhip to him, that he was caMed young Nay, 
. ^Whilil he was thus buiie in hi» lludies Jie kept the hours of the Hall conHantly in 
TCerm //m«, and feidome put himfclf out of Cornmonsin xUcl^jcaihH time, but continu- 
ed his iiudies with unwearied diligeQce. And he was (oon found out b> the great and 
learned Antiquary Mr. Stldtn^ who cjiiie to fuch a liking of him, that he continued a clofc 
fiiendlhip,ar.d at his death made him one of his txecutors. 

,.— It was this acquaintance which tirfifctMr.f/j/ron a more enlarged purfuit of Lear. 
ning, which he before had confined lohisown t'rofcirion; But fcM>n becoming a great 
M^licr in it, he who could never lofe any pait of his time, found kifure toaitain to as 
great a meafure of knowledge, in as comprehenllve a manner as mofi tnen have done in 
any Age. 

He ftudied xhcKomanLatrty and judging areadincfi in ^r/'/Awr/fcl;, as a thing that 

might be ufcful to him, he became very exqjifite therein, and 'u\ -kWoiUct Mdilxmatical 
Scicn<^-s, fparing noeofi ro get exquilite Inflruments. He read, obferved, and writ 
much I'pon thtfe Subjedls, w luch he called his Vivtrfwnt, He had good skill in ?b)fi\ 
snd Chinirgtry, 

. He fearched greatly into Ancient Hiflory , and particularly into theerabbidc/l part of 

CbfMohpy. but above all, he applied hiii.felf to the liudyof Vh/niiy: So that it is at. 
moff incredible that ore man in ro great compafs of years fhould luve acquired fuch a 
variety of knowledge, and learning. His iniiuilry wss alnioli indefatigable. His 
parts were quick, his appiehcnlion»jively, hir men ory great, and his judjimeni llrong. 
Re rofe confianily very early, and was never idle. 

— He fpent little time in eating and drinking; For ashencver wentto publiek Feafis, 
fohegavenointcrtiinmcnt but to the Poor. He always ended his Meal with an Ap« 

Ectitc. ^hen our unha} py Wars btgan,l'.e not only avoided all publick In.plu^mcnrs, 
ut the vary talkinj', of News, and was always Ih)xU favourable and charitable to the 
deprived piny, 'a nc would never provoke any in paiiicular by rclUdting on their A- 
dions. 

— -He* was imployedinhis pradliceby all the Kings party, and was afUgncd Counfcl to 
the Eaxl of Sirajf/rdy to Arch-bifhop tW, (^(^ Afterwards bein^ Coimcel for the Lord 
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Craven «^he pleaded with clue force of Argument, thic the then AttirMy Gntril^ 
threatened him for appearing againft the Government \ /to whom he anfwercd, 
that he was pleading in defence of thufc Laws , which they declared they wnuld main* 
tain, and that he was doing his duty to his C/zcti, and therefore not to be daunted 
with Threats. 

Cromtvtl feeing him polTcfl of (b rn^xK pradiee, and being. one of the eminentcft Ai 

Lawycrf, rifolvcd to take him olT, by rjiiing him from the Bjr to the Bench, Mr. 
HjU faw well the fiiarc that was laid for him» for he had a Commillion fcnt him 
to be a Judge in the Commm Fieat^ which he '^ hfi\ fcrupUd to receive trom a 
Vfttrfter: tlut having conlidcreUwcllof it , he Judged that it being abfolutely ncccf* 
firy to keep up JkjUcc^ and frcpcrty in all times, it was no lln to take a Commillion 
from U(urp::rs, it he irudc no Declaration of his acknowledging their Authority, which 
he never did. He was thus made a Judge, Anno Cbrijii. 1^53* 

^ — Sometime after he was chofcn a PjrUsnunt A/j/tby his Country. For there being 
at (his time no Hottfe of LorJty Judges might be cholen to Ht in (he Houfe of Cmtmonr^ 
and thither he went, on dclign to obftrud^ the Mad and Wicked projcdls then on 
(oot. And he continued Adminiflring JtilUce till Oliver dyed : But then he both rc< 
fiifcd the Mourning that wasfent to him, and his Servants, asalfoto accept a New 
Commiffion that w-s offered him by Richard. 

^Hc livLd a private Lite till the Parliament met that called home the King, to which 
he was returned K light of the Shire fortiie G)unty of C/tfcr/frr. And in that I'arliamenc 
he bore his (hare, in (he happy peritd (hen put to the Cont'ufions that threatned the 
ruineof the Nition. ^Hisgrc::t prudence and excellent temper led him to judge, that 
thciboncr an Act o( Indemnity were paflfcd, and the. fuller of graces and favours, it 
would (ixmcr fettle the Nation, and quiet thcmindsof the l-'eople » and therefore 
he applied himfelf carefully to the framing, and carrying it on till it was complcac* 
cd. 

Prcfcntly after when the Courts in Jf^eflminfier Hal^ came to be fctled, he was 

made Lord Chief Barm i And when the Lord C/v«cr//0r delivered him his Commifnn^ 
he told him, (hat if the King could have (outid out an honeflcr and fitter Man for 
that InipK^mcrt, he wruld not have advanced him to it. Its ordinary with fuch (b 
promoted, to be Knighted, but he lludioudy avoided it, fill the Lord CLj/k* I lor ob* 
icrvin;; it, on a time whin the King was at his Houfe, fent tor him, and when he 
came, told his Mjjclly, that his Modeil Lord Chief Baron wis there, whereupon he 
was unexpectedly Knighted. 

. — He* continued eleven years in that Oflice , maniiaging all the proceedings in it 
with fingular Jiifucc. He was alfj oneofthc Principal Judges that fat in CUff^rdi-Inn 
abcui f*(linj,tiK- diftertnces between Landlord and Tenant, atterthe Conflagration 
in London^ in which he behavid himieit (oto(hc fatisfadtion of all \ fo that the fud- 
dain, and quiet building of London is in no fmall meafure due to him. For he, fir(l 
by way of Scheme^ contrived the Rules, upon which he and the other Judges aftcr- 
Waids proceeded, in whichhis readinefsin Arithm:tick^^ and his skill in ArchiteHitre, 
were* of great ufe to him. 

— lit it will not leein flrange that he behaved himfclf fo well ashe did in his place, 
if we conlider what ReligioJS and excellent Rulcshedrcw up, and propofed to him- 
fclt to walk and adlby in all his lir.ploymcnts in the Station and Calling wherein God 
and his King hadfct him, which he liilcd Tuingi nttcffary to be continually had in Re* 
membrance, 

^^1, That in the Adminiflration of Juflice, I am intrufled for God, the King and 
Country. 2. That it be done. J. Uprightly. 2. Deliberately. 3. Rcfolutely. 

— 2. That I reft not upon mine own underltanding or ilrength, but implore, and reft 
upon the dirc^ionand Ilrength of God. 

3. That in the Execution of Jultice, 1 carefully lay afide mine own Paflions, and 

not give way to then:, however provoked. 

_ 4. That 1 be wholly intentupon the bufme^s lam about, &e, 

- 5. That I fuHernut myfcUto beprepeiftflcd with any Judgmental all, til! all the 

bulinefs, and both parties arc heard. Divers other fuch like excellent Rules he fee 

down, which lor brevity lake are here omitted. 

, — -He would never receive private Addrcifcs, or Recommendation from the. Greateft 
o— r^^^ in any matter in wh.ch Juliice was e.o.'ic.'rncd. Once, one of the firil Part 
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- of fHgfrnJ, wchf to his Chamber* and fold htm, that having a Suit of Law to be try • 
-^ cd bclore him, hcwaicome to acquaint him with it, that he might the better under- 
^ Hand it whenitfhould be heard in the Court. 
. . ^ ,.^ Upon this the Urd Chief Bmn interrupted himt and Cayd, be Hd ntt dtji fairly 
* ** t# Mfne 19 Ns Cifjmktr abmt fittb AffMtu fw be never reeehed any Infcrmation ofCau- 
fet^ bmt M «/<« Cmti, webm bo$b forties wen t« be betrd alikf^ and fo he would not 
fu/fcrhimtogoon* 
..^Hereupon his Grace r for he was a Duke J went away not a little difTitisficd, and 
complained of it to the King, as tfVudcneis which was not to be endured. But his 
MajcUy bid him content himfclf that he was no worfc ufcd, and fayd: He vtrily 
Beiintd , be vnuld bave nftd bimfiif no better ^ if be bad gone to SoSicite him in any of 
hifot»n eaitfer, 
. — One of his Rules was Aill to favour tho(e that were lowed. Beiides his great Chari- 
'" tics to Kon-Confmtufit^^'who were then as he thought too hardly ufcd % he took care to 
^- cover all he could from the Severities foredeligncd againll them, and difcouragcd 
^ fuchas inclined to flretch the Laws too much againll thtm.^Hc thought many of the 
^-^NonXonformijithid merited highly in the matter of the Kings Kcnaunriun , and at 
^^cail dcfcrvcd that the ternts of Conformity (hould not have been ftridlcr than they 
were bclure the Warj/And he lamented the too Rigorous proct^cdings againll them , 
laying, they were good Men, but they had narrow Souls, who would break the peace 
of the Church for luch inconiidcrablc matters. 
fki|w ..-^—Hewasafiri^obfcrvourof the LerJt Dayr^ in which, bcfldes his conOant atten- 

dance upon the Publick fcrvicc of God twice a day, in the Evening he called all his 
Family together, and repeated to them the heads of the Sermons, with fome additi- 
ons ol his own, which he tittcd for their Capacities, after which, hccondanily (hue 
himfclf upt^rtwo or three hours, whichhefpentinhisfcaet Devotions and proH- 
f able Meditations. Of which contemplations two Volumes in OQjvo were printed a 
little before his Death. 

^Anno Chrijii iCfi. The Lord Chief JuAice Keyling D^'ed, and Afiy the iltb. He 
was promoted to be the Lord Chief Jnjiiee of England, with the great Applaufe of tho 
People. One thing was highly commended in him, that when there was a great Ine- 
quality in the Ability, and Learning of Counfcllors that pleaded before him, he thought 
that it became him to enforce what the weaker Counfel managed but indifferently, 
not to fuller the more Learned to carry the bufinefs by the advantage they had over 
the other , by their quicknefs and skill in the Law, till all things were clecred, in 
which the merits and llrength of the ill defended caufc did lie. 
— And in this Court did he fpcnd the reft of his Publick Life and Imployment: But 
abcmt four yearsandanhalf, after this advancement, he that had hitherto enjoyed a 
firm health, to which his great I'cmperance and equality of his Mind did much 
conduce, he on a (uddain was brought vay low 'by an Inflammation in his 
Midrig, which in two Days fpacc brake the ConlUtution of his health, which he 
never alter Recovered. 

. — And he became fo jtjibmatical^ that he could not fetch his breath, without great 
difficulty, which determined in a Dropty, of which he afterwards dyed. He had (b 
much skill in fhyfick^y that conlldering his age, he concluded that his difeafe tm\i\ 
carry him olf in a little time, and therefore he rcfolved to have fome of his laH Months 
fo himfelf j thii being freed of all worldly cares, he might be preparing for his change. 

^ Now the bufincfTcs ofhisTrofefTionwerc become ungrateful to him, and he dcfired 

wholly to apply himfclf to better purpofes, as appeared by a paper which he wrote on 
this Subjcd, which for brevity fake I omit. 
-- Hy this we may fee that he continued in his Station upon no other confidaation, 
but that being fet in it by the Providence of God, he durH not leave the Poll all igncd 
him by God, without preferring his own inclination to the choifc of God; But now 
that fame Providence having by this great changedifTcnabledhimto the execution of 
it, he was rcfolved toRcfign it: >f\hich fo foon as his triends difcovered, they en- 
deavoured all thatpolfibly they could, to diffwadehim from it: But all in vain. For 
—-he applyed himfclf to the Kings MajeAy for a If^rit of Eafc, which the Ki/ig was very 
,0^ unwillin,* to grant, and offered to let him hold his Place, doing whir bulincfs he 
-^ could in his Chamber : But he fayd. he could not with a good Confcicnce <.\;i.tinueit, 
not being able todifcharge the duty belonging to it. 
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^^^At hfl having wearied htmfcir and all his friends with hi< imporCunarc dclirc*. and ^ 
growing fcnftbly weaker in his body^bs^kd/i'WfiMrv a if^.«^7is Thcrcfarc before i .. 
Mjfi<r of ibt CAjffcrry , with a lirtlc Parchment D^rcd, ami there Sealed, and D.livci cd ir« 
acknowledging it to be Enrolled, and afterwards bringing the Origin il to tlu Lotd 
Chancellor, tormally f jrrcndrcd his Ofiicc. 

— He hail (he day before furrcndred it to the King in Perfon, who iicartily wldu'd hint 
the return of Ins Health, afTuring him thit he would (Ull look upon him as one i>t hi* 
Judges, and would have his advice, and in ihs mean- time would continue lii« Poifun 
10 him during his Life. Th: g wd man thought this bounty too jjrcit, and an i!l i»icii- 
dent to the King, who yet ordered it to be paid Quarterly • 

-When (he Hrli payment was received, he ordered a great part of it ro charitable Ufes 
faying he would do the like with the rell fo long as he received it : And dytn^ up3n a 
Quarter day, r)m: qucHinning whether that Qiiarter were due, the Kui^j decided the 
matter, and ordered it to be paid to his ExecHtori* 

-Hiving left Ills place, he returned home wit has much chearfulnefs as his want of 
h:ahh could admit, b:ing eafjd of a bur Jen ^ hich he had lately groined under, and fo 
was made more capable of enjoying that which he hid much wlHi'd for, according to 
his Ll.gant Tranflation or Fjraphrjji of thofc excellent lines in Seneca*! Tljjt^ict,

— Let him that wilt afcend the tottering Seat

■ — Having now attained to that privacy which he had no lefs (crioufly, than pioufly de« 
fired, he called all his Servants that had belonged to his Ortice^and told them that he had 
now laid down his Place, and fo now their Imploymentswerc at an cnd,adviiing them 
to provide for themfe Ives, and gave to fome of them very confidcrable rewards, and to 
every one of them a Token, and fo dilmiHed all but his Vomrjlicl^t, From htLrHtry 1 5. 
he lived till thcC/f/.^jffJf dayfullowing.but all the while info ill aAateof Health, that 
there wvs no hope of his recovery. Ytt he continued Hill to retire often, both for his 
Devotions, and Studies, and when h«« 'rfirmiiics fo encreafed that he could go no long- 
er,hecaufed hisScrvants to cany him thither in aChair. 

— ^ His Tains fo t^ercafcd on him, that no Ihengthinferior to his own could hXve born 
them: yet tothclallhe exprelTeda ^reatfubmitrioniu the Willot Gtxl : DJiring 10 Pai 
fit etiffiihcd^ jud to hert'ith Chriji. He could not lie down in hisBvd above a year be- 
fore his death, by reafonof xhc-^fihmj^but rather fat, than lay in it. When ever a a<^- 
ly Minifier of the Paiifh prayed with him, he forbore his Complaints and Groans * But 
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with his cyci and hands lifted up, he was Axed in his Devotions. 
^ — Hehad fomc fecrcr Picdgcsof his death, dying, that if he did not die on fucha day, 
he fliould' live a Month longer. I!c iojo\'ed the free ufc of his Rcafbn and Scnfc to tlie 
Jail minute, which he had often prayed for during his Sickncfi. He had for many 
years a paiticiilar devotion in Celebrating the day fct t part to Commemorate Clyrifit 
Ntihtiiyt and conunonly \Vrote a Paper of Vcrfcs in honor of hisSaviour ; Seventeen 
whaeof were formerly Printed, and others not I'rintcd before was this which follows, 
being a fsrjfbraft on Simons Song.

His end was Peace* He 
iixmed not to be in any pangs in his laA moments. He was interred in the Churchyard 
of AlJerly among his Ancellors. ^He uled to fay, that ChuKhes were for the Living, 
and Churchyard s for the Dead . 
^.^His Monument was plain, and decent, a black Marble Stone, upon which he ordered

^ making'^fome Notions to appear in good colours to them, they without Haying till chic ' 
-cooled, were violently led by the impulfe* it made upon them v whereas calm and fl.iw — 
^ men, who pafs for VH&jrds in t he common efl imation, could fcarch after Irmb and UnX - 
^ It out, a< with more deliberation, fo with f»reater certainty. 
.^He laid afide th« tenth Penny of all he got, for the Poor, and cook great care to be ^^««?- 
well informed of proper Ob jeds tor his Charity. And when he was made a J ud|^, 
many of the Prri;/r///}r/ which belonged to his Place, as his Viviitnt tf I^*R«.V/, ani 
B»x nuny^ he fcnt to the Jjyl todifchargc poor Prifoncrs,who never knew fr^m whence 
their relief came. 

. — It's a cuAcm for the Maiflial of the Kingt tenth to prtfcnt the Judges of that G>urt 

with a piece of Plate (or a Kctp ycsrs'fiift, that(brthec/u>/7W?/trbcin«> larger than the 

reA :^This he intcr.Jid to have refufal'*^Eut the other Judges told him, that it be* 

jongcd to his Ofticc, and that his rcfufmgof it would be prejudicial to his Succclfors.: . 

..So he rcfolvcd to take it yj)ut ftnt word to theMarlhal, that inileaduf the Plarc he 

^ihuuld brin^ him the value of It in money, which fo foon as he received, he fcnt ir to 

" the Prifons (or the relief and difcharge of the poor there. 

— He ufually invited his poor Neighbours to Dine with him, and made them to (it af 
his own Tabic : And if any of them were lick that they could not come, he would fend 
them warm meat from his own Table. And did nor only relieve the poor of his own 
Parilh, but fcnt fupplifs to the neighbouring Parifhcs, as there was occad'on (or it ; And 
he treated them all with the tendcrncfs, and familiarity that became one, who conlidcr* 
ed that they were of the fame Nature with him(clf, and were reduced to no other ncccf- 
lltics, but fuch ashimfelf mi^^ht be brought unto. 

.^'For common Beggars, if any fuch came unto him as he was in his Walks, when he 
was in the Country, he would a^k fuch of them as weic capable of working, why they 
went about foidly ? If they anfwcicd, bccaufe they could get nowotk, he would fend 
them to fomc Field to gather Stones, and lay them on heaps, and then would pay them 
liberally for their pains, and would afterwards fend his Carts to carry them into fuch 
places in the Highways which mod needed mending. 
,«^Whcn he was in the City he liberally extended his Charity, even unto Hreet Beggars, 
and when (omc told him, that thereby he encouraged Idlenefs, and that mo/l o( them 
were notorious Cheats, hisAnlwer was : That he believed mod of them to be fuch • 
But among there were (bme that were great Objed^s of Charity, and prcfl with grievous — 

nccclliticsi^and that he had rather to);ivc his Alms to twenty that might haply be 

Rogues, than one of the other fort (hould pcriih for want of the fmall relief he — 
gave them. 

.^He was a merciful Landlord to all his Tenants, and was ever ready, upon juA com« A food 
plaints, to abate their Rents .* and a poor Widdow that lived in LenJan^ and had afmall kwdl 
Ellate, near his Land in the Country, from which her Rent was ill paid, and with fume 
charge returned to her, (he bemoncing her Cafe tu him, he ordered his BailiH' to receive 
it, and to return it (or hrr without any fuch charge. And when there was a general 
falling of Rent«^ and of hers among others, he would have this abatement to lie upon 
him, and fo (he had her full Rent as formerly. 

— His Jullice did notably appear in this, that when any ill money was put into his Jvflkck 
hands, he would never fuffcr it to be put otf, )udging that would be no excufc to 
him to put off falfe money to others, bccaufe (bme had fo deluded him. He had ga- 
thered much I i this together : For many had fo abufcd hisgoodn\fs, as to mix corrupt 
money in ilc tecs which they gave him. Probably he had intended to deOroy it :£ut — " 
-^fomeihat lu J (ccn that great heap, brake into his Chamber, and dole it, which he ufeJ — 
to fpeak of with fume pleafure, conceiting bow the Couzeners were couzened them* 
fclves. 

^When he was made a Judge, he would ever pay more forhispurchafls,and other 

commodities than they were prized at : and bein*; told that he made ill Bargains, he 
anfwered,that it became Juiijjcs to pay more for what they bought than the true va- 
lue, that fo thofe with whom ihty tltalr, tiii/ht not think that they had anyri^^htto 
their favour, by having fold lUir.x fuch good I'enny worths 

,, ^How little njndedto raifcto himfelt a great Eliarc,ma) appear by this; whereas, at 

the liiA he had a hundred polind /wr annum^ he never advareed it to nine himdrei fcr 
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smmm: whldi, confidcrlnR che grctt pradice he had whilft t Counrdlor, and hit 
coonant fruj^al, and retired way of living, was but a fmall Fortune ; and of tiiis a 
vtiY confiderabic part came in by his (hare in Mr. StlJem EUate, who had made him one 
of his Executors. 

He valued Cooks, and Mim/cr/^/ abore all things to the world : and himfclf hid 

made a great, and rareCoUe^ion of Mjimfiript/, belonging to the Lawsof Enc^ljiiJ, He 
was Forty years in gathering them, and they coA liim about hftccn hundred pojnds. 
Thcfi: all he left to UhcoIuj'Jm^ where had n.on of his Education. 
Piety. .^Having thus Maflercd things without him, his next care was to overcome his o^vn 

corrupt inclination. He was (as he faid^ naturally padionate* yet this appeared not 
to any about him, fave only at fume times his Colour would rife a little .* liut he fo go* 
vcrned himfclf, that thofe that lived long with him, never fawhim difordercd with an- 
ger, though he met with fome ^reat Trials of his patience, which the nature of man is 
is little able to bear as any whatfoever. 

^One that had done him a very great injury, (bmetime after came to him for ad- 
vice about (rtling his EHate : And he gave it him very freely, and would rake no Fee 
of him for the fame* and thereby (hewed, both that he could forgive as aChn'Aian, 
and that he had the Soul of a Gentleman in him, not to take money of one that had 
wronged him (o hainoufly: and being asked, how he could ufca man fokin'lly, that 
had wronged him fo much^ His Anfwer was, he tlunked GoJ that had taught him to 
forget injuries. 
F«uly Go* -^In his Family he was a very gentle MaHer. He was tender of all his Servants > 

"* he never turned any away except they were fo faulty, that there was no hope of re* 

- claiming; them- "^'hen any of them had been long out of the way, or had ncglcd^cd 
any part of their duty, he would not fee them at their Htll coming home, or till the 
next day, IcA when his difplcafurc was quick, helhouU chide them undcccntly. -And 
when he did reprove them, he did it with that fweetncfs and gravity, that it appear- 
ed that he was more concerned that they had done evil, than (or the ofTcncc given by 
it to himfclf: But if any were immoral,or unruly, he then turncd.tliem away, faying, 
that he, who by his Place ought to punifh diforders in others, mufl by no means fut- 
fcr them in hi« own Family. He advanced his Servants, according to the rime they 
had been about him, and never gave occafion of envy among them, by railing the 
younger Clerks above tlx>fc that had been longer with him. He treated them all with 
great aifrdlion , rather as a Friend than a Mafler, frequently giving them good 
inHrudions. Such of them as had more proHtable places under himjhecaufcdrogive 
fome of their profit tofuch as had no more than their Wages. In his Will he 
left Legacies to every of thcmi and one of them, in whom he put much ConHdcnce, 
he made him one of his Executors. 

..^He was of a moA tender, and compalTionate nature,whichevidentlyappearedinhis 
Trials, and palling Sentence upon Criminals, in which he was very careful, that not a 
circumAance Aiould benegle^ed, which might any way clear the fad^. He behaved 
himfclf with that regard to the Pri(bners, as became, both the gravity of a Judge, and 
the Pity which was due to men, whofe lives lay at the Aake, and no jeering or cx- 
trerfc feverity fell from him. He took care that WitneAes Aiould be put under no 
contufion that might diforder their memories. When he came to give Sentence, he 
did it with that compofidnefs and deccncy,and his Speeches to the Prifoners to prepare 
Ihcm for Death, were fowci^-jity, fofrce from all Affcdlation, and fo fcriouAy devout, 
chat many were much cditied by his Speeches, and behaviour therein. 
-^The paAing of this Sentence of Death, was the moAagainA the grain of all his 
Imployments, yet therein could he never be mollified to any tcndcrnefs which migl.t 
hinder JuAicc. , 4lis Mercifulncfs extended even to his BcaAs. When his Horfcs 
which had done him much fervice were grown old, he would not fuffcr them to be fold, 
or put (0 any hard labour > and he ufcd his old Dogs with the fame care. 

^He was a great encourager of young Pafons that diligently applied themfclvcs 

to their Books, and would give them dirr^ions about the mahodof their Audics, with 
much humanity and fweetncfs, and with fmilingand plcafant ways he would admonift 
them, if hefawany thing amifs in them. ^As if they were too fine in their Cloths. He ' 

^difliked to fee young Audcnts to wear long Perukes,j)r for Atturnics to wear Swords. 

_^ He was very free, and communicative m his difcourfc, which moAly hxel upon fome 
£0«jd and ufcRil fubje^,and loved (or an hour or f>vo at Night to be vifitcd by his friends, 
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and herein he ufed a fimpliclt/ that was both natural to himfclfand very cafic toitfhcrf. 
He never f hid ted AWi^/ot Couttfhip, yet he knew not what it was to be rude, or harfti 
Kith any, unUTshe were impertinently addreflfcd to in matters of JuAicc^ ^For then he 
would raifc his voiec a little, and To (hake ofT thofc importunities. 
,^In his Furniture, and Service at his Table, he liked tlie old ptainefs C) well, that as 
he would introduce no ncwtafhions, fo he rather afTcdlcd acourfncfs in the ufe of the 
Old, which was more the e/Tcd^ of his Philolbphy , than that uf his difpotition. For ac 
iirit he loved hnery too much. He was always of an equal temper, rather cheerful than 
mcrr>'. Many wondred to fee thecvennefs of his Deportment in fomc fad pafTiges 
of this Life. 

. —Having loA one of his Sons, the manner of whofe death had Tome grievous circuiti* 
(lanctfs attending it, a Friend coming to fee him, and to condole his lols, He faid to him« 
thofc were the cHcds of living long .* For fucb muft look to (ee many <ad, and unac- 
ceptable (hingst and having fi id that, he went to other difcourfcs with his ordinary 
freedom of mind. For he gave no occafion by idlcnels to nuhncMy, to corrupt his 
Spirit f but by the perpetual bent of his thoughts, he knew well how to divert them 
from being opprcffcd with the excefs of Sorrow. 

^ He had a generous and noble Idta of God in his mind, and this he did find, above all 
other conHderations to prefcrve his quiet. ^And indeed that was fo well eftablUbed in 
him, that no accidcnts,how fuddain ibevcr, were obfcrved todifcompofe him. 
^^Hc would never Difcourfc of publick matters in his private Converfjtion* Cut tn 
QucP.ions of Law, when any young Lawyer put a Cafe to him, he was very CommunU 
cativ;,crpccially whiWl he was at the Ear: Eut when he was promoted to the Bench, lie 
grew more rtfervcd, and would never fuller his opinion in any Cafe to be known, till he 
was obliged to declare it judicially. And he concealed his opinion In great Cafes fo 
carefully, that the rell of the Judges in (he fame Court could never perceive it. His 
reafon was, becaufe every Judge ought to give Sentence according to his own per« 
fwaiion and Conference, and not to be fwayed byany relpc^ of another mins opinion. 
And by this means it hath fain out, that when all the £jr0n/</f^e ExcUqutr^ havedc* 
livered their Opinions, and agreed in their Keafons and Arguments, yet becoming to 
fpcak lafl, and differing in Judgment from them, hath cxprefUiimfcIf with fo much 
weight and folidity,that the b'jroA/ have immediately retraced their Votes^and concurred 
with him. 

— He hath fat as a Judge in all the Courts of Law, and in two of them as Chief; bu{ 
ftill, wherever he (at, all buflnclTcsof conf.q uncc followed him, and no man wascon- 
rent to fit down by the Judgment of ai.vj :r Court, till the Cafe were brought before 
himto (ce whether he were of thcfiii.c .i.hkI. And his Opinion being once known, 
all did readily acquicfce in it ; And it was rarely fcen that any attempted to bring it a- 
bout again \ and if any did it, he was lookt upon as a very contcntioMS per fon i 
.-- Nor was his Opinion and Judgment Reverenced io Courts of Law only ; But his Au- 
thority was Great in Courts of Equity alfo, and the fame rcfpc^ and fubmilfion was 
paid to him there too: And this appeared not only in his own Court of Equity, in the 
JExc/>f7«(r Chamb-r, but in the C»j/jffr)' too, for thither he was often called to advifc 
and allilt the Lord Chancellor ^ot Lord Keeper for the timcf being » and i( the Caufe were 
of dirtieult Examination, or iniricafcd,and entangled with variety of Settlements, 
no rti an (lie wed a moreclccr and difccrning Judj^menr. If it were of a great value, 
and Great PerfonsinterrtfTcd in it, no man ever Ihcwcd greatcrCourage and Integrity, 
in laying afidc all rc(pcdl of pcrlons. 

.--When became to deliver his Opinion,healwayes put hisDifcourfc into fuch a method, ' 
that one part of it gave light to another » and where the proceedings in Chjttcery might ■ 
prove ireonvenicnt to the Subjcdl, he never fparcd to obfcrve, and reprove them. ^And 
from his Obfervations, and Difcourfcs, the Chmetry hath taken occafion to cllablilh thofc 
Rules, by which it governs it fclf at thisday. 
. — " He dill look upon Equity as a part of the Commtn Latv^ and one of the Grounds of 
it : and therefore as near as he could, he did always reduce it to certain Rules and Prin- 
ciples that men might (ludy it as a Science^ and not think that the Adminillration of it, 
had any thing Arbitrary in if. Thus Eminent was this worthy man in every Station v 
and into what Court foever he was called, he quickly made it appear, that he dcfcrved 
the chief Seat there. 
^^As Great a Lawyer as he wasj^be would never fuffer the (Iri^nefs of the Law to 
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prevail agalnA Confcicnce :^^^ Great a Chancellor as he was, he would make ufc of' 
all the niceties and fubciltics in I aw, when it tended to fupport Right, and Equity>Buc* 
nothing was more adminble in him than his patience. ^Hedid not a/Twdl theKcpu: iri- ' 
on oi quickncfs and difpatch, by an haliy, and captious hearing of thcCounfe!. ^He- 
would bear with the mcancH, and gave every man his full fcopc, thinking it much b'.t. 
tcr to lofe.tinrc than patience. ^In fumming op of an Evidence to a Jury, he would 
ttways require the Bar to interrupt him if he did miAake,and to put him in mind of 
if, if he did forget the teaft Circumlhnce. ^Some Judges have been diHurbed at this as 
a rudencfs, which he alwayes looked upon as a fcrvice,and refpc^ done unto hfm. 

^^ His whole Life was nothingelfc but a continued courfc of Labour and Indullry : And 
when he couU borrow any time from the publick Service, it was wholly imployed, ei- 
ther in fhihfofbicalox Dtvint Meditations * and even that was publick Service too as it 
hath proved, For they have occafioned his Writing of fuch Treatlfes as arc become 

• the cfioicen enter taiment of wife and good men. 

^^lie that conliders the Adlivc part of his Life, and with what unwearied diligence 
and application of mind he di(patched all mens buGnefs which came under his Care, 
may jullly wonder how he coul hnd any time for Coocemplatioo. ,^ Again, he that con- 
liders the various Oudies he pii\ iluough, and the many Collcdtions and Obfeivations he 
hath made, may as julUy wonder how he could hnd any time for A^ionvBut no man can 
wonder at the Exemplary Piety and Innocenceof fucha Life,{o fpent as his was* where* 
inashcwascarcful to avoid cvciy idle word, fo it appears that he never fpent an idle 
jay. .>Cut men who defpair of attaining fuch perfection, arc not willing to believe that 
any manelfe didcvcrarrive at fuch an heigth. 

,,^— HcwasthcGrcatf A Lawyer of the Age wherein he lived, and might have had what 
PraAicehepleafed:^ But though he did moA Confcientioufly a/fedt the Labour of his 
ProitiTion^et at the fame time he dcfpifcd the gain of it. , He took more pains to a• 
▼oid thcHonours,and prefermentsof the Gown, than others do to obtain them-^His 
modcAy wa< beyond all Example : He was the moA obliging man that ever pradVifcd. 

^ If a young Getulcman happened to be retained to Argue a Point in Law, where he was 
on ihr contrary fide, he would often mind the Objedlions,when he came to repeat them, 
and would always commend the Gentleman if there were room for it 3^nd one good 
word of his Mouth wasof more advantage to a young man^han all the favour of the 
Court could be. 

— He was twice Married. His fir A Wife was jinn. Daughter of Sir Henry Moor of Faty 
in Bcri^fhire » by her he had ten Children, whereof the tour HrA died young, the reA liv- 
ed to be all Married, yet he outlived them all, except his Eldc/l Daughter, and his young- 
cA Son.

By which Providence, and Gods blciling upon his own Prudent induflry, heraried 
himfelt to fuch an honor and Ellate, and left fuch a Family as never any fubjeiSt in the(e 
three Kingdoms did, and f which is more ) with founfpotted a Reputation of inte* 
grity, that the narrowcft fcrutiny could tind nothing to except ^a'utt, in all the Me- 
thods of his riling, tho th:y were fcarchcd into mod Icverely. 
^ This Noble Loid was blc(rcd with an ample Progeny, having five Sons, whereof he
